*■  together  all  available  historical  data  and  useful  information 
about  Spring  Hill  College.  Many  of  the  facts  have  been  taken 
from  the  files  of  old  newspapers,  from  the  diaries  of  the  officials 
of  the  college,  and  the  reminiscenses  of  old  students.  The  pres- 
ent volume  does  not  pretend  to  be  a  complete  history  of  Spring 
Hill  College,  its  only  aim  is  to  preserve  for  the  future  historian 
facts  and  documents  of  which  he  may  avail  himself  in  his  work. 

We  are  fully  aware  that  some  facts  and  details  must  have 
been  overlooked,  maccuracies  may  have  crept  in  here  and  there, 
but  we  have  tried  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  materials  at  iiand. 
We  shall  gladly  welcome  any  corrections  that  may  be  suggested 
or  any  fresh  information  that  may  be  communicated. 

Should  the  present  volume  make  Spring  Hill  College  better 
known,  and  bring  back  pleasant  memories  of  their  Alma  Mater  to 
the  old  Alumni,  we  shall  be  amply  repaid  for  our  labor.

PRING  HILL  COLLEGE  is  situated  five  miles  west  of 
the  city  of  Mobile,  Alabama.  It  stands  on  the  summit 
of  a  hill  which  rises  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sea.  From  its  elevated  plateau  the  eye 
wanders  over  a  vast  expanse  of  pine  forests,  while 
toward  the  East  the  garden  lands  between  it  and  Mobile,  the  city 
itself,  the  beautiful  bay  and  the  red  bluffs  of  the  Eastern  shore  may 
'readily  be  seen  as  on  a  map  spread  out  before  the  observer.  The  col- 
lege was  built  to  front  the  old  mail-road  from  Pascagoula  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  but  almost  every  trace  of  this  road  has  disappeared 
long  ago. 

The  college  is  easily  reached  by  the  electric  cars  of  the  Mobile 
Light  &  Railroad  Company,  which  pass  within  a  few  hundred 
yards  of  its  gates.  Moreover  a  wide  and  smooth  shell  road 
lined  with  stately  trees  affords  a  pleasant  drive  from  Mobile  to 
Spring  Hill. 

The  college  derives  its  name  from  the  never-failing,  crystal 
spring  which  gushes  from  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  pours  its  spark- 
ling waters  into  a  limpid  lake  nestling  among  groves  of  secular 
oaks,  waving  pines  and  fragrant  magnolias. 
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The  Founding  of  Spring  Hill  College 

A  MEMOIR 

EVERY  institution  of  learning  has  a  two-fold  history — one  antecedent  to  and 
the  other  subsequent  to  its  foundation.  It  will  therefore  not  be  out  of  place 
to  say,  by  way  ot  introduction  to  this  short  memoir,  a  few  words  on  early  educa- 
tion in  the  Southwest.  Thus  will  the  position,  mission  and  services  ot  Spring 
Hill  College  be  made  clear.  According  to  all  reliable  records,  this  educational  es- 
tablishment was,  if  not  the  very  first,  one  of  the  first  permanent  institutions  of 
higher  education  to  open  its  doors  to  Southern  youth. 

Until  the  departure  of  royal  rule  from  the  land  no  college  existed  in  what 
was  once  colonial  Louisiana.  Still,  primary  schools  flourished  in  number  and  in 
kind.  No  published  account  exists  of  how  matters  educational  stood  in  Mobile 
during  the  colonial  period. 

Yet  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  they  differed  at  all  from  what 
they  were  in  the  sister  city  of  New  Orleans.  For  like  circumstances,  like  popuia 
tion,  like  needs — in  a  word,  like  causes  must  have  produced  like  effects  in  both 
cities,  and  to  know  the  condition  of  education  in  one  is  to  know  it  in  the  other. 

Now  what  was  the  state  of  education  in  New  Orleans  under  colonial  rule? 
Scarcely  had  the  Crescent  City  emerged  from  forest  primeval  than  appears  there 
the  Capuchin  Monk,  Father  Cecil,  teaching  the  boys'  school  just  beside  the  hum- 
ble wooden  church.  And  this  was  as  it  should  be.  For  history  tells  us  that 
wherever  rises  a  Catholic  altar  there  rises  near-by  the  schoolhouse  for  the  little 
ones  whom  the  victim  of  the  altar  came  not  only  to  save,  but  also  to  enlighten. 
A  little  later,  in  1727,  arose  the  famous  Ursuline  Academy  to  educate  girls — over 
175  years  ago!  The  years  came  and  went  until  half  a  century  later,  in  1788,  be- 
sides the  Ursuline  and  Spanish  schools,  there  were  in  New  Orleans  eight  private 
schools  to  answer  the  needs  of  3,000  whites. 
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But  the  founder  and  governor  of  the  colony,  wise  Bienville,  not  content 
with  primary  education,  petitioned  in  1742,  the  home  government  of  the  day,  to 
establish  a  college  in  the  colony.  True  to  his  Christian  instinct,  he  probably  risked 
the  success  of  his  petition  when  in  it  he  suggested  that  the  institution  should  be  a 
Christian  or  Jesuit  college.  To  the  infidel  spirit  that  ruled  France  such  a  sugges- 
tion was  enough  to  defeat  his  wishes.  And  so  the  colony  had  no  college.  Was 
this  ominous  refusal  a  foreshadowing  of  the  doom  that  awaited  all  Jesuit  establish- 
ments in  Louisiana  when  a  few  years  later  they  were  to  be  visited  with  destruc- 
tion.-' Since  then  the  hand  of  God  has  been  making  history  in  a  striking  way. 
Governments  have  gone  the  way  of  all  flesh;  the  Bourbon  has  gone  to  his  last 
accounting;  the  Lilies  of  France  know  these  shores  no  more;  and  her  empire  is 
like  a  fevered  dream  of  the  past.  But  Bienville's  prayer  is  heard  at  last.  No  longer 
does  the  Jesuit  pursue  the  hunter's  trail  to  save  the  hunter's  soul.  No  more 
does  he  follow  the  soldier's  shifting  fortunes  or  with  him  bivouac  in  Coosa's  lovely 
vale,  no  more  does  his  light  canoe  seek  the  lost  settler  along  the  Alabama's  sounding 
shores.  Under  another  banner  he  is  here;  here  to  breathe  God's  air  of  freedom; 
to  dispense  salvation  to  all  around;  to  encircle  with  his  colleges  as  with  a  coronal 
of  glory  the  magnificent  domain  over  which  the  good  and  great  Bienville  ruled 
of  old. 

When  European  sovereignty  departed  from  the  land  it  left  behind  it  a  free- 
dom that  should  have  been  inviolate,  that  of  establishing  colleges.  Already  one 
year  later  a  college  existed  in  New  Orleans,  and  then  a  second  and  then  a  third. 
To  one  of  these,  especially,  we  owe  a  moment's  notice.  The  Order  of  St.  Ursula 
on  betaking  themselves  to  their  new  home,  +he  present  academy,  in  1824,  aban- 
doned to  church  purposes  the  convent  building  that  had  sheltered  them  for  a  hun- 
dred years  The  venerable  edifice  began  at  once  to  answer  the  double  purpose  of 
bishopric  and  college.  Rev.  Michael  Portier,  Vicar-General  of  Bishop  Dubourg, 
immediately  opened  here  a  college  on  the  then  popular  Lancasterian  plan,  which 
attained  such  phenomenal  success  that  in  a  short  time  it  counted  on  its  rolls  over 
two  hundred  students. 

Though  distant  from  our  Spring  Hill,  this  was  in  reality  its  predecessor. 
Both  had  the  same  founder,  same  director,  same  object,  same  family  of  students. 
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Spring  Hill  College  was  its  natural  successor.  For  when  Dr.  Portier  became 
Bishop  of  Mobile  in  1825,  his  New  Orleans  establishment,  lacking  his  powerful 
impulse  and  inspiring  presence,  ceased  to  be.  The  popularity  that  clung  to  his 
personality  followed  him  to  Spring  Hill  and  became  the  heirloom  of  his  new  college. 

True,  the  Crescent  City  still  had  its  famous  Orleans  college.  But,  in  a 
moment  of  folly,  it  was  allowed  to  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  infamous  Lakanal, 
apostate  and  regicide.  His  coming  was  like  the  coming  of  death  to  the  institution. 
Creole  mothers  had  rather  see  their  little  ones  live  and  die  in  intellectual  darkness 
than  entrust  their  souls  to  such  keeping.  And  so  on  the  spot  polluted  by  the 
apostate  arose,  like  an  act  of  atonement,  the  present  beautiful  church  of  St.  Aug- 
ustine. In  1830  therefore,  no  Catholic  establishment  for  higher  education  existed 
in  the  South.  What  were  parents  to  do?  Spring  HilU  College  was  the  answer  to 
the  problem. 

The  first  task  of  Bishop  Portier,  after  his  consecration,  was  to  visit  all  parts 
of  his  vast  vicariate  that  reached  from  the  northern  bounds  of  Arkansas  to  the 
southernmost  shore  of  Florida.  A  careful  study  of  the  situation  convinced  him 
that  after  the  need  of  a  clergy  the  most  pressing  want  was  that  of  a  great  educa- 
tion alinstitution  for  youth.  Another  thing  too,  he  saw,  that  in  his  utter  destitution 
nothing  could  be  accomplished  without  recourse  to  Europe.    Soto  Europe  he  went. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  1829  there  was  for  him  no  truce  to  travel 
or  fatigue.  Wherever  there  was  hope  of  help,  there  his  ringing  voice  was  heard. 
Help  came,  and  came  in  abundance. 

In  his  old  home  of  Lyons  several  priests  and  several  seminarists  answered 
his  appeal  and  volunteered  to  follow  him  to  America.  To  Rome  he  then  wended 
his  way  for  Rome's  blessing,  and  also  to  lay  his  cause  before  a  friend  and  eccles- 
iastical superior,  Cardinal  Fesch.  Though  living  in  the  city  of  the  popes,  the 
home  of  every  exile,  the  Cardinal  was  nevertheless,  still  archbishop  of  Lyons.  It 
was  thus  by  a  decree  of  banishment  that  the  Bourbon  government  made  him  pay 
the  penalty  of  being  the  uncle  of  Bonaparte.  He  rejoiced  once  more  to  meet  an 
old  friend  and  levite  of  former  days,  now  a  Missionary  Bishop.  And  after  listen- 
ing to  his  tale  of  woe  he  gladly  came  to  the  rescue.  As  a  foundation  wherewith 
to  establish  his  college,  the  Cardinal  made  him  a  donation  of  30,000  francs  and  as 
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a  mark  of  personal  friendship  presented  him  the  beautiful  painting  that  is  one  of 
the  treasures  of  Spring  Hill  College  to-day.  In  token  of  gratitude  to  its  founder 
the  college  bears  the  Cardinal's  name  of  Joseph, 

Rejoicing  in  such  unexpected  success,  Bishop  Portier  hastened  his  return  to 
America.  On  November  i,  1829,  at  11:30  a.  m.,  a  vessel  weighed  anchor  in  the 
port  of  Havre,  France,  and  set  out  on  her  long  travel  across  the  weary  wastes  of 
ocean.  She  was  destined  for  New  Orleans  and  carried  on  board  50  passengers, 
of  whom  one  was  a  bishop,  two  were  priests,  and  six  were  clerics — the  future 
founders  of  Spring  Hill  College.  The  voyage  was  long;  sunshine  and  storm,  joy 
and  sorrow  made  up  its  story. 

Still  the  varying  vicissitudes  of  fortune  brought  with  them  no  fatal  mishap, 
and  after  a  pause  at  New  Orleans  (from  December  24th  to  January  2nd)  to  rest 
and  change  vessel,  their  sturdy  little  bark  set  out  for  home,  and  on  the  feast  of 
Epihany,  at  11:30  a.  m.,  stood  before  the  city  by  the  sea,  the  city  of  so  many 
prayers  and  so  many  yearnings. 

They  slept  ashore,  and  straight  bent  their  steps  toward  the  little  parish 
church  of  Mobile. 

The  old  colonial  parish  church  that  since  a  hundred  years  had  several  times 
been  laid  in  ruins  perished  a  last  time  in  1827  in  a  conflagration  that  destroyed  a 
large  part  of  the  city.  Before  going  to  E  urope,  however.  Bishop  Portier  had 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  present  cathedral  a  small  temporary  chapel  20x30  feet. 
It  was  a  monument  of  his  poverty,  and  yet  beside  the  manger  of  Bethlehem  the 
rude  structure  was  royal.  Here  his  little  clergy  entered  and  poured  out  their 
hearts'  entire  gratitude  to  him  whose  guarding  and  guiding  love  had  led  them  over 
the  wastes  of  ocean.  The  Holy  Mass  was  offered  up,  and  while  the  God  of  the 
Eucharist  showered  on  them  his  blessings  he  thus  initiated  tiiem  in  the  ways  of 
sacrifice  that  they  were  to  tread. 

Beside  the  little  church  stood  a  small  presbytery,  25x15  feet,  consisting  of 
two  rooms,  and  of  course  too  small  to  offer  a  home  to  so  many  at  once.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Bishop  to  his  great  surprise  and  regret,  learned  that  during  his  ab- 
sence death  had  claimed  as  its  own  the  very  one  on  whom  he  had  counted  to  pro- 
vide suitable  lodging  and  reception  for  his  little  band. 
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However,  Providence  watches  over  its  own,  and  about  7  o'clock  that  same 
evening  came  a  good  Catholic  whose  charity  prompted  him  to  offer  them  his  home 
as  a  residence  until  they  could  better  themselves.  This  was  the  first  stage  of 
their  journey  toward  their  Spring  Hill  home,  and  here  they  stayed  one  month. 
This  time  of  rest  afforded  them  an  opportunity  to  study  the  situation  and  plan  for 
the  future.  What  were  their  plans  to  be?  And  where  was  the  college  to  be  lo- 
cated.?    This  first  of  all. 

The  Bishop  and  his  counsellors  gave  to  this  all-important  point  much  and 
anxious  thought. 

In  these  days  of  small  towns  there  was  little  reason  to  insist  on  size  alone, 
as  the  least  might  for  an  unforseen  cause  suddenly  rise  to  be  the  greatest.  In  the 
diocese  were  several  towns,  each  one  offering  peculiar  advantages.  There  was 
St.  Augustine  that  on  account  of  age  and  merit  might  claim  preference,  but  was 
unfortunately  out  of  the  way.  There  was  Pensacola,  an  old  Catholic  center  hav- 
ing the  pupils  to  supply,  but  little  or  no  means  of  comfnunication.  There  was 
Moulton  in  North  Alabama,  at  that  time,  strange  to  say,  having  a  certain  Catholic 
population,  but  whose  very  existence  to-day  is  almost  unknown.  However,  any- 
one familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Civil  War  will  recall,  with  the  names  of  Gens. 
O'Neil,  Roddy  and  Kelly,  other  famous  Catholic  names  of  that  section,  and  un- 
derstand the  good  Bishop's  reason  of  inclining  to  Moulton.  Indeed,  after  his  death 
among  his  papers  was  found  the  plan  of  an  educational  institution  that  he  called  a 
seminary,  to  be  located  there. 

In  fine  in  the  interior  of  Alabama  was  another  town,  Tuscaloosa,  then  capi- 
tal of  the  state,  where  the  university  with  other  educational  institutions,  was 
located.  After  the  fall  of  Bonaparte  many  of  his  followers  banished  from  France, 
purchased  near  this  place  an  immense  tract  of  land  in  order  to  establish  thereon  a 
colony.  They  laid  out  one  town  which  they  called  Demopolis,  and  another  which 
they  named  Eagleville,  and  later  on  towns  like  Linden,  Areola,  Jena,  etc.,  that  to- 
day recall  in  their  names  the  former  presence  of  heroes  of  these  battles.  Toward 
the  year  1830  they  had  spread  themselves  out  over  the  surrounding  country.  The 
colony  failed,  for  whatever  reason,  and  scattered  all  over  that  section  where  their 
historic  names  are  to-day  to  be  met  with   distorted  into  all  kinds  of  ungallic  forms 
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and  sounds  to  soothe  the  Anglo-Saxon  ear.  The  records  of  the  time  name  340 
allottees  or  representatives  of  families  who  had  lands  allotted  them.  Amongst 
them  was  Lefebvre,  Denoettes,  Lieutenant-General  of  Cavalry;  and  L'Allemand, 
Lieutenant-General  of  Artillery,  in  the  wars  of  the  empire;  Count  Raoul,  who  led 
the  march  from  Elba  to  Paris;  Clius,  custodian  of  Ferdinand  VII;  Chaudron,  fam- 
ous literateur;  Peniers,  notorious  regicide;  Ricau,  well  known  general;  Lakanal, 
head  of  the  educational  department  under  the  empire;  Clausel,  celebrated  comman- 
der; Grouchy,  of  Waterloo  fame;  and  others  whose  names  are  familiar  to  readers 
of  history.  Such  a  gathering  of  immortals  would  have  naturally  lent  prestige  to 
any  institution  under  their  patronage.  It  was  also  the  most  wealthy,  and  though 
in  1830  much  weakened,  was  the  most  influential  Catholic  settlement  in  the 
diocese,  and  would  have  lured  from  the  ways  of  prudence  a  less  wary  spirit  than 
Bishop  Portier.  He,  looking  not  to  the  few  nor  to  the  present,  but  to  the  unborn 
myriads  that  in  days  to  come  would  owe  salvation  to  his  college  if  accessible  to 
them,  thought  this  should  be  a  deciding  factor  in  his  choice. 

Mobile  was  accessible  by  river,  land  and  sea.  Since  a  hundred  years  it  had 
been  a  center  of  Catholicity  in  the  Southwest.  Henceforth  it  was  to  be  the  seat 
of  a  bishopric.     Here,  then,  was  naturally  the  place  for  his  seat  of  learning. 

Nevertheless,  yet  another  difficulty  awaited  solution.  Where  was  the  site 
in  or  around  Mobile  that  offered  most  advantages  for  a  college.?  Bishop  Portier 
was  a  man  of  powerful  faith,  a  man  of  God,  and  relied  on  his  guiding  light  in  all 
his  undertakings.  Nor  did  that  light  fail  him  on  the  present  occasion.  Wishing 
that  the  college  should  for  manj^  reasons  not  be  too  far  from  the  city,  he  at  first 
inclined  to  locate  it  on  the  tract  of  land  that  lay  along  the  Spring  Hill  road,  be- 
tween the  site  of  the  present  convent  and  the  property  then  known  as  the  Mor- 
decai  place.  This  land  belonged  to  a  certain  De  Angelis,  an  Italian,  possibly  the 
priest  of  that  name,  who  according  to  tradition  labored  in  the  ministry  at  Mobile, 
between  1820  and  1830.  However,  on  more  mature  deliberation,  as  the  disadvan- 
tages of  this  location  came  to  light,  the  project  was  dropped.  Now,  three  miles 
away,  to  the  west  of  this  site,  lay  a  tract  of  land  to  which  many  great  advantages 
invited  the  attention  of  the  Bishop.  It  consisted  of  only  about  thirty-five  acres, 
but  was  from  all  points  of  view  satisfactory.     Accordingly  it  was  purchased  from 
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its  owner,  a  certain  Mr.  Robertson,  a  kindly  disposed  protestant  and  friend  of  tiie 
Bishop.  The  small  property  at  once  developed  into  a  vast  estate  by  the  purchase 
of  380  adjoining  acres  from  the  city  of  Mobile,  which  formed  part  of  a  late  cession 
of  land  made  by  the  general  government. 

The  property  thus  acquired  had  from  time  immemorial  gone  under  the 
name  of  Spring  Hill  on  account  of  the  great  spring  that  flowed  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill  on  which  it  was  situated.  The  magnficent  domain  was  at  once  surveyed  and 
long  and  carefully  studied  from  every  standpoint  with  a  view  to  discover  the  best 
site  on  which  to  locate  the  college. 

At  last  one  day,  in  passing  by  that  beautiful  spot  where  the  wonderful 
spring  pours  its  silvery  torrent  into  the  lake,  the  Bishop,  very  much  impressed 
by  the  grandeur  of  the  surroundings,  decided  that  here  the  college  should  stand, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  lake  .lOt  far  from  its  verdant  borders.  This  was  a  spot 
that  nature  indeed  seemed  to  have  carved  out  for  some  noble  purpose.  The 
choice  of  this  location  seemed  for  various  reasons  an  excellent  one.  Its  advan- 
tages appealed  to  both  the  poetical  and  practical  mind.  Accordingly  preparation 
of  the  grounds  began  at  once,  and  the  work  of  clearing  up  the  woods  went  on 
with  dispatch  and  vigor. 

However,  before  any  building  was  erected  reflection  brought  about  a 
gradual  change  of  mind.  The  inconveniences  that  belong  to  the  lowland  became 
evident.  This  damped  the  first  ardor  of  the  enterprise  and  prudence  counselled 
another  course,  advised  the  choice  of  another  site.  But  where  seek  another  such 
spot  as  this  one  ?     Could  its  like  be  found  ? 

To  the  west  of  this  spot,  where  the  hill  reaches  its  highest  ascent,  stood  a 
magnificent  grove  of  towering  pines,  intermingled  with  great,  storied-centuried 
oaks.  This  site,  rising  150  feet  above  the  neighboring  sea  level,  commanded  a 
view  that  was  a  panorama  at  once  of  nature's  beauties  and  man's  handiwork. 
Within  a  radius  of  thirty  miles  spread  out  a  glorious  prospect  that  is  seldom  par- 
alelled.  Within  that  distance,  side  by  side,  lay  the  three  great  historic  common- 
wealths, while  like  a  vast  golden  torrent  through  their  midst  the  great  river  rolled 
its  turbid  tides  past  the  sentinel  forts  that  guard  the  Mexic  sea. 

In  all  directions,  as  tar  as  eye  could  reach,  swayed  to  and  fro,  under  the

balmy  breath  of  ocean,  an  interminable  expanse  of  green,  shimmering  forest. 
Away  to  the  east,  bathed  in  an  eternal  sunshine,  were  the  white,  glistening  dunes 
of  the  land  of  flowers;  while  off  to  the  west  lay  another  borderland  where  the  blue 
skies  of  Mississippi  bent  over  her  beautiful  vales  and  streams  that  died  away  in 
the  murmuring  waters  of  the  Gulf.  In  front  stretched  a  glorious  vista  of  rivers, 
islands,  seas,  while  in  the  great  valley  below  lay  the  historic  city  where  for  a 
hundred  years  went  on  the  ebb  and  flow  of  colonial  life;  where  Spaniard,  Gaul 
and  Britton  each  in  turn  floated  his  flag  of  empire.  Here  in  very  truth  was  a  spot 
unique  !  And  should  water  here  be  discovered  it  was  the  site  incomparable,  the 
spot  of  destiny  !  Anxiously  and  long  the  attempt  went  on  to  find  water.  Days 
of  expectation  succeeded  days  of  expectation. 

One  day  at  last  from  out  of  the  happy  group  of  toilers  went  up  a  shout  of 
joy  that  told  of  triumph.  The  heart  of  the  great  Hill  had  given  up  its  secret  ! 
God's  beautiful  water  was  there.  Amid  great  rejoicing  it  was  unanimously  de- 
cided that  here  the  college  should  stand.  As  so  at  last  the  good  Bishop's  dream  of 
years  was  going  to  take  shape  and  form,  was  going  to  be  a  reality  !  And  plans 
so  long  maturing  were  at  once  going  into  execution. 

Three  large  buildings,  two  in  wood, and  one,  the  main  one, in  brick,  were  to  con- 
stitute the  establishment  at  least  for  the  time  being.    And  work  must  go  on  at  once. 

As  every  delay  ivas  a  loss  to  all  concerned  every  resource  was  immediately 
called  into  action.  The  main  edifice  or  college  proper  had  naturally  to  take  its 
time  in  going  up.  But  not  so  with  the  frame  buildings.  So  vigorously  was  work 
on  them  prosecuted  that  already  in  the  beginning  of  July,  Father  Loras  could  an- 
nounce in  a  letter  to  his  brother  in  France,  "Since  yesterday  we  have  settled 
down  at  Spring  Hill.  We  have  put  up  two  frame  houses,  and  now  we  are.  busy 
digging  the  foundations  of  our  college.  The  work  will  this  week  be  finished  and 
then  on  Sunday  or  Monday  will  be  solemnly  laid  the  corner  stone,  which  event 
will  be  attended  with  booming  of  cannon  that  is  to  usher  in  the  4th  of  July  or 
Independence  Day." 

And  so  it  comes  that  this  great  holiday  is  of  twofold  significance  to  Spring 
Hillians.  For  commemorating  as  it  does  the  beginning  of  the  nation,  and  the  begin- 
ning of  the  college    it  sheds  over  life  a  doubly  blessed  influence. 
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The  frame  buildings  progressed  rapidly  to  a  finisli.  But  tiie  main  edifice, 
owing  to  a  more  complicated  nature  of  things,  moved  on  so  slowly  to  completion 
that  not  before  May,  1831,  could  it  offer  a  home  to  the  community.  Although  the 
erection  of  the  several  collegiate  buildings  was  a  matter  of  time  that  called  for 
patience  still  no  delay  was  on  that  account  suffered  to  take  place  in  the  opening  of 
classes.  Many  and  serious  reasons  counselled  an  immediate  commencement  of 
studies.  Indeed  so  well  was  this  fact  appreciated  that  almost  at  once  on  the  ar- 
rival of  Bishop  Portierfrom  Europe  he  announced  and  by  all  the  voices  of  report 
caused  to  be  announced  the  establishment  of  an  institution  of  learning  at  Mobile. 
The  good  news  occasioned  general  rejoicing  in  the  city  and  was  all  the  talk  of  the 
surrounding  country.  Indeed  it  meant  much  to  the  little  seaport.  It  meant  life 
and  trade  and  wealth  and  culture  and  general  prosperity.  Hence  Protestants  as 
well  as  Catholics  applauded  the  good  tidings. 

But  how  was  it  possible  to  start  this  institution  before  the  college  buildings 
were  completed  ?  On  the  Hill  to  the  northeast  of  the  old  parish  graveyard  and 
not  far  from  it  stood  a  spacious  mansion,  the  property  of  a  Belgian  named  de 
Vendel,  a  Catholic,  an  educated  man  and  a  friend  of  Bishop  Portier.  This  house 
he  consented  to  let  to  the  Bishop  for  educational  purposes  until  his  college  should 
be  ready.  Here  then  classes  opened  on  or  about  the  first  of  May,  1830,  and  with 
about  thirty  students. 

How  long  the  de  Vendel  building  served  school  purposes  before  the  trans- 
fer to  the  present  college  grounds  is  not  absolutely  certain.  However,  from  the 
correspondence  of  members  of  the  staff  we  gather  a  reliable  account  or  statement 
of  happenings  at  this  time.  Hence  after  a  stay  of  one  month  or  so  at  the  house 
where  they  first  resided  on  arriving  at  Mobile,  the  Bishop  rented  a  dwelling  house 
consisting  of  four  rooms  three  miles  outside  the  city.  Possibly  this  was  on  the 
de  Angelis  property,  where  it  was  first  proposed  to  build  the  college.  Here  a  stay 
of  about  three  months  was  made,  but  as  the  house  was  not  spacious  enough  it  is 
unlikely  that  any  school  was  there  attempted.  The  occupation  of  the  de  Vendel 
building  then  occurred  about  the  beginning  of  May — that  is,  four  months  after 
their  arrival  from  Europe.  It  lasted  two  months,  or  until  the  2nd  of  July,  1830, 
when,  as  Fr.  Loras  tells  us  in  his  letters,  the  completion  of  the  frame  houses  on 
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the  college  grounds  permitted  a  transfer  to  them.  The  community  then  went  to 
occupy  one  of  the  two  houses  that  in  after  days  was  known  as  the  old  infirmary. 
This  building  measured  about  70x30  feet  and  was  two  stories  high.  It  stood  on 
the  north  side  of  the  college  almost  opposite  its  center,  but  twenty  yards  or  so 
away  from  it,  and  extended  in  a  south  to  north  direction.  Its  companion  frame 
building,  later  known  as  the  seminary,  and  like  it  having  two  stories,  stood  facing 
the  former  at  a  distance  of  about  forty  yards  away,  but  in  an  exactly  similar 
position.  The  former  was  larger  by  about  thirty  feet,  otherwise  they  were  on  a 
like  plan. 

The  day  of  entering  into  possession  of  the  new  college,  like  that  of  entering 
a  land  of  promise,  was  a  memorable  one  and  occasioned  much  rejoicing.  This 
frame  building,  though  not  very  spacious,  answered  all  immediate  wants  until  the 
main  building  was  ready.  And  thus  after  so  many  vicissitudes  on  sea  and  land  all 
were  at  home  at  last. 

Here  was  now  fully  installed,  though  after  a  modest  fashion,  the  future 
university.  Here  the  Bishop  dwelt,  here  the  officials  resided.  Here  in  after  days 
might  still  be  seen  the  barred  windows  and  bolted  doors,  where  precious  archives 
were  housed  and  where  the  treasurer  kept  his  little  fortune  safe  from  bold  intruders. 

Around  this  historic  building  began  now  to  gather  memories  of  two  genera- 
tions as  it  entered  upon  a  career  of  usefulness  that  under  four  different  regimes 
lasted  over  half  a  century  until  it  terminated  its  days  at  last  in  fulfilling  the  voca- 
tion of  a  students'  infirmary. 

Meantime,  under  the  vigilant  eye  of  the  Bishop  and  the  guiding  care  of  the 
builder,  Mr.  Beroujon,  the  principal  edifice  rose  gradually  in  graceful  form  and  im- 
posing proportions.  God's  Providence  was  visible  all  around.  For  nature  seemed 
to  have  foreseen  and  provided  for  every  want.  Water  flowed  abundantly,  and  an 
improved  brick  kiln  furnished  an  excellent  product  made  with  the  fine  clay  found 
on  the  bend  of  the  hillside  towards  the  west  and  not  far  from  the  present  farm.  In 
one  of  his  letters  Father  Loras  tells  us  that  the  ubiquitous  darkey,  too,  was  there, 
and  in  numbers 

And  as  this  father  from  his  class-room  desk  contemplated  the  busy  scene 
he  wondered,  as  well  a  European  might,   to  see  the  tawney  stalwart  son  of  Africa 
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at  his  work  under  a  broiling  sun,  stripped  to  the  waist,  shouting,  singing,  whist- 
ling, happy  as  the  day  is  long,  toiling  long,  and  toiling  well,  and  toiling  for  an  end 
of  whose  grandeur  he  had  no  suspicion. 

But  of  all  the  memories  pleasant  or  striking  of  that  storied  scene  no  one  has 
left  a  more  vivid  or  lasting  impression  than  that  of  the  noble  prelate  under  whose 
inspiration  the  whole  enteprise  went  on  to  completion.  He  threw  himself  heart 
and  soul  into  the  work,  for  it  was  God's  own  work.  Nothing  was  too  hard,  noth- 
ing too  humble  for  his  zeal.  Like  another  Paul  dismissing  all  thought  of  office,  he 
with  the  laborers  labored,  shared  their  fatigues,  raised  their  spirits,  cheered  all  on 
to  success. 

Yet  more,  hardly  a  day  but  he  went  on  foot  to  and  from  the  city,  a  distance 
of  twelve  miles,  lest  his  little  flook  there  should  suffer  harm  from  his  absence. 

Two  days  each  week  he  might  be  seen,  axe  in  hand,  marching  into  the 
woods  at  the  head  of  his  little  people,  to  fell  the  forest  and  clear  the  way  for  future 
cultivation.  "This,"  once  remarked  the  good  Bishop,  "  may  not  seem  very 
episcopal,  but  it  is  very  apostolical,  otherwise  St.  Paul  made  a  mistake  in  showing 
us  how  to  work  with  our  hands." 

Father  Bazin,  (the  future  Bishop  of  Vincennes,  Ind)  writing  of  the  early 
days  of  Spring  Hill,  where  he  himself  acted  a  noble  part,  tells  how,  despite  pover- 
ty and  suffering,  joy  reigned  in  their  midst.  "Every  morning,"  says  he,  "that 
we  could  spare  from  our  studies  and  ministry  was  devoted  to  manual  labor.  For- 
ests had  to  be  cut  down  and  given  to  the  flames  and  gardens  and  orchards  had  to 
take  their  place.  Grounds  had  to  be  surrounded  with  fences;  lands  had  to  be 
cleared  up,  planted,  tilled.  But  always  and  everywhere  under  our  eyes  was 
the  stirring  example  of  our  Bishop.  Not  an  enterprise  in  which  he,  axe 
in  hand,  did  not  lead  the  way."  The  same  writer  informs  us  that  at  the 
beginning  of  May,  1831,  the  main  building  (without  the  later  additions 
that  completed  the  plan)  was  so  far  advanced  that  the  community  moved 
into  it.  "This  edifice,"  continues  he,  "is  both  elegant  and  solid  besides 
being  one  of  the  noblest  buildings  in  the  southwest.  Try  and  represent 
to  yourself  an^  edifice  in  brick,  four  stories  high,  one  hundred  feet  in 
length  by  forty -four  in  breadth.      The  principal  front  is  adorned  with  twelve  col- 
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umns  of  the  Tuscan  order,  supporting  a  superb  balcony,  rising  thirty-six  feet  from 
the  base.  Crowning  the  whole  is  a  large  belvidere  that  commands  a  view  of  all 
the  surroundings,  including  the  far  away  bay  of  Mobile.  An  enclosure  one  thou- 
sand feet  long  surrounds  the  students'  yard  in  front  of  the  college,  which  is  flank- 
ed on  the  west  side  by  orchards,  vineyards  and  gardens — all  the  work  of  our  own 
hands.  And  then,  think  that  eighteen  months  ago  here  stood  a  forest  as  virgin  as 
when  it  left  the  hands  of  the  Creator." 

The  main  edifice  was  now  up,  the  outhouses  completed,  the  gardens  and 
walks  laid  out.  To  crown  the  whole  undertaking  came  now  the  building  of  the 
house  of  God.  Hitherto  the  domestic  chapel  did  the  duty  of  the  church.  "Just 
at  the  moment  that  I  send  this  letter,"  wrote  Bishop  Portier  Dec.  23,  1831,  "we 
are  laying  the  foundations  of  a  church  that  will  be  64x32  feet.  In  this  building 
we  will  be  able  to  assemble  a  pretty  large  number  of  the  faithful.  For  up  to  this 
our  little  private  chapel  with  difficuly  held  our  numerous  household."  Funds 
failed  to  make  it  as  great  and  grand  as  charity  desired  but  none  the  less  did  it 
answer  its  purpose  and  give  glory  to  God.  It  was  to  be  a  frame  building  and  its 
site  was  to  the  west  of  the  college  proper,  and  between  it  and  the  garden.  It 
was  planned  to  be  at  once  college  chapel  and  parish  church  of  the  village.  On 
the  order  of  the  usual  village  church  of  the  South  it  showed  abundantly  the 
various  needs  for  which  it  was  built.  Of  architecture  there  was  little  or  none. 
It  knew  none  of  the  charms  of  ornament,  none  of  the  cunning  of  decorative  art. 
Forgetful  of  all  show,  and  seeking  only  to  be  useful,  simplicity  was  in  all  its  ways. 

Still,  though  plain  and  unpretentious  in  the  usual  course  of  daily  life,  when 
the  festivals  came  round  it  arrayed  itself  in  all  the  graces  of  embellishment,  put 
on  a  world  of  unsuspected  beauty  that  made  it  a  pleasure  to  the  eye  and  a  joy  to 
the  heart.  And  many  an  old  Spring  Hillian  has  doubtless  often  in  spirit  gone 
back  with  pleasure  to  the  old  village  church  to  which  cling  so  many  pleasant  and 
sacred  recollections.  At  last  after  38  years  of  glory  to  God  it  passed  away  with 
the  college  itself  in  the  great  fire  of  1869. 

We  may  pause  here  for  a  moment  to  look  back  and  take  a  last  glance  at 
the  great  work  accomplished — the  foundation  of  the  college.  It  was  the  work  of 
one  man — Bishop  Portier — not  only  its  creation  but  its  preservation.     For  through 
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ail  its  vicissitudes — until  ceded  to  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  1846 — he  never  allowed 
it  under  its  various  administrations,  to  go  entirely  out  of  his  control.  It  may  be 
said  he  was  its  life  and  it  was  his  life.  Hence  a  few  words  on  his  history  will  be 
in  place  here: 

Rt.  Rev.  Michael  Portier  was  one  of  that  devoted  band  of  French  mission- 
ers  that  in  1817  answered  the  appeal  of  Bishop  Dubourg  to  come  to  this  forlorn 
portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  Splendid  talents  and  splendid  success  marked 
him  for  future  preferment  among  the  many  that  in  his  day  distinguished  the  great 
seminary  of  Lyons. 

But  zeal  for  God's  glory  made  him  forget  self  and  only  ask  some  humble 
field  in  foreign  lands  to  satisfy  his  thirst  for  self-sacrifice.  After  landing  at  An- 
napolis, Md.,  he  began  the  study  of  English  under  the  hospitable  roof  of  Charles 
Carroll,  of  Carrollton.  Thence  he  went  to  St.  Louis  where  from  deacon  that  he 
was  he  became  priest.  Shortly  after  ordination  one  of  his  first  sick  calls  commun- 
icated to  him  the  yellow  fever  that  brought  him  to  death's  door.  Soon  after  re- 
covery Bishop  Dubourg,  aware  of  his  great  talents  and  energy,  appointed  him  his 
Vicar-General  in  New  Orleans  to  face  the  storms  that  then  assailed  the  church  of 
that  city.  Such  was  the  life  that  he  infused  into  religion  and  the  energy  with 
which  he  handled  the  situation  that  years  after,  at  the  crisis  of  their  revolt,  the 
rebellious  trustees  of  New  Orleans  dreaded  him  even  in  his  own  far  away  diocese 
and  rightly.  For  even  at  that  distance  he  contributed  much  to  bring  them  at  last 
to  terms.  On  receiving  the  Bulls  of  appointment  to  his  new  Bishopric,  he  in 
his  great  humility  returned  them  to  Rome  as  unworthy  of  the  dignity.  But  on  a 
peremptory  order  to  obey,  he  with  characteristic  energy  set  out  on  horseback  and 
travelled  thus  to  St,  Louis  to  be  consecrated  there.  A  great  spirit  of  faith  and 
great  energy  marked  his  whole  long  episcopate  of  thirty-four  years.  Though  pe- 
culiarly endowed  for  the  task  appointed  him  by  Providence,  still  even  in  the  more 
honorable  fields  of  European  toil  his  great  talents^  somewhat  obscured  in  the  hum- 
ble missions  of  America,  would  have  fitted  him  to  rival  the  ablest.  Many,  and 
among  them,  Clarke,  the  historian,  praise  his  admirable  letters,  and  the  latter 
even  gives  a  list  of  them.  Numbers  of  his  eloquent  sermons  lived  in  tradition  for 
long  years  after  his  death.     After  a  long  life  of  zeal  and  self-sacrifice  he,  in  the 
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year  1859,  slept  peacefully  in  the  Lord;  and  the  cathedral  erected  by  his  zeal  and 
genius  rises  like  a  glorious  monument  above  his  resting  place.  His  spirit  of  faith 
was  very  remarkable,  and  as  a  consequence  his  reliance  on  Divine  Providence. 
When  in  the  light  of  experience  and  history  one  considers  his  happy  choice  of  a 
location  for  his  college,  he  is  inclined  to  ask  if  inspiration  did  not  lead  the  holy 
man's  doubting  steps  to  this  spot,  unique  in  every  excellence.  Indeed,  had  he 
desired  to  locate  his  college  in  some  famous  health  resort  medical  authorities  tell 
us  he  could  not  have  made  a  better  choice. 

It  is  wonderful  how  half  a  century  after  the  event  ( 1 88  3)  one  of  the  eminent 
medical  authorities  of  the  day  and  a  non-Catholic,  Dr.  William  H.  Anderson,  in  a 
publication  of  his,  sanctioned,  without  knowing  it,  the  Bishop's  choice  in  these 
words:  "The  health  of  this  location  (Spring  Hill)  is  proverbial.  During  forty 
years  I  have  never  known  a  case  of  malarial  fever  to  originate  at  Spring  Hill.  In- 
deed, there  is  nothing  there  to  produce  it.  The  water  is  of  the  purest  quality; 
the  growth  is  exclusively  pine,  and  the  subsoil  is  white  sand  for  one  hundred  feet 
beneath  the  surface  The  Gulf  breeze  reaches  it  summer  and  winter,  and  there 
is  no  location  on  the  continent  better  adapted  to  the  health  of  persons  suffering 
from  lung  diseases."  Thus  does  medical  science  proclaim  the  marvelous  vision 
of  the  seer  that  planned  so  wisely  and  built  so  well. 

Again  had  the  Bishop's  aim  been  an  historic  environment.  Which  one  in 
ail  Southland  teems  with  stories  like  this  one?  Before  the  passions  of  spoils 
brought  European  fleets  to  do  battle  between  themselves  along  these  shores  the  lit- 
tle Indian  nation  came  and  went.  Mobilian  and  Choctaw  and  Creek  and  Chicka- 
saw had  their  days  of  peace  and  of  war,  of  defeat  and  of  triumph.  Men  still  liv- 
ing recall  the  Redmen  of  the  Spring  Hill  woodlands;  how  here  they  found  happy 
hunting  grounds  and  brought  with  the  fruit  of  their  infant  industries  the  hunters 
spoils  to  traffic  with  the  sudents  of  those  distant  days;  how  often  domestic  feuds 
arose  and  wars  alarms  disturbed  the  peace  of  their  little  settlements. 

It  is  difficult  at  this  day  to  realize  that  on  these  classic  grounds  the  Indian 
reared  his  wigwam.  Here  his  little  ones  played,  and  here  his  council  fires  blazed. 
Here  too,  doubtless  was  heard  his  ringing  warwhoop  for  the  gathering  of 
the  clans  when  on  the  site  of  an  ancient  Maubilla  (not  so   far    from    Spring    Hill) 
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was  fought  the  greatest  battle,  says  Bancroft,  that  ever  took  place  on  the  conti- 
nent between  white  man  and  Indian — a  battle  in  which  De  Soto,  despite  infantry, 
cavalry  and  artillery  nearly  lost  his  life  and  his  army,  and  six  thousand  Indians 
lay  dead  on  the  field.  The  Indian  ceased  from  his  warring  for  a  while,  but  it  was 
only  that  the  surrounding  territory  might  become  a  field  upon  which  the  roar  of 
battle  between  Spaniard,  French  and  English,  was  to  be  hushed  only  when  all  in- 
terests were  merged  in  one  and  all  bowed  at  last  to  the  supremacy  of  the  one 
flag.  Of  all  the  adventurers  that  came  to  discover  or  pillage  the  gulf  coast,  many 
a  one  must  have  traversed  these  Spring  Hill  solitudes,  and  many  a  time  soldier 
and  traveller  and  emigrant  going  along  the  old  colonial  road  or  mail  route  that  ran 
beside  these  college  grounds,  must  have  pitched  his  wanderer's  tent  or  laid  his 
weary  limbs  to  rest.  Still,  none  or  few  of  them  have  left  mention  of  their  visit 
here.  The  first  known  allusion  to  this  particular  spot  was  made  in  1771  in  his 
published  book,  by  a  certain  Captain  Romans,  who,  by  order  of  his  government, 
explored  this  section  of  the  country,  and  pitched  his  camp  not  far  from  the  spring. 
Mention  of  it  again  occurs  when  local  historians  tell  us  that  to  the  west  of  Spring 
Hill  and  not  far  from  it,  Jackson  camped  with  his  little  army  of  heroes  in  his  great 
march  from  Mobile  to  the  victory  and  glory  of  Chalmette. 

There,  too,  in  still  later  days  around  the  college  grounds  bivouacked  other 
hosts  when  after  the  last  sea  fight  in  Mobile  bay,  and  the  last  land  fight  at  Blakely, 
45,000  federal  troops  awaited  here  the  dawn  of  peace. 

Experience  and  history  have  justified  Bishop  Portier's  choice  of  this  spot. 
Men  have  applauded  his  work  here  and  heaven  has  blessed  it  with  success.

First  Distribution  of  Premiums  at  Spring  Hill  College, 
December  21,  1831. 

(From  the  New  Orleans  Bee,  December  28,  1831.) 

"On  the  solitary  road  leading  from  Pascagoulato  Mobile,  about  seven  miles 
from  the  city,  on  a  gentle  eminence,  a  noble  structure,  towering  over  the  loftiest 
trees,  attracts  the  attention  of  the  traveler  and  relieves  the  eye,  tired  from  the 
monotony  of  the  surrounding  scenery.  This  building,  fronted  by  a  bold  and  mas- 
sive colonade  of  the  Tuscan  order,  is  the  Spring  Hill  College,  recently  established 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Portier,  late  a  worthy  clergyman  and 
talented  principal  of  a  seminary  of  learning  in  this  city.  Private  business  having 
called  us  in  the  neighboring  state,  we  observed  a  notice  announcing  the  coming 
examination,  curiosity  induced  us  to  visit  the  institution  during  the  collegiate  ex- 
ercises. On  a  comparison  with  the  past,  we  could  not  realize  the  wonders  of  the 
moment;  about  the  same  time  last  year  we  had  occasion  to  travel  that  road,  and 
then  the  bare  and  unsightly  halls  of  an  unfinished  fabric  were  all  that  met  the  eye. 
But  now  patient  industry  has  completed  the  work  and  peopled  it  with  a  cheerful, 
lively  throng,  pursuing  a  career  of  useful  studies  and  forming  their  minds  under 
the  fostering  care  of  the  teachers. 

Although  it  could  not  be  expected  that  the  pupils,  considering  the  difficulties 
which  attend  the  organization  of  incipient  classes,  should  have  given  proof  of  un- 
common advancement,  although  the  nature  of  their  studies  had  hitherto  been  limi- 
ted to  the  circle  of  elemental  branches,  yet  the  rigid  and  scrutinizing  manner  in 
which  they  were  examined,  the  degree  of  self-confidence  with  which  the  questions 
of  the  examiners  were  answered,  the  order  and  decorum  which  strongly  character- 
ized the  exercises,  evidence  favorably  of  the  zeal,  method  and  assiduity  of  the 
teacher.  The  course  of  studies  pursued  in  the  seminary  is  a  liberal  one,  leaving 
nothing  that  can  be  wished  for  in  a  regularly  classical  and  scientific  education. 
Besides  instruction  in  the  dead  languages  and  vernacular  tongue,  we  perceived 
that  special  attention  was  paid  to  French  and  Spanish  which  are  taught  by  quali- 
fied professors.  The  course  of  studies,  we  are  informed,  likewise  embraces  rhet- 
ric,  polite  literature,  and  moral  and  mental  philosophy,  and  the  exact  sciences. 
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The  faculty  have  obligingly  furnished  us  with  a  list  of  the  premiums  award- 
ed at  the  solemn  exhibition  we  publish  it  the  more  cheerfully  as  we  notice  the 
names  of  several  youths  of  this  city  as  honorably  mentioned.  While  the  fact  that 
no  institution  of  learning,  on  an  extensive  footing,  has  yet  been  able  to  outlive  ten 
years  in  New  Orleans,  would  almost  have  us  believe  in  fatality,  we  cannot  but 
sincerely  rejoice  that  there  exists  within  reasonable  proximity  of  our  community, 
a  seminary,  which  presents  all  the  requisites,  all  the  guarantees,  that  parents  ex- 
pect to  find  in  those  whom  they  entrust  with  the  important  charge  of  fashioning 
the  minds  of  their  offspring.  The  present  condition  of  Spring  Hill  College  is 
thriving,  the  number  of  students  being  upwards  of  sixty  and  its  future  prospects 
are  of  the  most  auspicious  nature. 


Reminiscenses  of  Old  Spring  Hill. 

My  earliest  recollection  of  Spring  Hill  College  dates  back  to  the  year  1839, 
the  year  of  the  dreadful  yellow  fever  epidemic  and  of  the  great  fire  in  Mobile. 
The  old  college  building,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1869,  stood  where  the 
present  building  stands  and  faced  in  the  same  direction. 

In  olden  times,  before  the  college  was  built,  the  communication  between 
Mobile  and  New  Orleans  was  by  a  stage-coach  line  from  Mobile  to  Pascagoula, 
Miss.,  and  thence  by  steamboat  to  the  Pontchartrain  railroad  to  the  city  of  New 
Orleans.     When  Bishop  Portier  built  the  college  he  caused  it  to  face  this  road. 

The  college  lake  is  one  of  the  places  ever  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  old 
boys,  where  they  enjoyed  bathing  and  learned  to  swim  during  the  summer 
months.  The  vacation  in  the  early  days  of  the  college  took  place  during  the 
months  of  December  and  January,  the  boys  going  home  to  spend  the  Christmas 
and  New  Year  holidays.  A  large  majority  of  the  boys  came  from  New  Orleans 
and  from  up  the  Mississippi  river,  and,  as  yellow  fever  epidemics  were  of  frequent 
occurrence  at  their  home  during  the  summer  months,  parents  preferred  their  sons 
to  remain  at  school  at  Spring  Hill  which  was  noted  as  a  very  healthy  summer  re- 
sort.    The  college  was  then  controlled  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Michael  Portier. 
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The  following  plot  gives  an  idea  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  as  they  were 


in  1839. 


I— Store  house  and  kitchen.  2— Stable.  3— Residence  of  servants.  4— Infirmary.

The  presidents  of  the  college,  as  far  back  as  I  can  remember,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  were  :  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Bazin,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Vincennes; 
Mauverney,  who  boasted  having  been  a  soldier  under  Napoleon  I ;  Rampon  and 
Bach,  with  professors  of  his  community  called,  I  think,  Fathers  of  Mercy.  The 
Eudists  came  next,  and  they  were  followed  by  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Rapier,  a  layman, 
a  true  man,  loved  and  respected  by  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  He  had 
but  a  short  term  as  president,  when  Bishop  Portier  turned  the  college  over  to  the 
Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  who  are  still  in  possession,  making  a  perfect  suc- 
cess of  their  administration,  working  for  the  -'Greater  Glory  of  God,"  by  making 
the  youth  under  their  control  learned  in  the  sciences,  and  by  their  training  law- 
abiding  citizens,

A  Commencement  Day  in  Spring  Hill  Fifty  Years 

Ago. 

TTOW  times  have  changed!  Such  is  the  thought  that  involuntarily  flashes 
*■  -^  through  our  mind  on  realizing  the  great  and  astonishing  difference  existing  be- 
tween the  exhibitions  of  our  day  and  one  which  1  will  attempt  somewhat  to  de- 
scribe, that  took  place  in  Spring  Hill  fifty  years  ago.  With  the  pleasant  and  long 
remembered  vacations  of  July  and  August  and  the  College  openings  in  September, 
it  seemed  strange  and  incredible  to  find  in  an  old  programme  of  '5o-'5i  that  the 
distribution  of  premiums,  or  as  we  now  say,  the  annual  commencement,  will  take 
place  on  the  12th  of  October.  More  wonderful  still,  with  our  ideas  of  an  exhibi- 
bition  lasting  only  two  or  three  hours,  to  find  it  continued  for  as  many  days.  Yet 
"truth  is  stranger  than  fiction."  The  programme  solemnly  informs  us  that  the 
exercises  will  begin  at  9  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning  and  continue  with  suitable 
intermissions  until  Tuesday  evening,  October  the  15th — Saturday,  Monday  and 
Tuesday. 

The  programme  fails  to  acquaint  us  with  what  took  place  on  the  Sabbath, 
but  we  suppose  some  religious  celebration  to  vary  the  monotony  of  the  exhibition. 

On  Saturday  the  visitors  were  treated  to  a  Spanish  play  given  in  genuine 
Castilian  "Scenes  from  'Marcella'  by  Breton  de  los  Herreros,"  and  we  conjecture 
that  it  afforded  great  pleasure  to  the  audience,  at  least  to  those  among  them  who 
understood  it.  There  were  also  addresses  on  "Grecian  Literature,"  and  "The 
Life  of  Augustus." 

Monday  opened  with  three  addresses:  "Literature  from  Trajan  to  Jus- 
tinian," "Middle  Ages,"  and  "Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Centuries."  Then  came 
a  French  play,  in  which  many  of  the  present  leading  men  of  New  Orleans  were 
the  young  and,  no  doubt,  accomplished  actors. 

The  third  day  began  by  two  addresses ;  one  in  English  on  "Literature  and 
the  Seventeenth  and  Eighteenth  Centuries,"  and  the  other  in  French,  "Philoso- 
phie  Ancienne."  These  were  followed  by  an  English  play,  after  which  the 
premiums  were  distributed. 
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The  programme  says  nothing  about  the  musical  part  of  the  performance, 
but  as  the  catalogue  speaks  of  two  classes  of  flute,  one  of  piano,  and  one  of  violin, 
we  may  justly  presume  that  the  pupils  failed  not  to  give  the  enraptured  audience 
a  specimen  of  their  musical  skill.  The  spectators,  no  doubt,  were  rewarded  for 
their  patience  and  consoled  themselves  with  the  thought  that  it  might  have  been 
longer. 

Tradition  does  not  inform  us  why  these  lengthy  exhibitions  were  abolished 
and  the  present  shorter  ones  substituted,  but  we  suppose  that  the  truth  of  the 
maxim,  "brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit,"  gradually  dawned  on  the  minds  of  the  facul- 
ty of  succeeding  years  and  they  acted  accordingly. 

A  few  words  concerning  those  who  took  part  in  this  commencement  will 
not  be  amiss.  Some  are  the  leading  stars  and  principal  men  of  the  cities  where- 
in they  reside  respectively,  an  honor  to  their  country  and  a  source  of  pride  to  old 
Spring  Hill,  while  others  have  long  since  departed  "to  that  undiscovered  country 
from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns." 

Perhaps  in  future  years  our  exhibition  will  become  a  subject  of  comment  to 
posterity,  and  will  afford  pleasant  reminiscences  of  the  day  when  we,  too,  were 
students  at  college.  J.  A. 


A  Glance  Through  The  Old  Catalogues. 

"I  X  THAT  amusing  and  at  the  same  time  instructive  reading!  The  old  cata- 
^  "  logues  tell  many  tales.  Here  are  some  of  the  announcements  we  meet 
away  back  in  the  fifties  :  "Next  session  will  open  on  the  eighth  of  December;" 
"The  annual  commencement  will  take  place  on  the  26th  of  October."  How 
strange  it  would  seem  to  us  were  we  to  read  that  in  any  of  our  present  catalogues. 
But  this  great  surprise  will,  I  sincerely  hope,  be  spared  us.  Until  '61  the  annual 
commencement  had  been  gradually  moved  forward,  when,  in  that  year,  it  was  an- 
nounced to  take  place  on  the  30th  of  September.  After  the  war  it  advanced 
steadily  until  it  reached  the  latter  days  of  August,  where  it  remained  until  the 
College  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  night  of  the  5th  of  February,  1869.      The  first 
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annual  commencement  in  the  new  College  took  place  on  the  24th  of  August.  The 
old  custom  of  a  two  or  three  days'  exhibition  gradually  disappeared  also.  It  must 
have  taken  a  very  long  time  to  prepare  for  those  exhibitions  if  we  may  judge 
them  by  their  length.  We  fear  they  were  somewhat  tedious  even  though  they 
were  interesting.  As  years  roll  by  we  see  the  musicians  beginning  to  occupy  a 
larger  part  in  the  programme,  and  the  young  and  eloquent  speakers  were  allotted 
less  time  for  their  speeches,  which  no  doubt  was  pleasing  to  all  parties  if  we  ex- 
cept the  young  orators.  The  programme  certainly  was  very  varied — essays, 
tragedies,  lectures  on  scientific  subjects,  speeches,  songs,  and  comedies. 

Then,  again,  what  names  we  meet  in  these  old  catalogues.  It  is  a  conso- 
lation to  some  of  the  present  generation  to  find  that  their  fathers  did  not  take  all 
the  premiums,  and  that  they  were  not  without  their  school-boy  failings.  So  take 
courage,  boys,  and  strive  diligently  and  incessantly  to  excel  your  fathers.  Let 
us  look  through  the  old  names.  What  a  contrast !  In  the  same  class,  on  the 
same  benches  sat  those  whose  course  of  life  was  to  be  as  opposite  and  widely 
separated  as  the  poles.  The  journalist,  the  lawyer,  the  physician,  the  engineer, 
the  state  governor,  the  judge  of  supreme  court,  were  there  with  the  New  Orleans 
merchant  and  Louisiana  planter;  and  the  wild  Texas  "rancheros"  may  have 
shared  the  same  bench  with  one  who  was  destined  to  wear  the  mitre.  It  would 
occupy  a  long  list  were  we  to  enumerate  all  the  old  students  that  have  left  a 
name  in  various  pages  of  history.  Paul  Morphy,  the  world-renowned  chess  play- 
er, seemed  to  be  as  good  at  his  books  as  at  the  chess  table.  For  one  year  we  find 
he  took  first  premiums  in  his  class  for  Latin,  Greek  and  English,  and  second  in 
Christian  Doctrine,  French  and  Arithmetic,  whilst  he  was  awarded  that  year  the 
first  prize  for  Good  Conduct.  Another  name,  which  will  ever  be  dear  to  Spring 
Hill,  is  that  of  Hon.  N.  H.  R.  Dawson,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education, 
who  has  on  every  occasion  shown  a  constant  love  for  his  Alma  Mater  and  through 
whose  exertions  the  College  Library  has  been  enriched  by  many  valuable  books. 
The  Hon.  Edward  Bermudez,  late  Chief-Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Louisiana,  was  also  a  pupil  at  Spring  Hill  that  year.  It  is  strange  with  what  other 
names  we  meet  during  our  perusal  of  these  old  catalogues  ;  and  names  which 
fame  has  smiled  upon  and  which  have  become  immortalized  by  their  own  works. 
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While  Paul  Morphy  was  a  student,  Richard  Dalton  Williams,  the  renowned  poet, 
was  professor  of  English  in  Spring  Hill  College  ;  and  here,  under  the  balmy  Ala- 
bamian  sky,  'midst  the  picturesque  scenery  and  soul-inspiring  atmosphere  of  this 
secluded  spot,  no  doubt  inspired  by  his  muse,  he  composed  some  of  his  sweetest 
and  most  affecting  poems. 

In  those  days  the  boys  wore  a  uniform  of  dark  blue,  with  pataloons  of  the 
same  color  for  winter,  and  white  for  summer.  We  wonder  how  the  white  panta- 
loons fared  with  the  red  sand  and  during  the  wet  season.  That  usage  has  also 
disappeared  with  the  lapse  of  time,  and  there  hardly  remains  at  present  a  vestige 
of  the  customs  that  signalized  the  opening  career  of  the  College.  But  the  war 
came  and  many  of  those  noble  lads  donned  the  Oray,  and  devoted  their  lives  to 
the  noble  yet  ill-fated  cause  which  they  espoused.  Many  of  those  whose  names 
we  read  in  the  old  catalogues  followed  the  flag  of  Lee  or  Beauregard.  They 
fought  long  and  valiantly  for  the  Confederacy,  and,  when  the  cause  was  lost,  ail 
who  survived  returned  to  their  own  cities  and  began  anew  the  struggle  of  life. 

Some  of  the  old  catalogues  published  the  speeches  of  the  graduates,  but  of 
later  years  I  suppose  that  they  are  too  modest  to  have  their  names  and 
works  in  print.  In  those  days  there  were  the  "Eurodelphian  Society,"  the  "Phil- 
omathic  Society,"  and  the  "Calliope  Society,"  We  have  lost  those  nice  names  ; 
but,  after  all,  "what's  in  a  name.?"  The  same  things  exist  at  present  under  less 
high-sounding  titles.  Another  well-known  and  well-remembered  name  presents 
itself  to  us  in  reviewing  the  catalogues.  It  is  that  of  Fr.  Yenni.  From  the  be- 
ginning, almost,  we  see  his  name  occupying  its  accustomed  place  amongst  the 
teachers,  until  a  foot-note  in  the  catalogue  of  '87-'88  explains  its  absence  from 
the  following  catalogues.  It  states  that  "Rev.  Dominic  Yenni  died  July  8th,  after 
more  than  fifty  years  teaching."  Thus  was  lost  to  Spring  Hill  one  of  its  oldest 
and  best  professors — a  man  proficient,  to  an  astonishing  degree,  in  both  ancient 

and  modern  languages. '•"

The  Last  Night  in  Old  Spring  Hill. 

T^HE  BURNING  of  Old  Spring  Hill,  four  years  after  the  War,  was  looked  upon 
•*  as  a  national  calamity — a  heavy  blow  to  the  Southland  just  then  retrieving 
its  lost  fortunes.  The  necessity  of  having  well-educated  men  in  the  community 
had  brought  to  Spring  Hill  about  two  hundred  young  Southerners  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  of  '68-'69. 

Classes  began  on  October  27th.  The  course  of  studies  was  then  what  it 
is  to-day — as  thorough  and  as  complete;  and  the  standard  attained  was,  we  are 
told  by  one  of  the  Professors  at  the  time,  "very  high."  "They  were  all  brave 
fellows,"  he  says,  "eager  for  work."  College  events  succeeded  each  other  rap- 
idly. Christmas  and  New  Year  holidays  were  welcome  breaks  in  the  monotony 
of  class-work,  and  at  the  word  "study,"  each  boy  took  up  his  books  with  new 
and  increased  earnestness. 

What  a  tribute  to  Old  Spring  Hill  is  this  characteristic  of  her  sons  in  the 
heyday  of  her  glory,  and  alas!  in  the  final  hour,  too,  of  her  most  useful  existence! 
She  has  done  her  work;  who  will  deny  that  she  has  done  it  well?  Her  last  hour  is 
fast  drawing  near.  The  fire-fiend  is  ready  to  hurl  his  flaming  torch;  but  he  is  un- 
heeded, unseen. 

"College  will  not  burn  to-night,"  was  the  reflection  dear  old  Fr.  Yenni  tells 
us  he  made  when  retiring  to  rest  he  observed  that  his  loved  Cremona  was  not  in  its 
accustomed  place  in  his  room.     But — 

"The  wisest  plans  0'  mice  an'  men  Gang  aft  a-gley." 

In  the  year  of  1869  the  4th  of  February  fell  on  Thursday,  and  Thursday 
brought,  we  presume,  its  usual  round  of  play  for  these  old  Spring  Hillians.  The 
evening  passed  as  many  another  Thursday  evening:  study,  supper,  prayers  and 
bed.     The  clock  strikes  ten.     All  is  well. 

Above,  the  sky  is  cloudless,  and  the  stars  shine  out  with  that  sparkling  bril- 
liancy so  characteristic  of  a  frosty  night.  Within  the  College  everything  is  still 
and  silent  as  the  grave.  A  faint  glimmer  of  light  may  be  seen  along  the  dormitory 
windows  on  the  fourth  floor,  and  the  hallowed  glow  of  the  sanctuary  lamps  flickers 
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softly  on  the  chapel  window  in  the  second  story.  Not  a  sound  is  audible  without, 
save  the  low  mumblings  of  the  chilling  Norther,  and  within  the  heavy  breathing  of 
some  tired  sleeper. 

Sleep  on,  ye  brave  fellows,  and  take  your  rest.  There  is  in  the  infirmary 
one  unlucky  fellow  nursing  a  fractured  limb.  Even  he  gets  a  respite  from  his  dis- 
tressing pain;  his  eyes  are  closed,  but  he  is  not  asleep.     He  shall  not  s\eep  to-night. 

Another  long,  weary  hour,  and  it  is  eleven.  Now  the  fire-fiend  is  at  his 
ruthless  task  and  the  strong  breeze  helps  him. 

Soon  the  young  sufferer  is  aware  of  excessive  light  filling  his  room.  Lurid 
shadows  dance  giddily  on  his  bed-room  wall.  He  is  awe-struck.  Painfully  he 
drags  himself  to  the  window;  and  that  ominous  word  which  makes  the  stoutest  heart 
tremble  with  fear  breaks  the  silence.  "Fire!  Fire!"  he  yells  like  one  beside 
himself.  The  Infirmarian  is  out  in  a  twinkling.  He  also  knows  nothing  but  those 
dread  words.  Fortunately  he  has  the  presence  of  mind  to  ring  the  College  bell. 
As  soon  as  the  alarm  is  given,  frantic  shouts  of  "Fire!"  are  heard  above  the  stroke 
of  the  bell  throughout  the  dormitories  and  private  rooms. 

As  no  one  knew  its  extent  and  only  very  few  that  it  was  the  college  itself 
that  was  ablaze,  each  one  took  the  shortest  way  to  safety.  Some  who  ran  along 
the  galleries  on  the  south  side  of  the  building  saw  dense  clouds  of  flame  and  smoke 
piled  high  in  the  air  and  raining  a  constant  shower  of  sparks,  while  those  who  sped  to 
the  north  side  thought  that  every  building   there  was  burning. 

Though  it  was  nextto  impossible  that  a  person  should  be  cut  off  from  all  means 
of  escape,  still  among  a  crowd  of  helpless  boys  and  at  the  midnight  hour,  what  some 
one  or  other  will  not  do  under  the  circumstances,  is  difficult  to  conjecture. 
Around  them  surely  all  anxiety  was  centered.  Each  one  was  the  object  of  per- 
sonal attention  and  never  a  boy  needed  attention  as  on  that  memorable  night. 
What  took  place  when  the  alarm  was  given  in  a  room  where  fifty  large  boys,  or 
even  fifty  little  fellows  were  sleeping  soundly,  cannot  or  ratiier  need  not  be  de- 
scribed. Even  the  very  thought  causes  a  shiver  to  run  through  our  nerves. 
Some  faced  the  cold  air  with  a  minimum  of  covering.  Many  grabbed  their  clothes 
and  dressed  themselves  on  the  run  for  life,  while  not  a  few,  completely  bewilder- 
ed, threw  blankets  over  their  shoulders. 
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In  less  than  a  minute,  after  the  word  is  spread  around,  old  Spring  Hill  has 
not  a  soul  within  her  walls.  Again  and  again  the  domitories  have  been  carefully 
searched  to  be  absolutely  certain  that  no  sleeper  has  been  overlooked,  for  it  is 
next  to  impossible  to  count  the  boys  outside. 

The  old  halls  are  deserted,  completely  deserted.  Whatever  is  valuable  and 
rare  is  still  within.  Not  an  article  of  furniture  has  been  removed  from  its  accus- 
tomed place.  The  Library  with  its  treasures,  and  the  Museum,  the  most  com- 
plete in  the  South,  await  patiently  the  destructive  flame.  Mutely  every  picture 
and  painting — and  there  are  some  very  valuable  ones — in  class  room  and  study 
hall  and  dormitory  is  waiting  to  mingle  its  ashes  with  the  ruins  of  old  Spring  Hill. 

Each  boy,  too,  is  forced  to  make  his  sacrifice.  For  some  it  is  a  keepsake,  a 
parting  gift  from  a  dear  soldier  father  or  loving  mother;  for  others  it  is  something 
which  flatters  their  boyish  pride,  and  though  they  are  restrained  from  risking 
their  lives  to  rescue  them  there  is  no  word  of  complaint. 

"They  could  not  realize,"  an  eye-witness  tells  us,  "what  was  taking  place 
before  their  wondering  gaze.  No  one  could.  The  boys  were  most  sympathetic. 
Their  admirable  behavior  was  much  appreciated  by  the  Fathers  whose  College 
home  was  hopelessly  gone,  within  the  short  space  of  a  few  hours.  And  there  was 
no  available  means  of  sheltering  over  200  shivering  boys." 

They  were  lined  up  on  the  north  side  of  the  building,  driven  by  the  cold 
wind  as  near  the  blaze  as  prudence  would  permit.  And  what  did  they  see?  A 
home,  second  only  in  their  hearts'  love  to  the  parental  hearth — their  home  ablaze 
from  basement  to  roof. 

The  entire  building  is  still  intact;  the  outer  walls  are  unshaken,  butthe  roof 
shelters  a  roaring  storm  of  fire.  Some  partition  walls  are  evidently  burned  and 
fallen,  for  the  blaze  raves  furiously,  lashed  to  madness  by  the  strong,  constant 
breeze.  The  soft  glow  of  the  sanctuary  lamp  is  gone  forever,  the  domestic  chapel 
is  no  more,  and  nothing  is  saved.  Wistfully  the  boys  look  up  at  those  deserted 
rooms,  but  they  have  no  thought  of  sleep.  It  is  deafening  to  listen  to  the  crack- 
ling of  the  slates  when  the  wood-lining  to  which  they  are  fastened  takes  fire. 
Shortly  the  roof  trembles  and  a  column  of  sparks  shoots  high  into  the  air,  large 
tongues  of  flame  issue  in  several  places.     Above  the  angry  storm-roar  a  loud,  dull 
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report  is  heard;  another  and  then  another!  The  girders  and  binders  that  stretch 
from  wall  to  wall  across  the  college  break,  and  tear  with  them  huge  masses  of  ma- 
sonry and  roofing  in  their  fall.  This  is  the  first  tremendous  crash;  and  it  is  scarce- 
ly midnight  yet.  It  made  an  ugly  gap  almost  midway  in  the  building — a  yawning 
mouth  of  fire  which  opened  its  jaws  wider  and  wider.  A  look  at  the  accom- 
panying engravings  shows  what  was  left  of  Old  Spring  Hill,  after  its  awful 
baptism  of  fire. 

For  a  few  days  the  smoke  of  the  dying  embers  hovered  like  incense  over 
the  smoldering  pile. 

By  the  following  November  a  new  and  greater  Spring  Hill  had,  phoenix-like, 
arisen  from  the  ashes  of  the  old.

The  Hygienic  Advantages  of  Spring  Hill 
College.

nPHE  care  which  lays  heaviest  on  the  minds  of  many  parents  throughout  the 
■*■  land  to-day  is  in  regard  to  the  selection  of  an  institution  of  learning  to  which 
they  may,  with  perfect  confidence,  entrust  their  sons  and  daughters.  There  are 
so  many  things  to  be  thought  of  in  this  connection  that  fathers  and  mothers  often 
forget  to  give  sufficient  consideration  to  the  sanitary  conditions  belonging  to  a 
school  or  college.  Having  taken  upon  ourselves  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
physical  welfare  of  our  readers,  it  is  eminently  fitting  that  we  should  emphasize 
this  aspect  of  the  student's  life. 

At  the  time  of  life  when  a  child  usually  leaves  home  to  attend  boarding 
school,  he  is  peculiarly  subject  to  impressions  in  his  physical  as  well  his  mental 
being.  This  is  a  critical  period.  The  presence  of  refining  influences  will  leave  a 
stamp  of  nobility  on  his  nature;  association  with  strong  and  logical  thinkers  will 
give  him  the  habit  of  virile  intellectual  effort;  but  both  of  these  qualities,  grand  as 
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they  are,  will  wither  and  die  without  the  foundation  of  a  strong  and  healthy  con- 
stitution to  support  them. 

With  this  truth  constantly  before  us,  we  have  spared  no  pains  in  investi- 
gating the  hygienic  conditions  which  surround  different  institutions  of  learning. 
And  it  was  with  a  feeling  of  deepest  satisfaction  that  we  read  the  report  sent  from 
our  representative  in  regard  to  Spring  Hill  College  near  Mobile,  Alabama. 

The  first  point  he  took  occasion  to  mention  was  its  situation,  which  is  sin- 
gularly fortunate  from  the  standpoint  of  health,  being  entirely  void  of  those  con- 
ditions which  so  often  combine  to  produce  malaria.  The  water  supply  in  connec- 
tion with  the  institution  is  plentiful,  and  is  free  from  every  trace  of  impurity; 
while  the  atmosphere  seems  to  infuse  the  body  with  a  spirit  of  invigoration. 

Turning  now  to  the  report  we  received  in  regard  to  the  buildings,  we  find 
that  the  dormitories  are  arranged  and  ventilated  in  accordance  with  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  most  modern  scientific  thought  on  this  subject. 

The  food  supplied  by  Spring  Hill  College  is  both  wholesome  and  agreeable. 
Nothing  is  omitted  which,  beside  being  appetizing,  is  conducive  to  sound  bodily 
health  and  vigor. 

The  next  matter  for  consideration  is  in  regard  to  the  lighting  of  class  rooms. 
It  is  only  during  recent  years  that  this  subject  has  received  the  attention  it  de- 
serves; for  the  importance  of  having  the  light  properly  adjusted,  when  the  eyes 
are  in  constant  use,  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  In  Spring  Hill  College  the  ut- 
most care  has  been  bestowed,  not  only  on  the  problem  in  general,  but  on  every 
phase  suggested  either  by  the  doctrine  of  science  or  of  personal  experience.  So  that 
this  institution  has  now  perfected  its  arrangements  with  regard  to  light  to  such  a 
degree  that  the  least  strain  possible  is  imposed  upon  the  eyes.  As  the  fatiguing  of 
the  delicate  organ  of  sight  often  brings  on  other  ills,  such  as  nervous  headache, 
the  hygienist  need  offer  no  apology  for  bestowing  emphasis  on  this  matter. 

In  regard  to  practical  athletics,  the  students  of  the  College  are  generously 
provided  with  every  facility  for  their  proper  physical  development.  They  enjoy 
the  daily  use  of  an  excellent  gymnasium,  equipped  with  a  complete  supply  of  A. 
G.  Spalding's  apparatus,  and  in  which  ample  space  is  allotted  for  any  and  every  in- 
door bodily  exercise.     Adjoining  this  commodious  structure  is  the  large  rectangular 
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Campus  covering  nearly  two  acres  of  ground.  On  it  are  a  baseball  diamond,  a 
tennis  court,  two  hand  ball  alleys  and  an  oval  running  and  bicycle  track. 

About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  College  building  is  situated  a  magnifi- 
cent swimming  pool,  of  safe  and  reasonable  depth,  fed  from  upland  springs,  whose 
pure,  glassy  waters  are  kept  at  a  healthful  temperature  by  constant  exposure  to 
sun  and  wind.  Here  during  the  summer  months  the  students  bathe  at  stated  times 
during  the  week,  thus  keeping  their  systems  in  good  salutary  condition,  while  in- 
dulging in  one  of  the  most  agreeable  of  muscular  exercises. 

Although  this  is  primarily  beyond  the  scope  of  our  investigation,  we  feel 
that  it  is  nothing  more  than  simple  justice  to  remark,  in  passing,  the  high  standard 
of  scholarship  and  the  distinctly  able  corps  of  instructors  belonging  to  the  above 
mentioned  college.  We  have  insisted  that  without  a  healthy  body,  a  strong  mind 
will  soon  decay.  We  are  no  less  ready  to  acknowledge  that  a  well  disciplined 
mind,  animated  with  sound  and  wholesome  thought,  is  conducive  in  a  high  degree 
to  bodily  health.  Surely  there  is  no  training  so  well  calculated  to  develop  the 
"whole  man"  as  that  received  at  some  institution  which,  like  Spring  Hill  College 
promotes  intellectual  and  physical  vigor  in  harmony.

it  seems  almost  beyond  belief,  in  these  days  when  health  is  conceded  to  be  de- 
pendent upon  proper  sanitary  and  hygienic  surroundings,  that  the  head  of  a  family 
could  for  a  minute  lose  sight  of  these  matters  and  send  his  dear  ones  to  a  place 
about  which  he  knows  nothing  concerning  the  care  taken  to  preserve  the  health  of 
the  residents,  when  reflection  will  assure  him  that  the  most  sedulous  care  is 
necessary. 

The  United  States  Health  Bulletin  has  had  occasion  to  examine  into  this 
subject  quite  extensively  during  the  past  few  months  and  if  some  of  the  facts  that 
have  come  to  our  notice  during  these  investigations  were  generally  known,  we  be- 
lieve that  prospective  patrons  would  be  shocked  at  the  unsanitary  and  disease- 
breeding  conditions  existing  at  some  of  the  highest  priced  and  most  fashionable 
schools. 
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These  investigations  have  been  made  without  the  instigation  of  the  proprie- 
tors and  generally  without  their  knowledge,  consequently  they  are  absolutely  un- 
biased and  unprejudiced. 

Among  the  schools  that  met  with  the  general  approval  of  the  experts  inves- 
tigating these  matters  for  us,  and  which  we  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  to 
our  readers,  is  the  Spring  Hill  College,  Mobile,  Ala. 

We  know  nothing  about  the  course  of  study  at  this  school  for  it  is  of  no  in- 
terest to  us,  but  if  the  same  care  is  taken  with  the  mental  welfare  of  the  pupil  as 
is  shown  and  plainly  shown  to  be  taken  with  the  physical,  we  feel  that  it  deserves 
the  support  of  parents  and  the  encouragement  of  the  public.

I  N  natural  scenery,  as  well  as  in  other  respects,  our  College  Home  is  certainly 
'^  blessed  beyond  measure.  On  whatever  side  we  turn,  landscapes  of  surpass- 
ing loveliness  greet  the  enchanted  eye.  With  its  long  vistas  and  broad  plains, 
its  gently-sloping  hills  and  shady  dells,  its  glassy  lake  and  crystal  streams,  its 
stately  trees  and  rich-hued  flowers, — truly  we  are  living  in  a  Paradise  of  the  Poet. 

Looking  from  the  college  you  see  on  one  side  residences  lining  the  Spring 
Hill  road  and  growing  in  beauty  till  they  reach  Mobile.  Some  are  of  the  most 
modern  architecture  and  speak  the  comfort  and  ease  of  their  proprietors  ;  others 
are  of  an  older  stamp,  and  retiring  from  the  public  road  with  a  grand  avenue  of 
cedars  and  live-oak  leading  to  their  entrances,  tell,  but  too  plainly,  that  before  the 
war,  they  were  the  homes  of  good  cheer,  where  the  stranger  was  kindly  welcom 
ed  and  was  treated  with  real  Southern  hospitality. 

Here  if  you  wish  to  behold  nature  improved  by  art,  you  may  linger  to  see 
the  artistically   arranged  flower   gardens  with  their    profusion   of  roses  varying 
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from  the  pure  white  to  the  crimson.  Here  the  japonica  and  oleander  spring  up 
and  flourish,  and  are  free  from  the  freezing  grasp  of  deadly  winter.  Here  the 
numberless  colors  of  the  geraniums  are  brought  out  and  softened  and  blended  by 
the  clear  sunny  air.  Here  the  azaleas,  heliotropes  and  chrysanthemums  are  of 
the  richest  dyes,  and  all  are  so  arranged — each  increasing  the  beauties  of  the 
others — that  they  offer  a  picture  which  the  imagination  may  dream  of,  but  never 
hope  to  see  realized. 

But  perhaps  you  are  of  a  more  material  turn  of  mind  ;  then  visit  the  orange 
grove,  adorned  with  rich  blossoms  or  laden  with  golden  fruit.  Or,  glancing  in 
another  direction  you  cannot  fail  to  notice  on  our  wooded  hill  the  huge  live  oak 
with  its  wide-spreading  branches  rising  giant-like  from  the  ground.  Nor  the  wild 
magnolia  with  its  wealth  of  cup-like  flowers,  freighting  the  homeward  b-^eeze  with 
the  richest  perfumes.  And  there  stands  the  "forest  primeval"  with  its  "mur- 
muring pines"  rising  high  into  the  heavens,  studding  the  hill  and  meeting  the  sky 
in  the  distance. 

Yonder  is  the  gulf  with  its  white-capped  waves  beating  upon  the  golden 
sands.  And  though  you  cannot  notice  the  heaving  and  panting  of  the  liquid 
plain,  though  you  see  not  the  waves,  like  a  long  line  of  soldiers  forever  marching 
to  the  shore,  yet  you  cannot  but  enjoy  the  cool  breeze  that  comes  freshened  and 
quickened  from  its  waters. 

And  if  your  eyesight  is  weary  of  drinking  in  the  beauties  of  the  spot,  then 
sit  and  listen  to  the  melodious  sounds  that  reach  your  ears.  You  cannot  but  be 
charmed  by  the  mocking-bird  swinging  aloft  from  yonder  tree  and  pouring  from  its 
little  thoat  "floods  of  delirious  music."  Now  yours  spirits  are  saddened  by  the 
monotonous,  mournful  plaint  of  the  whip-poor-will,  or  cheered  by  the  joyful  whistle 
of  the  cardinal.  Now  you  are  delighted  by  the  joyous  ripple  of  the  stream,  as 
dancing  along  it  reaches  the  lake,  or  you  are  lulled  by  the  music  of  the  trembling 
leaves  of  the  poplar.  While  the  noisy  clank  of  the  turbine  mellowed  by  distance 
into  a  musical  sound  and  the  dreamy  soothing  plash  of  fountain-streams,  playing 
for  a  moment  on  the  iron  fountains  and  then  leaping  into  the  stone  basin,  will 
weave  fantastic  dreams,  even  for  the  unpoetic  soul.  Or,  if  you  prefer  to  take  a 
walk  under  the  interlocking  trees,  graced  by  the  wild  grape  or  clambering  wood- 
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bine,  and  stop  to  admire  tine  wild  flowers  that  spring  up  so  profusely  to  deck  the 
hill,  then  choose  any  path;  it  will  lead  you  to  beauties  far  beyond  your  expectation. 

Then,  perhaps  unknowingly,  before  you  have  gone  far  from  the  College, 
you  will  stumble  upon  the  ravine.  Yes,  deep  in  a  tuft  of  young  cedars,  the  ravine 
begins  its  course.  Gradually,  it  leaves  the  high  hill  and  widens  and  deepens  its 
path.  Soon  the  steep  banks,  either  stand  up  perpendicularly  and  suggest  the  tall 
cliffs  in  mountainous  countries,  or  worn  by  the  water-courses  they  assume  the 
most  fantastic  shapes.  The  channel  has  now  widened  and  reminds  one  of  a  river, 
whose  waters  have  forsaken  its  bed  and  hastened  to  the  sea. 

But  nature  has  set  off  the  silvery  streams  of  sand  by  the  richest  vegetation, 
carpeting  the  banks  with  the  softest  grass  and  wild  flowers  of  the  most  varied  hues. 
This  is  the  spot  where  the  first  violet  is  blown,  and  the  first  wild  rose  perfumes  the 
air.  Here  the  yellow  jessamine  takes  so  kindly  to  the  soil  that  it  climbs  up  the 
banks  and  wreathes  the  fragrant  hawthorn  with  its  golden  bells.  Here  the  bee 
gathers  the  sweetest  honey  and  the  humming-bird  sips  his  dulcet  food. 

Here  the  sombre  cedar,  the  druid  oak,  the  sweet  gum  and  the  stately  pine 
spring  up  side  by  side,  and  each  forgets  his  monotony  in  the  company  of  the  others. 
The  cedar's  livery  assumes  a  darker  hue,  the  oak  appears  to  be  of  a  brighter  green, 
the  pine  becomes  more  majestic  as  it  towers  aloft  high  over  the  others,  and  the 
gum  changes  with  the  season  from  the  fresh  green  of  spring  to  the  red  glow  of  aut- 
umn. While  the  dog-wood,  half-concealed  by  the  jutting  banks,  with  its  top  of 
whitened  blossoms,  seem  a  heap  of  driven  snow.  There  you  may  sit,  shut  out 
from  the  busy  world,  where  no  sound  penetrates  save  that  of  the  singing  groves, 
and  give  yourself  up  to  the  perfect  enjoyment  of  nature. 

But  if  you  contmue  your  walk,  you  shall  see  that  the  ravine  loses  nothing 
of  its  picturesque  beauty,  until  it  passes  where  once  in  good  olden  time  it  was 
spanned  by  a  foot  bridge.  And  as  you  stand  on  the  spot  (now  occupied  by  a 
massive  culvert),  shaded  from  the  burning  rays  of  a  tropical  sun,  by  the  long  pro- 
jecting arms  of  the  trees,  how  easily  you  might  muse  on  the  lives  of  those  who 
passed  over  it!  And  do  what  you  may,  you  cannot  but  remember  the  feelings  of 
awe  that  filled  the  hearts  of  the  small  boys  on  their  first  arrival,  and  their  deep 
thought  of  regret,  when  they  stood  on  itforthe  last  time  and  cast  "one  longing. 
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lingering  look  behind"  on  their  Alma  Mater.  Now  it  begins  to  grow  less  precipi- 
tous and  finally  it  spreads  its  stream  of  sand  over  the  level  country  and  is  lost  in 
the  swamps,  far  away  from  the  GoUege. 

Or,  how  delightful  it  would  be  to  take  some  walk,  for  example,  the  one 
leading  to  the  old  mill  pond,  and  give  expression  to  the  enthusiastic  feelings  that 
will  swell  the  breasts  of  every  one — but  alas!  1  feel  myself  unequal  to  the  task, 
for  in  the  words  of  Longfellow,  "some  feelings  are  quite  untranslatable."  No 
language  has  yet  been  found  for  them.  They  gleam  oa  us  through  the  dim  twi- 
light of  Fancy,  and  yet  when  we  bring  them  close  to  us  and  iiold  them  up  to  the 
light  of  reason,  they  lose  their  beauty  all  at  once;  as  glow-worms  which  gleam 
with  such  spiritual  light  in  the  shadows  of  evening,  but  when  brought  in  where 
the  candles  are  lighted  are  found  to  be  worms,  like  so  many  others. 

In  conclusion  I  may  say  that  it  is  only  from  the  visitors  of  the  ice-bound 
North,  when  standing  for  the  first  time  they  behold  this  cheering  panorama  unfold- 
ed before  them,  that  we  can  learn  to  appreciate  what  has  grown  familiar  to  our 
eyes.  It  is  from  their  exclamations  of  delight  that  we  realize  that  Spring  Hill  is 
the  lovely  spot,  where  even  the  poet,  with  his  mind  stored  with  charming  images 
may  come  and  receive  new  beauties.  It  is  from  their  words  of  admiration  we 
learn  that  it  has  attractions  far  beyond  the  ideal  of  those  who  have  pictured  to 
themselves  the  Eden  of  earth,  with  its  rolling  hills,  and  fertile  valleys,  with  its 
dense  forests  and  limpid  lakes,  where  the  trees  are  countless  in  variety  and  most 
noble  in  shape,  and  where  the  clear  Italian  sky  and  the  delicate  and  brilliant  at- 
mosphere shed  a  peculiar  charm  over  all.

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Spring  Hill  Pines. 

I  N  MAKING  an  estimate  of  our  locality  in  the  line  of  salubrity,  we  never  fail  to 
*  mention  the  beneficial  effect  of  the  resinous  pines  on  the  surrounding  atmos- 
phere. Hear  what  the  U.  S.  Government  reports  have  to  say  about  their  size  and 
timber-producing  capacity.  We  take  the  following  from  "The  Timber  Pines  of 
the  Southern  United  States"  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Division  of 
Forestry,  page  38. 

"Upon  I  acre,  selected  at  random  in  the  untouched  forests  north  of  Spring 
Hill,  Mobile  County,  very  open  and  free  from  smaller  trees  or  undergrowth,  16 
trees  were  counted  above  16  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  namely,  2  trees  23 
inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber,  40  feet;  2  trees  20 
inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber  40  feet;  12  trees  16 
to  i8  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber,  35  feet,  which 
in  the  aggregate  would  yield  about  5,000  feet,  board  measure. 

"Upon  another  acre  plat  of  the  same  quarter  section,  64  trees  above  12 
inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high  were  found;  of  these  2  trees  measured  20  inches 
in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber,  40  feet;  26  trees  measured 
17  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber,  36  feet;  36  trees 
measured  13  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  estimated  length  of  timber,  24  feet, 

"Upon  a  third  plat  exceptionally  heavily  timbered,  45  trees  were  counted, 
of  which  5  trees  were  25  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  the  clear  timber  aver- 
aging 50  feet  in  length;  12  trees  22  inches  in  diameter  at  breast  high,  length  of 
timber,  50  feet;  and  28  trees  16  to  18  inches  in  diameter,  average  length  of  timber 
estimated  at  30  feet.  Such  a  stand  would  indicate  a  yield  of  merchantable  timber 
of  at  least  15,000  feet,  board  measure,  to  the  acre." 


The  Student's  Dining-Hall. 

A  MODEST  brick  building,  with  little  or  no  external  ornament  is  theunprepos- 
■'"*  sessing  veil  that  hides  from  view  the  prettiest  and  neatest  of  College  dining- 
rooms.  It  is  at  once  artistic  and  cheery.  Entering  by  the  south  side,  we  see  a 
long  hall  with  beautifully  curtained  windows.  Artistic  oil  paintings  and  frescoes 
adorn  the  walls.  The  floor  is  covered  with  beautifully  tinted  linoleum.  The  ceil- 
ing is  frescoed  so  as  to  represent  the  azure  of  heaven.  In  its  center  is  a  striking  rep- 
resentation of  the  two  archangels,  Raphael  and  Michael,  one,  sweet  messenger  of 
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love  and  bliss,  reflects  in  his  smilling  features  the  peace  and  happiness  of  heaven, 
while  the  other,  leader  of  the  heavenly  army,  has  a  countenance  martial,  yet 
princely  and  sublime.  In  his  right  hand  he  grasps  a  sword  and  before  him  he 
holds  his  brazen  shield:  emblems  these  of  a  victory  and  a  triumph  ever  his  over 
the  legions  of  hell. 

Upon  the  walls  are  many  magnificent  paintings.  But  there  is  one  in  partic- 
ular the  subject  of  which  is  so  sublime  and  the  execution  so  perfect  that  it  de- 
serves more  than  a  passing  mention.  It  is  a  most  faithful  copy  of  Da  Vinci's  Last 
Supper.  In  it  the  figures  are  nearly  life-size.  Every  feature,  every  outline  is 
perfectly  distinct.  The  expression  on  Our  Lord's  countenance  is  one  of  mingled 
beauty  and  sweetness.  In  it,  too,  there  is  that  growing  sadness  caused 
by  the  thought  of  His  approaching  torments  and  death.  On  this  divine 
Face  the  Artist  must  have  brought  all  his  skill  to  bear,  for  he  has  given  us  a 
picture  sublime  indeed. 

Next  in  merit  is  the  painting  that  represents  the  three  poets,  Virgil,  Statius 
and  Dante,  standing  on  a  mountain  top.  Together,  as  it  were,  they  have  jour- 
neyed through  Hell  and  Purgatory  and  when,  on  reaching  their  present  position, 
a  reflection  of  the  light  of  Heaven  shines  upon  therrl,  Virgil  raising  his  hands  to- 
wards the  celestial  beams,  exclaims:  "thus  far  1  have  led  you;  but  now  a  higher 
inspiration  than  mine  must  conduct  you  on  your  way."  Virgil  is  calm  and  reflec- 
tive.    Statius  is  hopeful  for  Dante  has  met  him  in  Purgatory  and  said:  "Follow  me." 

Everywhere  one  turns,  his  eye  meets  men  illustrious  in  almost* every  walk 
of  life.  So  that  the  student  can  daily  study  that  model  according  to  which  he  in- 
tends to  shape  his  future  career.  Behold  such  great  characters  as  Washington, 
Lafayette,  Bienville,  Jefferson  Davis,  Semmes,  Shakespeare^  Longfellow  and 
Beethoven.  Then  there  is  Bishop  Portier,  first  bishop  of  Mobile  and  founder  of 
Spring  Hill  College,  and  last  but  not  least  that  great  educator.  Father  Dominic 
Yenni,  the  author  of  our  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars.  Are  we  not  in  the  very 
best  company  when  we  sit  down  to  our  meals.'' 

Father  Marquette,  on  his  voyage  of  discovery  and  mercy  down  the  Missis- 
sippi, is  characteristically  represented.  Not  less  striking  is  the  picture  which  epi- 
tomizes the  labors  of  his  fellow  Jesuits  in  Paraguay.     Here  stands  Father  Catal- 
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dina  with  a  spade  and  a  plough;  he  is  surrounded  by  a  group  of  interested  natives 
to  whom  lie  explains  the  secrets  of  agriculture.  Father  Maceta  with  harp  and 
cross — the  harp  to  attract  and  the  cross  to  edify — is  instructing  a  band  of  neophy- 
tes in  the  background:  while  one  can  plainly  seethe  decent  church  that  tops  the 
neighboring  hill. 

Philosophy  is  not  forgotten.  Almost  the  first  thing  that  strikes  the  eye  as 
you  enter  from  the  east  side  is  a  group  of  six  grave-faced  men — two  apparently 
engaged  in  serious  discussion,  the  four  others  interested  listeners.  St.  Justin — his 
features  aglow  with  energy  and  enthusiasm — raises  his  arm  in  solemn  gesture  as 
something  conclusive  occurs  to  him;  his  opponent,  Tryphon,  the  Jew,  seems  to 
catch  the  force  of  the  argument  and  lifts  his  hand  to  his  forehead  with  a  nervous 
and  embarrassed  look. 

How  admirably  the  expression  of  a  firm-set  resolve  and  an  unconquerable 
endurance  is  depicted  on  the  countenances  of  the  three  heroes  of  the  Confeder- 
acy— Lee,  Jackson  and  Beauregard.  The  landing  of  Columbus  on  the  shores  of 
our  Continent  is  a  marvellous  and  life-like  representation  of  a  great  historic  fact. 

Over  the  eastern  entrance  is  beautifully  designed  the  coat  of  arms  of  the 
House  of  Loyola.  It  is  skillfully  executed  and  reflects  no  little  credit  on  the  hand 
that  gave  it  form. 

Just  below  the  ceiling  and  running  along  the  four  sides  of  the  hall  is  a  three 
foot  border,  representing  Scenes  from  Nature.  A  Fire  at  Sea  is  so  perfectly  de- 
picted that  a  line  of  rocks,  over  which  the  waves  dash  wildly,  can  be  plainly  dis- 
tinguished. Santiago  Harbor  in  the  quiet  calm  of  a  moonlight  night  is  beautifully 
represented,  and  equally  so  is  a  Sunset  at  Sea  and  a  Winter  scene.  A  Dutch  Vil- 
lage with  its  quaint  wind-mills  appears  as  distinct  as  if  it  were  a  reality. 

Of  such  a  magnificent  dining-hall  we  have  just  reason  to  be  proud.  We 
were  the  first  to  enjoy  its  beauties.  We,  too,  are  the  first  to  reap  the  advantages 
of  such  surroundings.  But,  please  God,  we  shall  not  be  the  last.  We  are  but 
the  beginning  of  a  long  series  of  College  boys  who  will,  perhaps  unconsciously, 
develop  or  indulge  an  esthetic  taste  while  they  sit  at  table;  thus  polishing  their 
mindswhile  they  nourish  their  bodies.  That's  a  grand  idea — not  to  forget  the  soul 
while  we  feed  the  body.  M.  D.  T. 
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The  College  Gymnasium. 

/^NE  DAY  THE  duke  of  Wellington,  speaking  of  his  world-famed  victory  over 
^-^  the  first  Napoleon,  remarked:  "The  Battle  of  Waterloo  was  fought  and 
won  years  ago  on  the  plains  of  Eton."  By  this  he  meant  to  convey  the  idea  that 
the  men  who  so  signally  accomplished  the  overthrow  of  France's  powerful  ruler 
schooled  themselves  for  such  an  issue  while  battling  for  the  palm  in  athletics  dur- 
ing their  school  days. 

On  first  impulses,  one  might  be  inclined  to  think  that  "The  Iro.i  Duke"  did 
much  overrate  the  influence  of  college  sports  and  contests  on  a  man's  future  career. 
A  great  deal  may  be  said  about  this  much-mooted  question  and  many  arguments 
advanced  for  and  against  the  point  in  debate.  Some  contend  that  beyond  the  mere 
development  of  brawn  and  sinew  and  the  making  of  strong  and  skilful  knights  of 
the  oar,  track,  gridiron  or  diamond,  little  can  be  advanced  in  favor  of  scholastic 
athletics.  Nevertheless,  to  any  one  who  gives  the  subject  his  serious  considera- 
tion, it  will  readily  appear  that  the  Great  Duke,  in  this,  as  in  other  more  serious 
matters,  displayed  uncommon  perspicacity  and  depth  of  judgment. 

For,  leaving  out  of  account  the  merely  physical  advantages  to  be  derived 
from  a  scientific  system  of  bodily  training,  the  athletic  campus  is  an  admirable 
school  of  discipline  for  after  life.  Here  are  brought  into  action  and  cultivated  the 
two  prime  requisites  for  success  in  any  career,  self-confidence  and  self-control. 
These  constitute  the  offensive  and  defensive  qualities  necessary  for  securing  vic- 
tory on  the  world's  broad  battle-ground.  One  is  the  sword  to  strike;  the  other, 
the  shield  to  parry.  One  is  the  spur  to  urge  on,  the  other  the  rein  to  hold  in  the 
fiery  steed  of  ambition.  The  former  won  the  day  at  Trenton,  the  latter  was  tri- 
umphant at  Valley  Forge;  the  former  made  Washington  the  illustrious  conqueror 
and  hero,  the  latter  transformed  him  into  the  honest  patriot  and  statesman. 

Self-confidence  and  self-control!  In  very  truth  what  more  fitting  field  for  the 
cultivation  and  exercise  of  these  two  manly  virtues  than  the  College  Campus  and 
Gymnasium?  Here  it  is  that  youth  learns  to  assume  the  aggressive,  to  stamp 
down  obstacles,  to  be  alert,  courageous,  far-seeing,    untlinching   in  his   plans  and 
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projects;  here  he  is  taught  to  bear  and  forbear,  to  curb  his  eagerness  for  attack, 
to  bide  his  time  in  patience,  to  let  judgment  take  precedence  of  impulse.  Here, 
also,  numberless  opportunities  of  strengthening  and  controlling  character  present 
themselves,  thereby  affording  the  young  the  grandest  preparation  for  properly  en- 
tering upon  the  arena  of  manhood. 

Hence,  we  are  not  surprised  that  the  heads  of  colleges  and  universities  in 
this  country  and  Europe,  fully  alive  to  the  immense  benefits  accruing  to  the  mind 
and  body  from  a  judicious  and  well  conducted  system  of  athletic  exercises,  have 
given  their  serious  attention  to  this  branch  of  culture  and  have  spared  no  pains  to 
place  it  on  proper  footing  in  their  educational  courses.  They  are  convinced  with 
the  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  masters  that  a  "mens  sana"  can  better  exist  and 
perform  its  functions  in  a  "corpore  sano"  and,  in  consequence,  have  made  bodily 
development  go  hand  in  hand  with  mental  cultivation.  The  gymnasium  has 
become  a  natural  appendage  to  the  lecture  room. 

In  this  progressive  march  Spring  Hill  College  has  by  no  means  been  a  lag- 
gard. Among  its  students  it  has  always,  since  its  inception,  boasted  a  galaxy  of 
adept  sportsmen  in  various  lines,  and  during  past  years  its  reputation  for  athletics 
has  always  been  of  a  high  order.  A  few  years  ago  a  spacious  gymnasium  was 
erected  fronting  the  campus  of  the  Senior  Division.  Though  the  structure  has 
been  put  up  in  one  uniform  row,  yet,  according  to  the  original  plan,  there  are 
really  two  distinct  buildings.  One  of  these,  the  gymnasium  proper,  is  a  splendid 
brick  edifice  155  feet  long,  49 feet  broad  and  35  feet  high.  It  is  divided  into  two 
compartments,  one  of  which  is  85  feet  in  length  and  the  other  70.  The  latter  is 
equipped  with  a  complete  supply  of  gymnastic  apparatus-procured  from  A.  G.  Spald- 
ing &  Bros.  Here  the  students  can  find  instruments  that  exercise  any  and  every 
muscle,  sinew  and  thew  of  the  body.  The  walls  are  lined  with  chest  weights, 
dumb  bells,  Indian  clubs  and  bar  bells;  from  the  sturdy  rafters  are  suspended 
trapezes,  swinging  and  traveling  rings  and  a  horizontal  bar,  while  in  various  an- 
gles and  turns  can  be  seen  the  vaulting  horse  and  buck,  the  rowing  machine,  par- 
allel bars  and  punching  bags.  These  are  only  some  of  the  attractions  for  the 
student  anxious  to  become  an  Achilles  in  shapeliness,  strength  and  suppleness  of 
body. 

The  other  of  these  compartments  is  a  miniature  roofed-in  play -ground  sup- 
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ported  by  five  massive  columns  of  the  Doric  type.  It  affords  excellent  facilities  for 
the  indoor  practice  of  baseball,  hand  ball  and  various  other  exercises  such  as  pole- 
vaulting,  tumbling,  etc.  The  arrangements  for  light  and  ventilation  are  the  best, 
in  fact  no  expense  has  been  spared  to  make  the  gymnasium  a  paradise  of  delight 
for  the  college  athlete. 

Just  adjoining  the  gymnasium,  and  in  a  hne  with  it,  another  stately  struc- 
ture, likewise  of  brick,  has  been  erected.  It  has  been  built  to  harmonize  with  the 
former  edifFice,  and  in  width  and  height  is  exactly  the  same.  It  measures  90  feet 
in  length  and  is  portioned  off  into  three  sections,  intended  respectively  for  a  Read- 
ing Room  and  Library,  a  Billiard  Room  and  a  Music  Hall.  The  interior  is  of 
stained  and  polished  pine  and  the  ceiling  is  coved. 

The  Library  is  furnished  with  a  large  number  of  volumes  of  the  choicest  works 
of  ancient  and  modern  authors  neatly  stacked  in  four  elegant,  walnut-stained  cases. 
At  the  west  end  of  this  room  has  been  erected  a  semi-circular  rostrum  for  the  use 
of  the  Literary  Society  and  Elocution  Class.  Chairs  and  tables  are  ranged  around 
and  the  walls  are  decorated  with  oil  paintings  and  engravings. 

The  Billiard  Room,  twenty  feet  long,  is  fitted  up  with  two  fine  Brunswick- 
Balke  tables,  with  racks  and  cues  to  match.  The  Music  Hall,  which  is  the  last 
room  in  the  building,  covers  a  stretch  of  thirty  feet.  It  is  supplied  with  music- 
stands,  an  instrument  case  and  other  appurtenances  of  a  brass  band.  It  is  also 
furnished  with  lockers  in  which  to  keep  the  showy  blue  uniforms  of  the  band 
members. 

Along  the  entire  length  of  this^beautiful  row  of  buildings  extends  a  covered 
walk  fourteen  feet  in  width,  which  overlooks  the  large  campus  of  the  Seniors. 
This  campus,  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  best  college  grounds  in  the  south,  is  rec- 
tangular in  shape  and  measures  350  feet  from  east  to  west  by  290  from  north  to 
south.  In  the  northeast  corner  is  situated  a  baseball  diamond,  on  which  the  local 
team  contends  for  honors  with  visiting  teams  from  Mobile.  At  the  upper  west 
end  are  two  large  hand-ball  alleys  and  in  the  lower  east  corner  the  lover  of  the 
stringed  racket  will  find  an  excellent  tennis  court. 

From  a  glance  at  the  above  improvements  carried  out  during  the  last  tew 
years,  it  will  be  seen  what  an  excellent  start  Spring  Hill  has  made  in  the  way  of 
securing  athletic  advantages  for  its  scholars.     It  has  taken  a  bold  stand  in  meeting 
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this  modern  demand,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  good  work  will  be  pushed  to 
perfection.  Then  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  honored  seat  of  learning 
will  be  noted  for  the  physical  training  as  for  the  moral  and  mental  culture  it  im- 
parts to  its  students.  We  have  no  doubt  the  wearers  of  the  purple  and  white, 
availing  themselves  of  the  golden  opportunities  offered  them  by  their  Alma  Mater, 
will  become  the  successful  rivals  of  our  most  famous  College  Athletes. 


Annals  of  Spring  Hill  College. 

FROM  ITS  FOUNDATION  TO  THE    PRESENT  DAY. 

T^HESE  NOTES  are  taken  for  the  most  part  from  the  diary  of  Rev.  A.  Cor. 
•'■  nette,  S.  J.,  and  from  the  diaries  of  the  Prefects  of  Studies.  Many  of  these 
notes  were  originally  written  in  French  or  Latin.  We  give  a  simple  translation 
as  faithful  as  possible  to  the  original. 

Many  of  the  names  mentioned  very  briefly  were  the  names  of  men  des- 
tined to  play  an  important  part  in  the  history  of  these  times. 

The  Right  Reverend  Michael  Portier  was  consecrated  Titular  Bishop  of 
Olena  and  Vicar  Apostolic  of  the  Floridas,  in  St.  Louis  by  Bishop  Rosati  on  Nov- 
ember 5,  1828.  Bishop  Portier  bought  35  acres  of  land  in  Spring  Hill  from  Mr. 
Robertson  and  soon  after  380  adjoining  acres  from  the  city  of  Mobile.  He  was 
very  much  pleased  with  the  place  and  in  1829  he  built  a  frame  house  to  serve  as 
study  hall  and  residence  for  the  priests.  It  was  for  many  years  used  as  an  in- 
firmary and  stood  in  front  of  the  present  refectory  building  and  parallel  to  it. 

In  the  summer  of  1828  Bishop  Portier  sailed  for  Europe  going  to  France  in 
the  hope  of  procuring  co-laborers  for  his  vast  vicariate.  He  returned  on  the  ship 
Antioch,  reaching  New  Orleans  on  Christmas  eve,  1829,  and  on  January  3  he 
sailed  for  Mobile  on  a  schooner  and  arrived  there  about  midday  on  the  feast  of  the 
Epiphany.  He  went  at  once  to  his  Cathedral  (20x30  ft.)  where  he  celebrated 
mass  and  sang  a  Te  Deum  in  thanksgiving  for  his  safe  return  to  his  destitute 
flock.  The  Holy  See  having  in  the  meantime  erected  the  see  of  Mobile,  Bishop 
Portier  also  celebrated  on  this  occasion  his  installation  as  first  bishop  of  Mobile. 
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The  Bishop  brought  with  him  from  France  two  priests,  Fathers  Matthias 
Loras  and  Gabriel  Chalon  and  six  seminarians,  Messrs.  Massippe,  Beroujon, 
Poujeade,  Guinand,  Rampon  and  Faiet. 

1830 — Bishop  Portier  estabhshed  the  college  in  1830,  its  first  president 
being  Father  Matthias  Loras.  The  college  was  located  in  the  de  Vendel  building 
and  counted  about  forty  students.  This  building  was  situated  near  the  present 
residence  of  Dr.  Roe,  not  far  from  the  electric  railroad.  In  1830  the  central  part 
of  the  college  was  built  of  brick.  The  building  had  a  kind  of  low  basement;  the 
firststory  was  15  feet  high;  the  second  13,  and  the  third  11.  The  entrance  to 
the  college  was  from  the  south,  from  the  old  Pascagoula  road.  The  facade  was 
adorned  with  eight  Tuscan  columns  of  thirty  six  feet  in  height.  The  building  was 
133  feet  long  and  48  feet  wide.  A  frame  church  was  built  to  the  west  of  the 
college. 

1831 — The  college  has  60  pupils  mostly  of  French  extraction  from  Louis- 
iana and  Mobile.     Father  Bazin  arrives. 

1832. — Father  Bazin  is  named  president  of  the  college.  There  are  four 
professors  and  125  students.  The  springs  below  the  hill  are  collected  and  the 
dam  built,  thus  forming  the  lake.  A  mill  is  put  up,  which  was  blown  down  in 
1855.     Mr.  Beroujon  builds  a  frame  house  for  himself  near  the  college. 

1833. — The  Bishop  is  the  life  and  soul  of  everything  around  the  college, 
taking  part  in  the  games  and  pastimes  of  the  boys.  Father  Bazin  is  president. 
There  are  four  professors  and  ninety  boys. 

1834. — Father  Bazin  president.  Only  eighty  boys.  Morning  prayers 
are  recited  in  French  and  evening  prayers  in  English. 

1835. — Father  Bazin  is  succeeded  by  Father  Mauvernay  as  president  of 
the  college.  Four  professors  and  100  students.  In  November  the  legislature  of 
Alabama  grants  the  college  the  title  of  university  with  the  right  to  confer  degrees. 

1836. — Rev.  P.  Mauvernay  is  president,  no  students.  A  military  com- 
pany is  formed  and  the  boys  parade  the  streets  of  Mobile  with  fife  and  drum  and 
wooden  guns. 

1837. — First  graduates,  four  in  number. 

1839. — On  October  20,  Rev.  P.  Mauvernay  dies.  Rev.  John  S.  Bazin 
succe  eds  him  as  president.     Bishop  Portier  seeing  the  sad   state  of  the   college 
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called  to  his  aid  the  Fathers  of  Mercy.  Five  fathers  arrive;  Rev.  D.F.Bach, 
Rev.  Aubril,  Rev.  Lafont,  Rev.  St.  Yves,  Rev.  Madeaure,  Rev.  C.  Massippe 
was  ordained  priest  and  left  for  San  Domingo. 

1840. — Rev.  D.  F.  Bach  is  president  of  the  college.  By  a  decree  dated 
August  29  the  Sovereign  Pontiff  Gregory  XVI,  grants  the  college  the  power  to 
confer  degrees  in  theology  and  philosopy. 

1841. — The  Fathers  of  Mercy  abandon  the  college  and  Bishop  Portier 
again  takes  charge. 

1842. — Rev.  C.  Rampon  is  appointed  president.  The  college  is  going 
down.     Few  students. 

1843. — The  bishop  is  obliged  to  come  and  teach  at  the  college.  Mr. 
Thomas  G.  Rapier  is  named  prefect  of  discipline.  A  military  company  called  the 
Spring  Hill  Lancers  is  formed  under  the  direction  of  Col.  R.  S.  Sands.  An  encamp- 
ment is  made  near  the  lake. 

1844. — The  Eudists  Fathers  of  Vincennes  take  charge  of  the  college. 
Rev.  J.  P.  Bellieris  appointed  president. 

1845. — Rev.  J.  P.  Bellier  and  the  Eudists  withdraw  from  the  college. 
Rev.  A.  Desgaultieres  succeeds  Rev.  Bellier  as  president.  The  latter  is  ap- 
pointed parish  priest  of  Alexandria,  La.  Dies  April  7,  1869,  chaplain  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Seminary. 

1846. — The  college  is  closed.  Bishop  Portier  sent  Rev.  J.  Bazin  to  Europe 
in  order  to  offer  the  direction  of  the  college  to  some  religious  congregation,  but  he 
met  with  little  success.  At  last  he  addressed  himself  to  the  Very  Reverend  J. 
Roothaan,  General  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  who  referred  him  to  Rev.  Maillard, 
Provincial  of  the  Province  of  France.  Negotiations  were  begun  in  1846,  and 
were  carried  to  a  successful  issue.  Rev.  Father  F.  Gautrelet,  A.  Roccofort,  F. 
Larnaudie,  H.  Gache,  and  Messrs.  J.  Lavay  and  D.  Lespes,  all  members  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  embarked  at  Havre,  October  27,  1846.  On  the  8th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1846,  they  arrived  at  Guadeloupe,  where  they  are  detained  till  the  28th. 
They  arrived  at  Mobile  on  January  17,1847.  Dominic  Yenni,  S.  J.,  arrives  by 
way  of  New  York  and  Rev.  Jos.  SoUer,  S.  J.,  comes  from  New  Orleans. 

1847. — Rev.  Francis  Gautrelet  S.  J.  appointed  president  of  the  college.  As 
the  college  buildings  stood  very  much  in  need  of  repairs,  and  as  the  fathers   were 
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little  acquainted  with  the  English  language,  it  was  thought  better  to  defer  the 
opening  of  the  college  for  some  months. 

In  September,  1845,  the  college  is  reopened  under  the  presidency  of  Rev. 
Francis  Gautrelet.  Rev.  J.  Bazin  is  appointed  bishop  of  Vincennes,  Indiana.  He 
pays  his  farewell  visit  to  the  college  over  which  he  had  presided  so  many    years. 

1848. — Right  Reverend  Reynolds,  Bishop  of  Charleston,  pays  a  visit  to 
the  college. 

1849. — Cholera  epidemic  in  Mobile.     College  escapes  the  plague. 

1850. — Severe  winter,  many  trees  are  killed  by  the  frost.  Father  Mat- 
thew, the  apostle  of  temperance,  visits  the  college.  The  sodality  chapel  is 
erected.  Visit  to  the  college  of  the  prelates  who  had  assisted  at  the  consecration 
of  the  Mobile  cathedral,  Rt.  Rev.  A.  Blanc,  Bishop  of  New  Orleans,  J.  A.  Rey- 
nolds, Bishop  of  Charleston,  Rt.  Rev.  J.  B.  Purcell,  of  Cincinnati,  Rt.  Rev.  J. 
B.  Lamy,  of  Santa  Fe,  and  also  of  Father  P.  DeSmet,  the  celebrated  Indian  mis- 
sionary. 

1851. — Measles  break  out  and  in  consequence  the  college  is  closed  for 
about  two  months.     A  large  clock  is  placed  in  the  tower  of  the  college. 

1852.— Snow  and  intense  cold  during  the  winter.  Scarlet  fever  breaks 
out  in  February  and  the  college  is  again  closed  till  April. 

r854.— Visit  of  Rt.  Rev.  Van  da  Velde,  Bishop  of  Natchez,  Miss. 

1855. — Dr.  O.  Brownson  visits  the  college  on  May  13.  The  Knownoth- 
ings  attack  and  ill-treat  Fr.  Nachon,  S.  J.,  who  was  going  to  his  mission  on  Dog 
River.  On  the  feast  of  Corpus  Christi,  Br.  Ducret  lost  his  arm  by  the  explosion 
of  a  cannon  he  was  firing  off. 

1856. — A  bridge  is  built  across  the  ravine. 

1857. — Severe  storm  on  May  I.  The  bridge  across  the  ravine  is  carried 
away.     Arrival  of  Father  A.  Cornette,  from  New  Grenada,  South  America. 

1858. — On  February  1,  death  of  Father  Ladaviere.  In  March  an  epidemic 
of  pneumonia  breaks  out  at  the  college. 

1859. — On  May  14,  died  in  Mobile,  Rt.  Rev.  Michael  Portier,  first  bishop 
of  Mobile  and  founder  of  Spring  Hill  college.  On  December  4,  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quinlan 
is  consecrated  second  bishop  of  Mobile  by  Archbishop  A.  Blanc  in  the  cathedral 
of  New  Orleans.     He  is  enthroned  in  his  Cathedral  on  December  8.     The   next 
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day  the  new  Bishop  pays  a  visit  to  the  college,  together  with  Most  Rev.  A.  Blanc, 
Archbishop  of  New  Orleans,  Most  Rev.  J.  B.  Purcell,  Archbishop  of  Cincinnati, 
Rt.  Rev.  W.  Elder,  Bishop  of  Natchez,  Rt.  Rev.  P.  N.  Lynch,  of  Charleston,  Rt. 
Rev.  J.  F.  Wood,  of  Philadelphia.  The  east  wing  of  the  college  is  built.  In  No- 
vember Rev.  Antony  Jourdant,  S.  J.,  is  named  president. 

i860. — The  commercial  courses  are  separated  from  the  classical.  Two  mili- 
tary companies  are  formed  under  the  command  of  Messrs.  Sands  and  Parker. 

1861. — Alabama  secedes  from  the  Union  January  9.  Confederate  govern- 
ment organized  and  Jefferson  Davis  elected  President  on  February  8.  April  18 
news  is  received  of  the  secession  of  Virginia;  great  excitement  among  the  boys. 
Many  of  the  Fathers  of  the  college  become  army  chaplains.  Father  Cache  ac- 
companies the  troops  to  Pensacola  and  afterwards  to  Virginia.  Father  Prachensky 
is  with  the  troops  at  Norfolk  and  Charleston  ;  Fathers  Hubert  and  DeChaignon 
accompany  the  Louisiana  regiments;  Fathers  Lespes  and  McKiniry  visit  the 
camps  at  Dog  River  and  Homesville;  Fathers  Cornette  and  Gautrelet  attend  the 
soldiers  at  Fort  Morgan  and  Fort  Gaines.  On  account  of  the  war  the  number  of 
students  decreases  considerably.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  boys  from  Louisiana 
are  obliged  to  return  home  by  way  of  Jackson,  Miss.,  and  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  as 
the  entrance  to  Mobile  Bay  was  blockaded  by  the  Federals.  Times  are  very  dif- 
ficult; bad  spirit  among  the  boys,  many  being  expelled;  one  hit  on  the  head  in  play 
with  a  stick  dies  soon  after.  On  April  3,  the  first  number  of  the  College  Album 
is  published.     A  railroad  is  built  from  Mobile  to  Spring  Hill. 

1862. — Fr.  F.  Gautrelet,  S.  J.,  becomes  again  president.  The  number  of 
students  is  very  small.  New  Orleans  is  taken  by  the  Federals  on  April  23, 
which  cuts  off  all  communication  between  the  college,  New  Orleans,  and 
Europe.  Mass  wine  is  wanting;  as  it  is  impossible  to  procure  any,  wine  is 
made  from  the  scuppernong  grape.  Salt,  too,  becoming  very  scarce,  some  of 
the  brothers  go  to  Mobile  Bay,  near  Mon  Louis,  and  evaporate  salt  from  the  sea 
water.  All  the  members  of  the  faculty  and  college  are  enlisted  in  the  89th  Regi- 
ment of  Alabama  but  are  furloughed  on  the  plea  of  teaching.  On  February  23  a 
rumor  reaches  the  college  that  Mobile  is  to  be  attacked.  Several  boys  are  with- 
drawn on  this  account  from  the  college;  great  unrest  and  excitement  prevails 
among  those  who  remain.     In  May,  the  fortifications  of  Mobile  are  begun. 
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1863. — January  20,  a  recruiting  ofificer  comes  to  the  college  to  draft  all  the 
Brothers  into  the  army.  At  the  request  of  the  president  he  consents  to  a  delay, 
declaring,  however,  that  the  exemption  granted  by  General  Forney  is  not  sufifi- 
cient,  and  that  he  has  received  orders  from  Richmond  to  enlist  all  those  who  are 
not  exempted  by  law.  The  president  goes  to  Mobile  and  has  an  interview  with 
General  Forney,  who  receives  him  very  kindly.  He  sees  also  General  Slaugh- 
ter, who  commands  the  city  of  Mobile,  but  they  afifirm  that  they  cannot  take 
upon  themselves  the  responsibility  of  exempting  the  Brothers.  They,  however, 
allow  a  reprieve  of  five  days  in  order  that  the  president  may  communicate  with 
Richmond.  In  consequence  a  dispatch  is  sent  to  Assistant  Secretary  of  War 
J.  Campbell,  explaining  the  state  of  affairs.  An  answer  is  received  on 
January  26,  exempting  the  Brothers  from  military  service  for  forty  days;  in  the 
meanwhile  the  names  of  the  Brothers  are  to  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  war,  with 
full  information,  in  order  that  a  more  extended  leave  may  be  granted.  February 
I,  great  rejoicing  among  the  boys  on  receiving  the  news  of  the  raising  of  the 
blockade  of  Charleston.  March  21,  heavy  downpour  of  rain  which  washes  away 
the  bridge.  Two  thousand  refugees  come  from  New  Orleans  to  Mobile;  more 
than  thirty  ask  hospitality  of  the  college  and  are  most  kindly  received. 

1864. — The  students  are  very  numerous.  Many  are  sent  by  their  parents 
to  prevent  them  from  being  drafted  into  the  army.  August  5,  the  Federal  fleet  under 
command  of  Admiral  Farragut  entersMobile  bay;  Fort  Powell  is  evacuated;  Aug.  8, 
Fort  Gaines  surrenders  and  Fort  Morgan  on  August  23.  Four  men-of-war  are 
stationed  in  the  bay  opposite  Dog  River  and  Howard's.  In  September  Father 
Usannaz  starts  for  Anderson,  Ga.,  where  30,000  federals  are  kept  prisoners. 
For  several  months  he  acts  as  chaplain  and  suffers  many  privations  and  hardships. 

1865. — The  fall  of  Mobile  is  expected  in  a  few  days,  hence  many  boys 
are  sent  to  the  college  as  a  place  of  refuge,  and  many  families  deposit  their  valua- 
bles with  the  college  for  safe  keeping.  Eight  men-of-war  appear  in  the  bay  and 
a  landing  is  effected  near  Howard's.  March  27,  a  simultaneous  attack  by  land 
and  sea  is  made  against  Spanish  Fort  and  Fort  Blakely. 

On  March  31,  a  student  of  the  college  writes  a  letter  to  General  Maury, 
stating  that  there  are  forty  boys  in  the  college  ready  to  go  to   the  defence   of  the 
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city,  but  that  they  are  prevented  by  the  president.  This  letter  is  published  in 
the  Mobile  Advertiser.  On  investigation  it  is  found  that  none  of  the  forty 
boys  mentioned  had  given  him  permission  to  write  in  their  name.  The  writer  of 
the  letter  is  expelled,  but  the  following  day,  at  the  intercession  of  General 
Maury,  is  again  admitted.  April  7,  Rev.  Turgis,  of  New  Orleans,  chaplain  of 
the  troops  at  Spanish  Fort,  asks  for  Father  Cornette.  The  bombardment  of  the 
fort  continues  nightand  day.  Father  Cornette  boards  a  steamboat  at  night,  and 
under  the  fire  of  the  besiegers,  lands  at  the  fort  about  midnight. 

Aprils,  General  Gibson  determines  to  evacuate  the  fort.  The  evacua- 
tion is  effected  between  eight  o'clock  and  midnight.  Father  Cornette  escapes 
with  Father  Turgis  in  a  boat  at  12:15  ^-  "n-;  ^t  12:20  a.  m.  the  fort  is  taken  and 
at  I  o'clock  it  is  in  flames,  lighting  up  the  retreat  of  the  fugitives.  Fort  Blakely 
falls  the  nextdaj',  and  soon  after  Hugue  and  Tracy.  April  11,  Mobile  is  evacu- 
ated, and  on  April  12  at  12:30  p.  m.,  the  Federals  take  possession  of  the  city.  The 
troops  occupy  the  fortifications  and  the  next  day  the  college  is  included  in  the 
federal  lines.  A  thousand  soldiers  occupy  the  hill  and  protect  the  college.  Gen- 
eral Slack  pays  a  visit  to  the  college,  and  shows  himself  very  kind  toward  all. 
April  17,  General  Lee  surrenders  and  the  war  is  ended.  Many  boys  who  had 
been  enable  for  a  long  time  to  see  their  parents  leave  for  home.  In  the  month  of 
November  Rev.  A.   Curioz,  S.  J.,  s  appointed  President  of  Spring  Hill  College. 

1866. — The  brick  building  which  serves  at  present  as  parlor  and  infirmary 
is  erected. 

1867.— Visit  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  McGill,  Bishop  of  Richmond.  Severe  epi- 
demic of  yellow  fever  at  Mobile  and  New  Orleans. 

1868.  The  students  are  less  numerous  on  account  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  South,  and  the  state  of  political  unrest.  December  29,  Rev.  J.  Mon- 
tillot,  S.  J.,  is  appointed  president. 

1869. — On  the  night  of  February  4,  about  11:15,  a  fire  is  discovered  in  the 
centre  part  of  the  college  building.  The  alarm  is  given  and  all  the  students  and 
inmates  are  roused  from  their  sleep  and  escape  safely.  The  flames  spread  rapidly 
and  after  a   few  hours  the  large  college  building,   the  two  frame  houses   on  the 
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south  side,  and  the  church  are  a  heap  of  smouldering  ruins.  The  library,  the 
museum  with  its  precious  collections,  become  a  prey  to  the  flames.  The  next 
morning,  February  5,  the  students,  about  ninety  in  number,  together  with  their 
teachers,  leave  for  St.  Charles  College,  Grand  Coteau,  La.,  where  classes  are  re- 
sumed after  a  few  days.  The  President,  Rev.  J.  Montillot,  S.  J.,  Rev.  A.  Cor- 
nette,  S.  J  ,  Rev.  R.  Ollivier,  S.J.,  and  a  few  Brothers  remain  at  Spring  Hill,  and 
occupy  the  brick  building  used  at  present  as  an  infirmary.  After  some  delibera- 
tion it  is  decided  to  rebuild  the  college.  A  few  days  after  the  fire  the  ruins  are 
cleaned  away.  The  plans  for  the  new  college  is  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Jas.  Freret, 
of  New  Orleans,  and  Ch.  Fricke  takes  the  contract.  On  April  25,  the  octave  of 
the  Patronage  of  St.  Joseph,  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  college  is  solemnly 
blessed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  John  Quinlan,  Bishop  of  Mobile,  assisted  by  Rev.  A.  D. 
Pellicer,  Rev.  J.  Brown,  Rev.  C.  T.  O'Callaghan,  Rev.  D.  O'Meara,  Rev.  E. 
Lorigan,  Rev.  J.  Moynihan,  Rev.  A.  Jourdant,  S.  J.,  Rev.  J.  Montillot,  S.  J., 
Rev.  F.  Gautrelet,  S.  J.,  Rev.  A.  Cornette,  S.  J.,  and  a  vast  concourse  of  people 
from  Mobile  and  other  neighboring  towns,  in  the  corner-stone  the  following  in- 
scription on  parchment  is  inclosed:

October  i,the  college  is  roofed.  December  8,  the  new  college  opens  with 
53  students.  A  solemn  High  Mass  is  celebrated  with  "Te  Deum"  and  "Veni 
Creator," 

1870. — The  year  begins  under  very  favorable  auspices  for  the  college.  The 
graduating  class  gives  a  public  disputation  before  a  large  audience.  Rt.  Rev.  S. 
H.  Rosecrans,  Bishop  of  Columbus,  O.,  visits  the  college.  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quinlan, 
Bishop  of  Mobile,  returns  from  the  Vatican  council  and  is  given  a  reception  at  the 
college. 

1871. — Few  boys  at  the  opening  on  account  of  the  yellow  fever.  No 
cases  of  sickness,  however,  at  thecoliege.  At  the  annual  commencement  Admir- 
al Semmes,  C.  N.,  makes  an  address.  F.  A.  Cornette,  who  made  atrip  through 
the  north  for  scientific  purposes,  returns  bringing  a  fine   collection  of   minerals. 

1872. — A  brass  band  is  organized  for  the  first  time  since  the  war.  Fr.  A. 
Cornette,  S.  J.,  for  many  years  professor  of  science  at  the  college,  dies  March  21. 
On  July  28,  Rt.  Rev.  Jos.  Dupeyron,  S.  J.,  Vicar  Apostolic  of  Jamaica,  dies  at 
the  college,  whither  he  had  come  some  months  previous,  hoping  to  restore  his 
health  broken  down  by  the  hardships  of  the  missions. 

At  the  annual  commencement  Col.  D.  S.  Troy,  of  Montgomery,  delivers 
an  address  on  education.  Fr.  J.  Lespes  dies  November  14.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  Fathers  of  the  Society  that  came  to  Spring  Hill  in  1847,  and  was  for  many 
years  connected  with  the  college  as  vice-president  and  teacher. 

1872. — Rev.  Monnot,  S.  J.,  Superior  of  the  Missions  of  Syria,  pays  a 
visit  to  the  college  on  his  way  to  Havana.  Rev.  F.  X.  Weninger  the  celebrated 
missionary  also  visits  the  college.  At  the  annual  commencement  the  address  is 
delivered  by  Hon.  Edward  Bermudez,  of  New  Orleans. 

1874. — Rt-  Rev.  Miege,  S.  J.,  Vicar  Apostolic  of  Nebraska,  visits  the  col- 
lege.    December  8,  Rev.  A.  D.  Pellicer   and  Rev.  D.    Manucy,  former   students 
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and  teachers  of  Spring  Hill  College,  are  consecrated  bishops  in  the  Cathedral  of 
Mobile,  by  the  Most  Rev.  N.  J.  Perche,  Archbishop  of  New  Orleans.  December 
lo,  a  reception  and  banquet  are  tendered  by  the  college  to  the  newly  consecrated 
prelates,  and  also  the  visiting  bishops  and  clergy. 

1875 — April  16,  Rev.  J.  F.  O'Connor,  S.  J.,  the  first  student  of  Spring 
Hill  to  enter  the  Society  of  Jesus,  is  ordained  priest  in  the  college  chapel,  and 
celebrates  his  first  mass  the  next  day.  September  2,  Rev.  D.  Beaudequin,  S.  J., 
is  appointed  president  of  the  college. 

1876. — A  large  piece  of  property  is  purchased  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Mo- 
bile Bay,  close  to  Battle's  Wharf.  A  frame  building  is  erected.  It  is  known  as 
"Loyola  House,"  and  serves  as  a  summer  villa,  where  the  teachers  and  the  boys 
who  are  obliged  to  remain  at  the  college  will  spend  their  vacations. 

1877. — January  25,  Rt.  Rev.  E.  Fitzgerald,  bishop  of  Little  Rock,  and  Rt. 
Rev.  D.  Pellicer,  bishop  of  San  Antonio,  visit  the  college.  In  March  the  remains 
of  the  Fathers  and  Brothers  who  had  been  buried  in  the  old  parish  graveyard, 
were  transferred  to  the  new  cemetery  near  the  college.  They  were:  Rev.  P. 
Ladaviere,  S.  J.,  Rev.  J.  M.  Montagnan,  S.  J.,  Rev.  A.  Blanc,  S.  J.,  Rev.  P.  De 
Maestri,  S.  J.,  Mr.  J.  L'Hermite,  S.  J.,  Mr.  J.  Bulliard,  S.  J.,  Bro.  Chas.  Staub, 
S.  J.,  Bro.  E.  Brenans,  S.  J. 

1878. — On  the  Feast  of  St.  Joseph,  pontifical  high  mass  is  sung  by  Rt.  Rev. 
D.  Manucy,  Vicar  Apostolic  of  Brownsville,  in  the  presence  of  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quin- 
lan,  bishop  of  Mobile,  numerous  priests  and  a  large  congregation  of  people.  A 
severe  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  rages  throughout  the  Southern  States.  No  case  of 
sickness,  however,  at  the  college.  On  "account  of  the  epidemic  and  quarantine, 
only  eleven  boys  are  present  at  the  opening  of  college  in  October. 

1879. — On  the  Feast  of  St.  Joseph,  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quinlan  celebrates  ponti- 
fical mass. 

1880. — April  29,  Rev.  J.  Downey  is  appointed  president. 

1881. — A  new  frame  building  is  erected  along  one  side  of  the  Seniors'  play- 
ground.    This  building  will  contain  a  reading  room  and  library,  and  billiard  room. 

1882. — On  March  2,  a  reception  is  tendered  to  Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quinlan,  bishop 
of  Mobile,  on  his  return  from  Rome. 

1883. — Rt.  Rev.  J.  Quinlan,  second  bishop  of  Mobile,  dies  at  New  Orleans, 
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March  9.  He  may  be  considered  the  second  founder  of  Spring  Hill  College,  for 
it  is  owing,  in  great  part,  to  his  kind  encouragement  and  substantial  aid  that  the 
college  was  rebuilt  after  the  disastrous  fire.  The  college  possessed  no  truer 
friend.  Rev.  D.  McKiniry,  S.  J.,  is  appointed  president,  August  18.  The  bridge 
across  the  ravine  is  taken  down.  A  new  frame  building,  two  stories  high,  is 
erected  on  the  east  side  of  the  junior  playground.  In  will  contain  on  the  ground 
floor,  reading  room  and  library,  music  room  and  covered  playground.  The  first 
story  will  be  used  as  an  exhibition  hall  and  the  second  story  will  serve  as  the 
college  chapel. 

1884. — April  I,  reception  of  Rt.  Rev.  D.  Manucy,  recently  appointed 
bishop  of  Mobile.  The  Bishop  is  an  alumnus  of  the  college  and  taught  here  in 
1848. 

1885. — No  day  scholars  are  any  longer  received  at  the  college,  only  full 
boarders.  The  foundation  of  a  brick  building  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  col- 
lege is  laid.  This  building  will  be  two  stories  high.  On  the  lower  story  there 
will  be  a  large  dining  hall  for  the  students  and  one  for  the  faculty.  The  upper 
story  will  contain  private  rooms.  On  November  2,  a  reception  is  tendered  to  the 
Rt.  Rev.  J.  O'Sullivan,  lately  appointed  bishop  of  Mobile.  December  4,  Rt.  Rev. 
D.  Manucy,  dies  at  Mobile.  A  short  time  before  he  had  resigned  his  see.  On 
December  8,  the  college  receives  the  visit  of  Most  Rev.  J,  Gibbons, Archbishop  of 
Baltimore,  Rt.  Rev.  F.  A.  Gallagher,  Bishop  of  Galveston,  Dr.  L.  P.  Chapelle, 
pastor  of  St.  Matthew's  church,  Washington,  D.  C. 

1886. — September  g,  the  golden  jubilee  of  the  entrance  into  the  Society  of 
Jesus  of  Rev.  F.  Gautrelet,  S.  J.,  is  celebrated  with  great  splendor.  Father 
Gautrelet  came  to  Spring  Hill  in  1847,  was  appointed  the  first  Jesuit  president 
and  filled  that  office  for  fifteen  years. 

1887. — October  23,  Rev.  J.  Roduit,  S.  J.,  celebrates  his  golden  jubilee. 

1888.  Rev.  D.  Yenni,  S.  J.,  dies  July  8.  He  came  to  Spring  Hill  in  1847 
and  taught  grammar  at  the  college  for  forty-one  years.  The  old  frame  building 
erected  by  Bishop  Portier  in  1829  is  pulled  down. 

1889. — A  water,  tower  eighty  feet  high  is  erected  at  the  west  end  of  the 
college.  On  the  top  of  the  tower  is  placed  an  iron  tank  of  a  capacity  of  10,- 
000  gallons.     A  turbine   wheel  pumps   the  water   directly  from   the  large   spring

into  the  tank.  From  this  tank  water  is  conducted  throughout  the  whole  college. 
The  college  opens  in  the  beginning  of  September  and  will  close  henceforth  at  the 
end  of  June,  instead  of  the  end  of  July,  as  heretofore. 

1890. — The  building  which  served  as  a  laundry  takes  fire  and  in  less  than 
halt  an  hour  is  totally  destroyed.  The  stables  were  also  in  danger,  but  were 
saved  through  the  exertions  of  the  boys. 

1891. — The  publication  of  the  college  paper,  "The  College  Album,"  which 
had  been  interrupted  for  many  years,  is  resumed. 

1892. — A  beautiful  statue  of  the  Sacred  Heart  is  placed  in  the  college 
chapel. 

1893. — The  study  rooms  are  renovated,  new  desks  are  installed,  handsome 
pictures  decorate  the  walls,  carpets  are  laid,  etc. 

1894. — Three  beautiful  new  altars  are  placed  in  the  college  chapel. 

1895. — A  reception  is  tendered  to  Captain  Davis,  Commander  of  the 
Cruiser  Montgomery.  He  was  accompanied  by  the  Hon.  L.  Lavretta,  mayor  of 
Mobile,  and  a  committee  of  prominent  citizens. 

1896. — Rev.  M.  Moynihan,  S.  J.,  is  appointed  president  August  20.  A 
bicycle  track  is  built.  The  water  tower  is  taken  down  and  water  tanks  are  placed 
under  the  roof  of  the  college.  August  10,  death  of  Rt.  Rev.  J.  O'Sullivan,  bishop 
of  Mobile.  The  deceased  prelate  has  always  shown  himself  a  sincere  friend  of 
the  college.  He  founded  the  Bishops'  Memorial  Medal  for  the  best  examination 
in  Christian  Doctrine  and  Ecclesiastical  History. 

1897. — May  23,  reception  given  to  the  Catholic  Knights  of  America.  Ad- 
dress to  the  students  by  Most  Rev.  Gros,  Archbishop  of  Oregon.  May  31,  recep- 
tion tendered  to  Rt.  Rev.  E.  P.  Allen,  the  newly  appointed  bishop  of  Mobile.  Yel- 
low fever  having  broken  out  in  New  Orleans  and  Mobile,  quarantine  is  estab- 
lished. No  case  of  sickness  at  the  college.  The  students  from  New  Orleans  and 
Louisiana  return  only  on  December  2,  on  account  of  the  quarantine. 

1898. — A  brick  building  250  feet  long  and  40  wide,  is  erected.  It  contains 
a  well  equipped  gymnasium,  library  and  reading  room,  music  room,  covered 
playground,  etc.     The  senior  campus  is  leveled  and  much  enlarged. 

1899. — February  12,  a  very  severe  spell  of  cold  weather — 2°  below  zero. 
Snow  covers  the  ground.     Coldest   spell  for    many  years.     The  class  rooms   are 
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entirely  remodeled  and  refurnished.  Handsome  new  desks  and  slate  blackboards 
are  provided  and  beautiful  pictures  add  to  the  general  attractiveness.  August  23, 
Rev.  J.  W    Tyrrell,  S.  J.,  is  appointed  president  of  the  college. 

1900. — Culvert  is  built  to  span  the  ravine,  and  in  the  exact  place  where 
the  old  bridge  stood.  The  road  leading  to  the  electric  cars  is  paved  with  vitrified 
brick,  thus  giving  a  fine  entrance  to  the  college.  A  new  brick  building  to  be 
known  as  "Yenni  Hall,"  is  erected  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  college.  A 
beautiful  mortuary  chapel  is  built  in  the  college  cemetery.  The  dining-room  of  the 
students  is  renovated,  frescoed  and  adorned  with  many  beautiful  paintings. 

1901. — September  29,  a  statue  of  St.  Joseph,  of  Carara  marble,  is  un- 
veiled. It  is  erected  on  the  south  side  of  the  college,  near  the  Sodality  chapel. 
The  generous  donor  is  Major  P.  C.  Hannan. 

1902. — Many  new  roads  are  laid  out,  the  grounds  around  the  college  are 
beautified,  many  shade  trees  are  planted,  ornamental  shrubs  and  flowers  of  all 
kinds  line  the  avenues.  On  May  3,  a  beautiful  marble  statue  of  the  Sacred 
Heart  is  unveiled.     It  stands  on  a  mound  facing  the  entrance  to  the  college. 

1903. — A  beautiful  grotto  of  Lourdes  is  erected  on  the  college  grounds;  a 
white  marble  statue  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  over  six  feet  in  height,  occupies  the 
niche.  A  large  piece  of  property,  the  old  Stuart  estate,  adjoining  the  college,  is 
purchased. 

The  Luling  estate,  too,  was  bought  up.  This  latter  property,  now  known 
under  the  name  of  Kostka  Hall,  is  used  as  a  junior  department  for  the  younger 
students. 

1904. — A  natatorium  is  erected.  The  swimming  pool  measures  25  x  55 
feet,  and  is  lined  with  porcelain  brick.  Around  the  walls  are  forty  dressing 
rooms. 

1905. — A  new  kitchen,  measuring  105  x  62  is  erected.  The  size  of  the 
building  makes  it  cool  and  airy.  A  large  range  weighing  nearly  12,000  pounds  is 
placed  in  position.  The  kitchen  is  paved  with  beautiful  colored  tiles  and  pro- 
vided with  all  modern  improvements,  which  make  it  a  first  class,  up-to-date 
kitchen.  The  college  is  lighted  with  electricity.  More  than  six  hundred  lights 
have  been  installed.

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Short  Sketches  of  the   Presidents  of 
Spring  Hill  College. 

REV.  J.  M.  LORAS.  Of  all  the  names  connected  with  the  college  of  Spring 
Hill  no  one,  if  we  except  that  of  the  great  Bishop  Portier,  will  fill  as 
conspicuous  a  place  in  its  history  or  be  surrounded  with  as  great  a  lus- 
ter as  that  of  Rev.  Father  Loras,  it^  first  president.  From  his  nephew, 
Father  de  Cailly,  who  wrote  a  notice  on  his  uncle's  life,  we  gather 
the  following  few  facts  :  "He  was  the  son  of  Jean  Matthias  Loras  and 
Etiennnette  Michelet,  and  was  born  to  the  world  and  to  God  on  the 
same  day,  August,  30,  1792,  receiving  at  baptism  the  name  of  his  father,  Mat- 
thias. The  city  of  Lyons,  his  birthplace,  was  then  in  the  throes  of  a  revolution 
and  he  was  only  a  year  and  a  half  old  when  his  father  was  led  to  the  guillotine  for 
the  reason  that  he  was  an  honest  God-fearing  man.  A  few  days  afterward  the 
two  brothers  of  this  excellent  Christian  died  a  like  death  for  the  same  cause,  and 
his  two  sisters  died  in  the  same  manner  for  concealing  persecuted  priests.  In  all, 
during  that  year,  seventeen  members  of  the  Loras  family  died  for  their  religion  so 
that  the  blood  of  martyrs  flowed  in  the  veins  of  young  Matthias. 

He  and  his  ten  brothers  and  sisters  went  with  their  mother  to  entreat  the 
tyrant  of  the  hour,  Couthon,  to  grant  them  the  life  of  their  father.  But  this 
monster,  for  an  answer,  spurned  them  from  him  as  he  would  a  dog.  In  her  dis- 
tress the  broken-hearted  mother  seeking  consolation  of  a  holy  ecclesiastic  brought 
her  little  Matthias  along  with  her.  The  priest,  placing  his  hand  on  the  head  of 
the  child  blessed  him  and  thus  at  the  same  time  prophesied  to  the  mother : 
"Madam,  this  child  will  one  day  be  your  comfort;  he  will  wear  the  miter."  This 
excellent  Christian  mother  whose  one  desire  was  to  foster  the  love  of  God  in  the 
hearts  of  her  children  taught  their  feet  to  know  only  the  ways  of  virtue.  With 
special  care  did  she  watch  over  Matthias  for  his  piety  surpassed  that  of  all  the 
others. 

One  of  the  earliest  joys  of  childhood  was  that  he  once  received  from  her 
for  New  Year's  gift  a  complete  chapel,  consisting  of  everything  necessary  for 
saying  mass,  so  that,  as  the  children  say,  he  could  "play  priest."     With  childish 
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pride  and  piety  he  would  put  in  place  the  mimic  candles  and  vestments  and  sum- 
mon his  brothers  and  sisters  to  attend  services,  during  which  they  had  to  listen 
with  due  respect  to  his  little  sermon.     The  child  is  father  to  the  man. 

With  the  years  came  the  dawning  of  a  vocation  to  the  priesthood.  During 
the  reign  of  terror  the  Loras  home  had  been  a  home  and  a  hiding  place  to  many  a 
persecuted  priest  that  tyranny  doomed  to  death.  One  of  these  was  a  true  man 
of  God — the  Abbe  Bally.  Before  departing  to  his  death  scene  the  father  of  Mat- 
thias had  obtained  from  the  holy  priest  a  promise  that  he  would  see  to  the  edu- 
cation of  the  orphans  when  their  father  would  be  no  more.  As  soon  as  peace  was 
restored  to  distracted  France  the  priest  set  about  carrying  out  his  promise.  With 
the  boys  of  Matthias  Loras  the  Abbe  had  another  pupil — one  whose  cause  of  can- 
nonization  is  now  being  examined  in  Rome — Jean  Marie  Vianney,  later  known  as 
the  Cure  of  Ars.  Thus  Matthias  and  the  saintly  priest  contracted  as  boys  a 
friendship  that  ceased  only  at  the  grave.  And  when  on  December  17,  1817, 
death  called  away  to  a  happy  eternity  the  holy  teacher  of  the  other  days  his  two 
pupils,  the  Abbe  Loras  and  the  Cure  of  Ars,  presided  together  at  his  burial.  Mat- 
thias, to  carry  out  his  priestly  vocation  entered  the  seminary  and  went  through  a 
most  brilliant  course  of  studies.  In  1817  he  received  holy  orders  and  owing  to  his 
great  talents  and  piety  was  almost  immediately  after  ordination  appointed  superior 
of  the  small  seminary  of  Meximieux.  In  the  year  1825,  while  at  the  head  of  this 
institution,  there  were  three  students  of. Rhetoric  that  particularly  won  his  esteem. 

They  were  young,  but  they  dreamed  only  of  foreign  missions.  This  was 
also  the  one  desire  of  his  own  life.  One  day  he  opened  his  heart  to  them  and 
said:  "1,  too,  intend  to  go  to  the  foreign  missions.  I  shall  go  to  America. 
When  you  are  ordained  1  shall  expect  you  to  come  to  me  and  labor  with  me." 
There  was  one  of  those  three  that  went — not  to  America  but —  to  Oceanica,  and 
there  in  1841  received  the  crown  of  martyrdom.  This  first  martyr  of  Oceanica 
has  been  proclaimed  "Blessed"  by  Pope  Leo  XIll,  and  is  honored  by  Christen- 
dom as  Blessed  Peter  Chanel.  In  1824  Father  Loras  was  promoted  to  be  supe- 
rior of  the  famous  Seminary  of  L'Argentiere.  The  coming  to  France  in  1829  of 
Bishop  Portier  opened  a  way  to  the  accomplishment  of  his  desire  for  foreign  mis- 
sions. He  accompanied  the  Bishop,  as  we  have  seen,  to  Mobile,  became  a  foun- 
der, and  for  two  years  president  of  the  college.      For  five  years   he   worked   as 
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Parish  Priest  and  Vicar-General  in  Mobile.  In  1835  his  name  was  on  the  list  of 
candidates  for  the  Bishopric  of  New  Orleans.  But  Fr.  A.  Blanc  who  had  once 
before  been  appointed  to  this  office  and  refused,  was  nominated.  In  1837  the 
Council  of  Baltimore,  mindful  of  Father  Loras' great  merits,  appointed  him  first 
Bishop  of  Dubuque,  la.  In  this  diocese,  composed  of  the  territories  of  Iowa, 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  there  was  one  unfinished  church  at  Dubuque,  and  one 
priest  its  pastor  for  300  Catholics.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  21  years  later,  apart 
from  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  that  formed  dioceses  by  themselves,  there  were  in 
the  diocese  of  Iowa  alone  107  priests,  102  churches  and  5,500  Catholics.  Such 
was  the  prodigious  work  of  this  great  Bishop  whose  American  career  began  in  the 
shades  of  Spring  Hill.  He  slept  peacefully  in  the  Lord  on  February  19,  1858. 
His  ashes  rest  under  the  main  altar  of  the  Cathedral  of  Dubuque,  and  on  his 
tomb  is  read  this  inscription:

REV.  JOHN  S.  BAZiN.  John  S.  Bazin  was  born  in  the  archdiocese  of  Lyons, 
in  the  year  1796.  He  received  his  ecclesiastical  education  in  France,  and  came 
to  Mobile,  Alabama,  about  the  year  1830.  For  seventeen  years  he  faithfully  and 
zealously  discharged  the  duties  of  the  holy  ministry  in  that  city.     He   was   presi- 
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dent  of  Spring  Hill  Gollege  from  1832  till  1836  and  from  1839  till  1840.  He  also 
filled  the  important  office  of  Vicar-General  of  Mobile. 

In  1846  he  went  to  France  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Portier,  to  obtain  mem- 
bers of  some  teaching  order  to  take  charge  of  Spring  Hill  College.  He  was  suc- 
cessful in  making  arrangements  with  the  Fathers  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  who 
took  charge  of  the  college  in  1847. 

On  the  resignation  of  Right  Rev.  Celestine  de  la  Hailandiere,  Bishop  of 
Vincennes,  J.  S.  Bazin  was  appointed  to  the  See.  He  was  consecrated  at  Vin- 
cennes  October  24,  1847.  The  first  efforts  of  his  episcopal  career  gave  great 
promise  of  usefulness  to  the  church,  but  scarcely  had  he  entered  upon  that  career 
when  he  was  summoned,  after  a  few  days'  illness,  to  his  eternal  reward.  His 
death  occurred  April  23,  1848. 


REV.  P.  MAUVERNAY.  Rev.  Peter  Mauvernay  was  born  at  Lyons,  France, 
and  served  for  a  time  in  the  armies  of  Napoleon  L  He  became  president  of  the 
college  in  1835.  He  was  a  man  remarkable  both  for  his  learning  and  virtue. 
Under  his  able  administration  the  college  prospered  greatly.  His  death  occurred 
October  20,  1839,  ^"d  he  lies  buried  in  the  little  graveyard  across  the  ravine. 


REV.  D.  F.  BACH.  After  the  death  of  Rev.  P.  Mauvernay,  the  administration 
of  the  college  was  entrusted  by  Bishop  Portier  to  the  Fathers  of  Mercy,  founded 
by  Father  Rauzan— Rev.  D.  F.  Bach  was  Assistant-General  of  the  Congregation, 
and  was  recommended  to  Bishop  Portier  by  the  celebrated  Forbin-Janson,  Bishop 
of  Nancy,  France. 

The  administration,  however,  of  Rev.  D.  F.  Bach  was  not  successful,  and 
after  a  trial  of  two  years,  the  Fathers  of  Mercy  withdrew  from  the  college.  Rev. 
D.  F.  Bach  was  afterwards  appointed  pastor  of  the  Cathedral  parish,  New  Or- 
leans.    He  died  in  that  city  of  yellow  fever  in  September  1843. 


REV.  c.  RAM  PON.        Rev.  C.  Rampon  was  one  of  the  little  band  of  generous 
souls  that  came  from  France  in   1829  with  Bishop  Portier  to  form  the  first  staff 
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and  be  the  founders  of  the  college.  For  many  years  he  was  the  able  assistant  of 
the  Bishop,  who  named  him  his  Vicar-General.  In  1843  he  accompanied  the 
Bishop  to  the  fifth  Provincial  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  the  capacity  of  theologian. 


REV.  J.  P.  BELLIER.  Rev.  J.  P.  Bellier  was  born  in  Brittany,  France.  He 
belonged  to  the  Congregation  of  the  Eudists.  In  1844  he  became  president  of 
Spring  Hill  College,  but  he  filled  that  office  only  one  year.  Afterwards  he  was 
appointed  parish  priest  of  Alexandria,  La.,  and  Chaplain  to  Louisiana  State 
Seminary,  near  the  same  town.  At  that  time  General  W.  T.  Sherman  was  presi- 
dent of  the  institution,  and  he  and  Father  Bellier  were  always  on  terms  of  close 
friendship.     Father  Bellier  died  at  Alexandria,  La.,  April  7,  1869. 


REV.  A.  DESGAULTIERES.  Rev.  A.  Desgaultieres  was  a  relation  of  Bishop 
Portier.  He  became  president  of  Spring  Hill  College  after  the  departure  of  Rev. 
J.  P.  Bellier  and  the  Eudists  in  1846.  But  he  held  the  office  only  for  a  few 
months,  as  Bishop  Portier  was  reluctantly  forced  to  close  the  college  for  want  of 
students  and  teachers. 


REV.  A.  GAUTRELET,  s.  J.  Father  Francis  de  Sales  Gautrelet,  the  first  Jesuit 
President  of  Spring  Hill  College,  was  born  in  the  village  of  Lampigni,  Saone  et 
Loire,  France,  June  24,  1817.  He  had  a  sister,  who  for  many  years  was  Supe- 
rioress of  a  large  community  in  the  diocese  of  Autun.  His  elder  brother,  Francis 
Xavier,  born  in  1807,  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  September  7,  1829,  and  became 
successively  Founder  of  the  Apostleship  of  Prayer,  Provincial  of  Lyons,  Superior 
of  Syria,  and  at  different  times  author  of  various  treatises  on  asceticism,  contro- 
versy, canon  law,  etc. 

Francis  de  Sales  had  made  part  of  his  studies  under  the  Jesuit  Fathers  at 
Chamb^ry,  when  at  an  early  age  he  sought  admission  into  their  society.  Rever- 
end Father  Renault,  then  Provincial  of  France,  was  rather  exacting  and  severe 
towards  candidates  for  reception.     He  first  detained  Francis  teaching  in  a  college 
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and  afterwards  postponed  his  first  vows  in  consequence  of  bronchial  troubles  and 
his  weak  voice,  which  subsisted  all  his  life  long. 

He  entered  the  novitiate  at  Avignon,  September  7,  1836,  and  after  two  years, 
was  sent  to  Vals  for  his  philosophical  and  theological  studies.  He  was  raised  to 
the  priesthood  and  afterwards  became  professor  of -philosophy  at  the  same  place. 

In  1846,  Bishop  Portier  of  Mobile  sent  his  Vicar-General,  the  Very  Rever- 
end J.  Bazin  (afterwards  Bishop  of  Vincennes)  to  France,  with  orders  to  make 
arrangements  with  some  religious  order  for  the  direction  of  his  College-Seminary 
of  Spring  Hill.  The  college  founded  in  1829-30,  had  already  passed  through  four 
different  administrations,  and  lately  the  Bishop  himself  had  been  obliged  to  assume 
the  name  and  office  of  president. 

The  Jesuits  having  accepted  the  trust,  Father  Gautrelet  was  appointed 
president  October  4,  1846,  and  soon  after  set  out  with  a  few  companions.  He 
was  to  conclude  the  arrangements  with  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop  on  the  basis 
agreed  upon  by  the  Provincial  and  Father  Bazin.  They  reached  New  Orleans  by 
the  middle  of  January,  1847. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract  signed  by  both  parties,  the  administration  of 
the  College,  not  its  property,  was  transferred  to  the  Jesuits  on  certain  conditions. 
Nothing,  however,  was  said  of  the  change  until  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year. 
Then  in  July,  1847,  a  notice  was  published  in  the  papers  announcing  over  the 
name  of  Father  Gautrelet,  the  opening  of  the  college  under  Jesuit  control  for  the 
beginning  of  September. 

The  administration  of  Spring  Hill  college  in  these  ante-bellum  times  was 
no  easy  task.  We  have  no  idea  what  Southern  boys  were  in  those  days,  yet  the 
college  sensibly  prospered  under  the  rule  of  Father  Gautrelet,  who  enjoyed  more 
and  more  the  esteem  of  the  parents  and  the  clergy.  Twice  in  succession  he  was 
called  upon  to  preach  the  retreat  to  the  clergy  of  New  Orleans. 

Some  of  the  students  of  those  times  have  since  made  their  mark  in  vari- 
ous walks  of  life,  both  by  their  talents  and  learning,  and  their  reputation  for 
honor  and  virtue. 

In  October,  1859,  Father  Gautrelet  was  succeeded  as  President  of  Spring 
Hill  by  Father  Jourdant,  but  remained  there  as  Treasurer   and    Spiritual  Father. 
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Later  on  he  was  sent  to  New  Orleans,  but  he  was  again  appointed  President 
February  ii,  1862,  and  filled  thai  office  till  November,   1865, 

He  was  appointed  Superior  of  the  Southern  Mission  of  New  Orleans,  in 
January,  1869.  In  the  winter  of  the  same  year,  he  set  out  for  Europe  to  con- 
fer with  the  Very  Reverend  Father  General  of  the  Order  and  with  the  Provin- 
cial of  Lyons  (to  wfiich  the  Mission  was  then  attached),  in  order  to  procure  if 
possible,  subjects  for  the  South, 

He  was  in  France  when  the  war  broke  out  and  the  republic  was  proclaimed. 
Soon  after  he  hastened  back  to  America,  bringing  with  him  a  good  number  of  pro- 
ficient men,  to  be  soon  followed  by  many  others. 

When,  in  1880,  he  was  succeeded  by  Father  Butler  as  Superior  of  the 
Mission,  he  remained  in  New  Orleans,  dividing  his  time  between  the  confessional 
and  the  direction  of  Religious  Communities  until  1884.  That  year  Father  O'Con- 
nor was  appointed  the  first  President  of  Galveston  college,  and  he  requested  as  a 
favor  to  take  Father  Gautrelet  with  him  to  act  as  his  adviser  and  also  as  spiritual 
director  of  the  convents  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  Jesuit  Fathers.  He  re- 
mained, however,  only  two  years  there  and  returned  to  New  Orleans.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1886,  he  celebrated  his  Golden  Jubilee  as  a  member  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus. 

He  died  at  New  Orleans,  December  20,  1894.  His  funeral  was  honored 
by  the  attendance  of  a  numerous  clergy  and  by  a  great  concourse  of  people. 


REV.  A.  JOURDANT,  S.  J.  Rev.  A.  Jourdant,  S.  J.,  was  born  at  Lyons,  France, 
November  8,  1809.  He  entered  the  French  army  and  distinguished  himself  at 
the  siege  of  Antwerp  in  1831.  Leaving  the  army,  he  entered  the  Society  of 
Jesus,  April  20,  1844.  In  1847  he  came  to  America  and  was  stationed  for  some 
years  at  New  Orleans.  He  was  appointed  president  of  Spring  Hill  college, 
October  29,  1829.  His  administration  witnessed  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War; 
the  times  were  hard  and  difficult  and  many  trials  beset  the  path  of  the  president. 
On  February  11,  1862,  Father  Jourdant  was  named  Superior  of  the  New  Orleans 
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Mission  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.     After  laboring  zealously   in    New   Orleans  for 
many  years,  he  died  in  that  city  in  the  year  1886. 


REV.  A.  CURIOZ,  S.  J.  Rev.  A.  Curioz  was  born  in  Savoy,  April  27,  1816.  He 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  1833. 

In  1848  he  sailed  from  Marseilles  for  New  Orleans,  where  he  landed  Decem- 
ber 24.  After  laboring  for  a  few  years  in  that  city,  where  he  acquired  a  great 
reputation  as  a  pulpit  orator,  he  was  appointed  president  of  Spring  Hill  College 
in  November,  1861;,  and  remained  in  office  till  December  29,  1868.  During  his 
administration  many  difficulties  were  experienced.  On  account  of  the  war  the 
number  of  students  was  very  small;  it  was  found  hard  to  procure  the  necessary 
provisions  for  the  college;  money  was  scarce,  and  everything  was  selling  at 
exhorbitant  prices. 

In  1865  Father  Curioz  was  appointed  Superior  of  the  Mission  of  New  Orleans. 
After  a  few  years  he  returned  again  to  Spring  Hill,  where  he  taught  Mental 
Philosophy  for  many  years.  The  last  years  of  his  life  were  spent  at  New 
Orleans;  he  died  December  20,  1903,  at  Grand  Coteau,  La.,  whither  he  had  been 
sent  a  few  months  before  his  death. 


REV.  J.  MONTILLOT,  S.J.  Rev.  John  Montillot  was  born  in  the  Department 
of  Doubs,  France,  March  12,  1825  and  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  on  Septem- 
ber 5,  1844.  He  came  to  America  in  1847  and  was  teacher  at  Spring  Hill  in  185 1. 
After  spending  many  years  in  teaching  in  the  colleges  of  Spring  Hill,  Grand 
Coteau  and  New  Orleans,  he  went  to  Europe  and  spent  one  year  in  Rome.  Re- 
turning to  America  he  was  nominated  president  of  Spring  Hill  College,  Decem- 
ber 29,  1868.  Scarcely  was  he  a  month  in  office  when  a  fire  broke  out  in  the 
college  and  totally  destroyed  it.  This  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  new  president. 
But  nothing  daunted  by  this  misfortune,  he  set  to  work  with  his  accustomed 
energy  to  raise  the  college  from  its  ruins.  In  less  than  eight  months  a  new  and 
grander  edifice  had  taken  the  place  of  the  old.     But  it  was  burdened  with  a   debt 
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of  more  than  ;^  100,000.  Father  Montillot,  however,  by  careful  manage- 
ment, contrived  to  lessen  that  debt  year  by  year,  and  when  he  retired  from  the 
presidency  of  the  college,  September  2,  1875,  the  greater  part  of  the  debt  had 
been  paid  off.  Afterwards  Father  Montillot  was  sent  to  Grand  Coteau,  La.,  and 
in  1880  was  appointed  president  of  St.  Charles  College,  which  he  governed  for 
many  years  with  great  success.  He  still  resides  there,  being  now  eighty  years  of 
age. 


REV.  D.  BEAUDEQUIN,  S.  J.  Father  Dominic  Beaudequin  was  born  in  Anost, 

near  Autun,  France,  on  April  13,  1827.  He  entered  the  Jesuit  novitiate  at  Avig- 
non on  October  4th,  1851.  During  the  time  of  his  novitiate  an  epidemic  of  ty- 
phoid fever  broke  out.  He  fell  a  victim  to  the  dread  disease,  but  recovered.  He 
then  nursed  with  great  charity  and  self-forgetfulness  his  religious  brethren  who 
had  fallen  victims  to  the  same  disease. 

He  came  to  America  in  1854  and  was  stationed  at  Spring  Hill  as  prefect. 

In  1859  he  taught  a  Grammar  class  in  the  Jesuit  College,  New  Orleans. 
Here,  in  1863  he  was  ordained  priest,  together  with  Father  T.  W.  Butler  and  A. 
Blanc,  by  Archbishop  Odin  of  New  Orleans.  After  this  he  was  sent  to  Lyons, 
France,  to  study  theology.  Here  again  Father  Beaudequin  gave  proofs  of  his 
charity  and  self-sacrifice  in  attending  on  the  small-pox  patients. 

In  September,  1868,  he  went  to  Rome,  where  he  remained  one  year.  There, 
in  the  famous  church  of  the  Gesu,  he  had  the  happiness  to  pronounce  his  last 
vows  on  August  15th,  before  Very  Reverend  Peter  Beckx,  Superior-General  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus. 

He  returned  to  America  in  1869,  and  tarried  for  a  while  in  New  York,  su- 
pervising the  editing  of  Fr.  Yenni's  Latin  Grammar. 

Spring  Hill  College,  which  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  in  February,  1869,  had 
risen  from  its  ashes,  and  was  again  ready  for  occupation.  The  opening  took 
place  on  December  8th  of  the  same  year.  Father  Beaudequin  was  appointed  the 
first  vice-president  of  the  new  college  and  he  continued  to  hold  this  office  till  the 
i8th  of  August,  1875.  Or'  that  day  he  was  appointed  president,  succeeding  Rev. 
J.  Montillot,  S.  J.  He  remained  president  till  April,  1880,  when  he  was  sent  to 
St.  Charles  College,  Grand  Coteau,  La.,  where  he  filled   the  office  of   vice-presi- 
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dent  till  1889.  During  1889  and  1890  he  was  stationed  at  Galveston,  Texas.  On 
December  loth,  1890,  he  was  called  to  Mobile  and  appointed  pastor  of  St.  Joseph's 
Church.  In  1903,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Church  of  the  Immaculate  Concep- 
tion, New  Orleans,  where  he  still  labors  zealously  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
good  of  souls. 


REV.  J.  A.  DOWNEY,  s.  J.  Father  J.  A.  Downey  was  born  in  London,  England, 
on  February  28,  1834,  of  Irish  parents,  who  were  truly  pious  and  replete  with  the 
living,  traditional  faith  of  their  country.  From  a  mere  child  he  lived  beneath  the 
shadow  of  God's  altar.  One  of  his  earliest  and  most  cherished  memories  is  that 
he  used  to  serve  the  mass  of  the  celebrated  Cardinal  Wiseman.  He  came  to  New 
Orleans  with  his  parents  at  the  age  of  ten  and  was  one  of  the  first  pupils  to  enter 
the  college  in  1847.  This  date  often  reminds  him  that  the  shadows  of  his  life  are 
lengthening  apace,  for  nearly  all  his  school-mates  have  already  crossed  to  the 
other  side  of  the  silent  river,  and  he  remains  almost  the  last  surviving  alumnus. 
Soon  he  heard  and  heeded  the  voice  of  God  calling  him  to  higher  things;  he  en- 
tered the  Society  of  Jesus  on  January  30,  1854,  and  was  the  first  student,  the 
first  fruit  of  the  college,  to  be  consecrated  to  God. 

Having  finished  his  novitiate  Father  Downey  taught  most  successfully  in  the 
colleges  of  Baton  Rouge,  Grand  Coteau,  Spring  Hill,  and  last  and  chiefly.  New 
Orleans.  On  October  i,  1867,  he  was  ordained  priest,  and  was  the  first  to  re- 
ceive Holy  Orders  in  the  Jesuit  Church  of  that  city.  He  was  ordained  before 
making  his  final  studies  in  order  that  he  might  the  sooner  preach,  as  he  had  al- 
ready given  brilliant  promise  of  his  proficiency  in  pulpit  oratory.  He  was  then 
sent  to  Lyons,  France  to  complete  his  theological  course.  His  studies  were  rudely 
interrupted  in  1870.  He  was  not  indeed  cast  into  a  cauldron  of  boiling  oil,  like 
his  holy  patron,  but  he  was  to  experience  in  a  very  violent  and  painful  way  the 
words  of  the  Apostle  :  "That  all  those  who  live  piously  in  Christ  must  suffer 
persecution."  After  the  disastrous  battle  at  Sedan  the  Commune  was  established 
at  Lyons,  and  this  impious  rabble,  exasperated  by  the  humiliating  defeat  of  their 
armies,  sought  for  a  scape-goat  to  satisfy  their  rage.     The  Jesuits  were  ready   at 
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hand,  and  they  were  to  be  the  victims.  The  Fathers,  however,  being  admon- 
ished, fled  for  their  lives,  escaping  in  the  darkness,  and  sought  refuge  where  best 
they  could.  Father  Downey  did  not  leave  in  time,  not  knowing  where  to  go. 
He  was  taken,  dragged  through  the  streets,  thrown  into  prison,  and  during  a  long 
day  he  was  repeatedly  menaced  with  death,  the  bayonet  being  often  pointed  at 
his  breast.  In  the  evening  he  was  led  forth  to  the  tribunal  of  public  safety,  com- 
posed of  men  who  rabidly  hated  all  religion.  Father  Downey  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  die,  and  had  often  during  the  day,  offered  up  his  life  to  God,  and 
strengthened  by  grace,  felt  calm  and  fearless.  When  he  firmly  asserted  that  he 
was  a  priest  they  burst  into  furious  threats;  when  he  added  that  he  was  a  Jesuit, 
they  cried,  "Death  to  the  Jesuits;"  but  when  he  informed  them  that  he  was  an 
American  citizen  their  impotent  rage  was  changed  to  bitter  disappointment,  for 
they  felt  that  they  had  lost  their  victim.  The  tribunal  immediately  dismissed  the 
case,  and  furnishing  him  with  a  passport,  ordered  him  to  leave  within  twenty- 
four  hours.  He  was  not  slow  to  do  so,  and  left  for  Dublin,  Ireland,  where  he 
was  engaged  in  spiritual  studies,  and  in  giving  missions  and  retreats,  until  the 
end  of  1871,  when  he  returned  for  good  to  his  Southern  home. 

From  1872-1876  Father  Downey  was  professor  of  the  Poetry  Class  at 
Spring  Hill  college,  fulfilling  also  the  office  of  Director  of  the  Sodality  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin. 

In  May,  1880,  Father  Downey  was  appointed  President  of  Spring  Hill  col- 
lege, which  charge  he  held  till  1883.    , 

In  all  these  arduous  duties  he  proved  a  faithful  steward,  and  the  remarka- 
ble success  and  prosperity  of  Spring  Hill  at  that  time  showed  how  well  he  had 
done  his  work  there.  He  was  next,  for  a  number  of  years,  placed  in  charge  of 
St.  Joseph's  Church  Mobile,  Ala.;  then  he  became  pastor  of  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Name,  New  Orleans,  and  these  two  parishes  and  their  grateful  people  are 
the  best  monuments  to  his  paternal  zeal  and  pastoral  solicitude.  Lastly,  Father 
Downey,  now  in  his  old  age,  often  suffering,  as  he  does,  from  a.  constitution 
once  robust  but  now  broken  by  many  labors,  has  sole  charge  of  the  more  than 
four  hundred  inmates  of  the  House  of  Good  Shepherd,  and  devotes  a  good  part  of 
every  day  to  their  spiritual,  and  as  far  as  he  can,  to  their  temporal  care. 
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REV.  D.  McKiNiRY,  s.  J.  David  McKiniry  was  born  near  Lismore,  a  town  close 
to  Waterford,  Ireland,  February  5,  1830.  In  his  pious  home  he  was  carefully 
reared  by  his  virtuous  parents,  and  soon  evinced  an  inclination  for  the  priesthood, 
which  they  perceived  with  delight  and  tenderly  fostered  by  their  prayers  and 
good  example.  While  still  a  mere  boy  he  was  placed  at  St.  John's  Diocesan  Col- 
lege, Waterford,  where  he  studied  with  much  success. 

In  due  time  young  McKiniry  was  transfered  to  Maynooth,  where  he  kept 
up  his  character  for  studious  habits.  He  felt  a  strong  call  to  the  Society  of  Jesus, 
which  he  joined  on  the  feast  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  and  the  day  of  its 
definition,  December  8,  1854.  For  a  short  time  he  was  professor  at  Clongowes 
Wood  College,  the  principal  college  of  the  Jesuits  in  Ireland. 

In  1850  he  received  orders  to  proceed  to  America.  He  was  stationed  for 
three  years  at  St.  Charles  College,  Grand  Coteau,  La.,  as  professor  of  Rhetoric, 
and  immediately  afterwards  he  held  the  same  office  at  Spring  Hill  College. 

Soon  after  he  returned  to  Ireland  and  was  sent  to  Australia  on  business 
connected  with  the  Society.  Having  finished  the  work  to  which  he  was  appointed 
in  Australia,  he  returned  to  Europe  and  spent  some  time  in  Louvain,  Belgium.  He 
returned  to  New  Orleans  in  1873.  Here  he  became  widely  known  as  a  pulpit 
orator,  and  was  busy  giving  missions  and  preaching  retreats. 

In  1884  Father  McKiniry  was  appointed  president  of  Spring  Hill  College. 
During  his  able  administration  the  college  prospered  greatly,  and  many  improve- 
ments were  made.  The  building  which  contains  the  exhibition  hall  and  the  col- 
lege chapel  was  erected  by  him,  as  also  the  brick  building  which  serves  as  dining 
hall  for  the  students  and  faculty. 

In  1888  Father  McKiniry  was  named  pastor  of  the  Jesuits'  Church  in 
Augusta,  Ga.,  and  in  1890  he  was  appointed  president  of  the  College  of  the  Im- 
maculate Conception,  New  Orleans,  which  office  he  filled  for  five  years. 

In  September,  1895,  he  was  sent  to  Spring  Hill  in  the  hope  that  its  delight- 
ful climate  would  restore  his  shattered  health.  He  rallied  somewliat  but  never 
fully  regained  his  strength.  In  December,  1896  he  was  sent  to  Galveston,  Tex., 
in  the  hope  that  the  change  might  benefit  him.  Unfortunately  the  change  of  cli- 
mate seemed  but  to  hasten  the  end.  He  died  December  18,  1896,  in  the  sixty- 
sixth  year  of  his  age.

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REV.  JAS.  LONERGAN,  s.  J.  Jas.  Lonergan  was  born  in  Ireland,  August  15, 
1837.  He  came  to  America  when  a  boy,  and  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  at 
Baton  Rouge,  La.,  September  8,  1854.  During  his  stay  in  this  college  an  epi- 
demic of  yellow  fever  broke  out  and  with  great  charity  and  devotion  Father  Loner- 
gan nursed  the  plague-stricken. 

After  teaching  for  some  years  in  the  colleges  of  Spring  Hill  and  New  Or- 
leans, he  was  sent  to  England  to  complete  his  studies.  He  followed  a  course  of 
philosophy  at  Stonyhurst  and  of  theology  at  St.  Bueno's.  Returning  to  America 
in  1877,  he  was  appointed  vice-president  of  Spring  Hill  College.  After  filling  va- 
rious offices  at  New  Orleans  and  Augusta,  Ga.,  Father  Lonergan  was  appointed 
president  of  Spring  Hill  College,  July  26,  1888.  Under  his  administration  a  sys- 
tem of  waterworks  was  established  throughout  the  college.  A  turbine  wheel  was 
placed  near  the  lake,  and  the  water  pumped  directly  from  the  large  spring 
to  the  college. 

Father  Lonergan  is  stationed  at  present  at  the  college  of  the  Sacred  fieart, 
Augusta,  Ga.  Last  September  he  celebrated  his  golden  jubilee  as  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  Jesus. 


REV.  M.  MOYNIHAN,  S.J.  Father  M.  Moynihan  was  born  in  Ireland,  Febru- 
ary 17,  1858.  He  entered  the  society  in  France,  August  14,  1876,  and  came  to 
America  in  1879.  After  teaching  for  some  years  in  the  colleges  of  New  Orleans 
and  Spring  Hill,  he  was  sent  to  Europe  to  pursue  his  philosophical  and  theological 
studies.  He  studied  successively  at  Stonyhurst;  at  Inspruck,  Austria,  and  at  Miltown 
Park,  near  Dublin,  Ireland.  Returning  to  America,  he  was  appointed  vice-presi- 
dent of  Spring  Hill  College,  and  on  August  20,  1899,  he  was  named  president  of  the 
College.  Many  improvements  were  made  in  and  about  the  college  during  the  time 
he  was  president.  The  class-rooms  were  renovated,  the  campus  of  the  Senior 
Division  was  enlarged  and  levelled,  a  bycicle  track  was  laid  out,  and  a  first-class 
gymnasium  erected.  Father  Moynihan  is  at  present  rector  of  the  Jesuit  House, 
at  Vineville,  near  Macon,  Ga. 
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REV.  W.  J.  TYRRELL,  s.  J.  Rev.  William  J.  Tyrrell,  S.  J.,  was  born  at  Clonmore, 
Kings  County,  Ireland,  on  March  8,  1854.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
schools  directed  by  the  Marists  and  Carmelites,  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  On  October, 
1873,  he  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus,  at  Clermont,  in  Auvergne,  France,  where 
he  remained  for  three  years.  In  October,  1876,  he  came  to  America,  and  spent  a 
year  at  St.  Charles  College,  Grand  Coteau,  La.  In  1877  he  was  stationed  at 
Spring  Hill  as  teacher  and  prefect  of  the  Senior  Division.  Afterwards  he  pursued 
a  course  of  philosophy,  partly  at  Woodstock,  Maryland,  partly  at  Miltown  Park, 
near  Dublin,  Ireland.  His  theological  studies  were  made  at  Ofia,  Spain.  After 
finishing  his  studies  Father  Tyrrell  returned  to  America  and  was  again  assigned 
to  Spring  Hill  College,  and  in  1891  was  appointed  vice-president.  He  held  this 
office  for  two  years  and  was  then  sent  to  Tampa,  Fla.,  where  he  began  the  con- 
struction of  one  of  the  grandest  church  edifices  in  the  South.  In  1899  he  was 
named  president  of  Spring  Hill  College.  Under  his  able  administration  the  col- 
lege has  prospered  greatly.  The  number  of  students  has  considerably  increased 
and  many  improvements  have  been  made.  New  buildings  have  been  erected, 
among  others,  Yenni  Hall,  the  natatorium  and  a  spacious  kitchen  fitted  out  with 
all  the  most  up-to-date  improvements.  The  college  grounds  have  been  beautified, 
new  walks  and  avenues  laid  out,  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers  planted,  statues  erected, 
etc.,  so  that  old  students  scarcely  recognize  their  alma  mater.

Short  Sketches  of  the  Bishops  of  Mobile. 

RIGHT  REV.  MICHAEL  PORTIER,  D.D.  Michael  Portier,  the  first  bishop  of  Mobile, 
was  born  at  Mont-Brison,  in  the  diocese  of  Lyons,  France.  At  an  early  age  he 
entered  the  Seminary  of  Lyons,  having  resolved  to  dedicate  himself  to  the  service 
of  the  altar.  In  1816,  Right  Rev.  W.  H.  Dubourg,  Bishop  of  New  Orleans,  ar- 
rived in  France  in  quest  of  laborers  for  his  vast  vineyard  in  the  Sunny  South, 
and  found  among  the  seminarians  of  Lyons  young  Portier  one  of  the  first  to  vol- 
unteer for  the  mission  of  the  southwest. 

He  sailed  with  Bishop  Dubourg  from  Bordeaux  on  the  "  Caravane,"  a  French 
ship  of  war,  with  upward  of  thirty  companions,  and  after  a  voyage  of  sixty-five 
days,  landed  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  September  4,  1817. 

He  remained  for  nearly  two  months  under  the  hospitable  roof  of  Charles 
Carroll,  of  Carrollton,  in  the  capital  of  Maryland.  He  thence  proceeded  to  Baltimore 
and  continued  his  studies  at  St.  Mary's  Seminary.  In  1818  he  was  ordained 
priest  by  Bishop  Dubourg,  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  After  his  ordination,  he  began  at 
once  to  labor  most  zealously  in  the  missions  of  Missouri.  The  yellow  fever  having 
broken  out  in  1818,  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  dread  disease.  He  recovered,  how- 
ever, and  was  sent  to  New  Orleans.  Here  he  established  a  collegiate  school  on 
the  then  popular  Lancasterian  plan,  and  was  exceedingly  successful  in  educating 
youth.     He  was  also  appointed  Vicar-General  of  the  diocese  of  New  Orleans. 

In  1825,  the  Holy  See  erected  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida,  and  the 
Territory  of  Arkansas  into  a  Vicariate  Apostolic,  and  Father  Portier  was  appointed 
■,ts  first  Vicar-Apostolic.

In  his  humility  he  declined  the  proffered  honor,  but  yielded  finally  to  a 
peremptory  order  from  Rome.  He  was  consecrated  at  St.  Louis,  November  5, 
1826,  by  Bishop  Rosati. 

At  the  time  of  his  consecration  there  were  only  three  priests  within  his 
extensive  Vicariate,  two  belonging  to  the  diocese  of  New  Orleans,  and  one  to  that 
of  Charleston  ;  they  were  soon  recalled  to  their  respective  dioceses,  so  that  Bishop 
Portier  was  left  without  any  priest  to  assist  him  in  his  arduous  labors. 

In  the  summer  of  1827  he  visited  Pensacola^  and  thence  proceeded  on  horse- 
back to  St.  Augustine.  Arriving  there  in  July,  he  was  stricken  down  with  a  vio- 
lent fever_,  and  barely  escaped  with  his  life. 

Deeply  impressed  with  the  destitution  of  his  flock,  he  resolved  to  visit 
Europe,  to  solicit  means  and  procure  colaborers  for  the  work  to  be  done.  He 
sailed  in  the  summer  of  1829.  Most  of  his  time  was  spent  in  France,  and  spent 
to  good  purpose.  He  returned  to  America^  accompanied  by  two  priests,  four  sub- 
deacons,  and  two  clerics.  They  landed  at  New  Orleans,  December  24,  1829.  On 
January  3,  1830,  they  set  out  for  Mobile  in  a  schooner,  where  they  arrived  safely 
January  6.  On  his  arrival  the  Bishop  went  at  once  to  his  Cathedral,  a  smal 
frame  church,  where  he  celebrated  Mass,  and  sang  the  Te  Deum. 

That  same  year  he  founded  Spring  Hill  College,  on  an  admirably  selected 
site,  about  six  miles  from  Mobile. 

In  1833,  he  commenced  the  erection  of  a  Convent  of  the  Visitation,  at 
Summerville,  three  miles  from  Mobile.  This  institution  still  continues  to  adorn 
and  bless  the  diocese  of  Mobile,  and  is  now  a  flourishing  academy. 

In  1835  Bishop  Portier  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  fine  Cathedral  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception.  This  splendid  edifice  was  completed  in  1850,  when  it 
was  dedicated  with  imposing  ceremonies  on  December  8. 

In  1839,  the  cholera  visited  Mobile,  and  many  children  were  left  orphans. 
Bishop  Portier  gathered  them  together,  and  provided  for  them  a  home,  confiding 
them  to  the  care  of  a  committee  of  pious  and  charitable  ladies.  In  due  time  he 
procured  the  services  of  tbc  Sisters  of  Charity,  from  Emmittsburg.  These  good 
Sisters  took  charge  of  the  boys  and  girls  until  1847,  when  the  Brothers  of  the 
Sacred  Heart  came  from  France  to  take  care  of  the  boys. 

The  last  important  work  accomplished  by  Bishop  Portier  was  the  erection 
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of  the  Providence  Infirmary,  which  he  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity.  Here  he  died  May  14,  I859,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his  age,  and  the 
thirty-third  of  his  episcopate.  He  was  buried  in  his  own  Cathedral,  where  a 
beautiful  monument  was  erected  to  his  memory. 

The  works  he  left  behind  him  proclaim  his  zeal.  When  he  was  appointed 
Bishop,  there  were  only  three  churches  in  his  diocese  and  not  one  priest ;  at  his 
death,  there  were  twenty-seven  priests  and  twelve  churches,  a  college,  fourteen 
schools,  three  academies  for  boys,  and  the  same  number  for  girls,  two  orphan 
asylums,  an  infirmary,  and  free  schools. 


RIGHT  REV.  JOHN  QUI  N  LAN,  D.D.,  SECOND  BISHOP  OF  MOBILE.  Bishop  Quin- 

ian  was  born  at  Cloyne,  County  Cork,  Ireland,  on  October  19,  1826.  At  the  age 
of  eighteen  he  came  to  the  United  States,  and  entered  the  Seminary  of  Mt.  St. 
Mary's  of  the  West,  where  he  commenced  his  course  of  philosophy  and  theology. 
He  subsequently  continued  his  ecclesiastical  studies  at  Emmittsburg.  In  1853  be 
was  ordained  priest  by  Archbishop  Purcell  at  Cincinnati,  together  with  his  fellow 
student,  Richard  Gilmour,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Cleveland,  O.  His  first  mission 
was  at  Piqua,  O.,  where  he  labored  zealously  for  two  years,  when  he  was  called 
to  Cincinnati  and  appointed  assistant  to  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Wood,  afterwards  Arch- 
bishop of  Philadelphia.  After  a  short  time,  he  was  named  president  of  the  college 
of  Mt.  St.  Mary's  of  the  West.  In  addition  to  his  general  duties  as  head  of  this 
institution,  he  filled  the  chairs  of  philosophy  and  theology.  When  the  See  of 
Mobile  became  vacant  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Portier,  the  Rev.  John  Quinlan  was 
appointed  by  the  Pope  its  second  Bishop. 

He  went  to  New  Orleans  and  was  consecrated  by  Archbishop  Blanc  in  the 
St.  Louis  Cathedral,  December  4,  1859.  On  December  11,  he  took  formal  pos- 
session of  his  See,  and  was  solemnly  installed  in  the  Cathedral. 

In  accepting  the  appointment  for  Mobile,  Bishop  Quinlan  accepted  the 
cross  ;  for  the  diocese  was  not  in  a  flourishing  condition,  either  in  its  finances  or 
n  its  equipment  of  priests  and  institutions,  notwithstanding  the  long  and  strug- 
gling efforts  of  Bishop  Portier,  for  the  devastations  of  the  civil  war  were  at  hand, 
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impoverishing  the  dioceses  of  the  South.  During  that  trying  period  the  heart  of 
the  good  Bishop  was  almost  broken  by  the  sufferings  and  misfortunes  of  his  peo- 
ple. The  churches  at  Pensacola  and  Warrington  were  destroyed  during  the  war, 
and  many  of  the  congregations  were  scattered  and  broken  up.  The  disasters  of 
the  South  resulting  from  the  war  bore  heavily  upon  the  indebted  churcb  of  Ala- 
bama. 

Scarcely  had  the  war  ceased  when  Bishop  Quinlan  began  the  herculean 
task  of  restoration.  Ruined  or  dilapidated  churches  were  rebuilt  or  restored, 
and  new  ones  were  erected  in  various  parts  of  the  diocese. 

In  1869,  Spring  Hill  College  was  destroyed  by  fire.  This  was  a  heavy 
blow  to  the  Bishop,  for  he  loved  the  College  dearly.  As  soon  as  he  heard  of  the 
disaster,  he  came  to  Spring  Hill  to  sympathize  with  the  Fathers,  and  it  is  owing  in 
great  part  to  his  liberal  aid  and  kind  encouragements  that  they  resolved  to  rebuild 
the  College.  Bishop  Quinlan  justly  deserves  the  title  of  Second  Founder  of 
Spring  Hill  College. 

In  1881,  he  visited  Rome  in  the  interests  of  his  diocese.  It  was  during  this 
visit  that  he  contracted  a  severe  cold  which  developed  into  pneumonia,  and  to 
these  maladies  was  added  the  Roman  fever,  which  he  caught  on  the  Campagna, 
so  that  his  health  was  completely  undermined,  and  he  returned  home  with  a  bro- 
ken constitution.  At  the  end  of  1882,  he  went  to  New  Orleans  hoping  that  the 
change  might  benefit  him.  But  he  was  disappointed  in  the  result.  He  grew  rap- 
idly worse,  and  on  March  9,  1883,  he  expired  with  perfect  calmness  and  resigna- 
tion. 

The  solemn  Requiem  was  celebrated  at  Mobile  March  13,  by  Archbishop 
Leray,  assisted  by  several  Bishops  and  a  great  number  of  priests.  His  remains 
were  laid  to  rest  near  the  main  entrance  of  his  Cathedral,  according  to  his  request. 

Bishop  Quinlan  was  possessed  of  a  clear,  strong  and  logical  mind  ;  he  was, 
moreover,  an  eloquent  and  impressive  speaker,  wielded  a  ready  and  able  pen,  and 
was  noted  for  his  charity,  humility  and  manly  virtues. 


RIGHT:REV.  DOMINIC   MANUCY,  D.  D.,  THIRD  BISHOP  OF  MOBILE-     Dominic 

Manucy  was  born  at  St.   Augustine,  Fla.,  on    December  20,   1823.     At  an  early 
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age  he  was  sent  to  Spring  Hill  College,  where  he  made  both  his  collegiate  and 
ecclesiastical  studies.  From  1847  to  1849  he  filled  the  office  of  assistant  teacher 
at  the  college.  Bishop  Portier  ordained  him  priest  on  August  15,  1850,  and  sent 
him  to  Warrington,  Fla.  Here  he  built  the  first  church  and  pastoral  residence  at 
that  place,  in  1853  he  was  transferred  to  Apalachicola,  and  two  years  later  was 
recalled  and  assigned  to  the  Cathedral  at  Mobile.  In  1861  he  was  made  pastor  of 
St.  Vincent's  church,  Mobile,  and  served  this  church  during  the  severe  and  trying 
ordeal  of  the  civil  war.  In  January,  1865,  he  was  appointed  parish  priest  at 
Montgomery,  where  he  labored  zealously  and  faithfully  for  ten  years. 

In  1874,  the  Holy  See  formed  out  of  the  vast  diocese  of  Galveston,  the 
Vicariate  of  Brownsville,  and  Father  Manucy  was  chosen  for  this  difficult  and 
uninviting  field  of  labor, 

„On  December  8,  1875,  Father  Manucy  was  consecrated  Titular  Bishop  of 
Dulma,  by  Archbishop  Perche,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Mobile.  He  arrived  at  Browns- 
ville in  February,  1875,  ^nd  commenced  at  once  the  arduous  work  of  organizing 
the  Vicariate  and  establishing  religion  upon  a  firm  and  enduring  basis.  "The  labor 
of  the  Vicariate  is  very  arduous  and  very  discouraging,"  the  Bishop  wrote  in  1884. 
"  That  district  of  country,  especially  the  one  lying  between  the  Nueces  and  the 
Rio  Grande,  is  as  much  a  missionary  country  as  is  Asia  and  Africa.  The  Faith  is 
neither  understood  nor  appreciated  by  the  people  on  the  Mexican  frontier,  and  as 
a  rule  they  will  make  no  sacrifices  for  its  advancement."  With  little  means  at 
his  disposal,  the  zealous  and  laborious  Bishop  accomplished  much,  and  laid  the 
foundations  of  religion  and  education  on  a  fair  basis. 

On  March  9,  1884,  the  Holy  See  appointed  Bishop  Manucy  to  the  See  of 
Mobile,  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Bishop  Quinlan.  He  arrived  at  Mobile  on 
March  27,  and  was  solemnly  installed  in  the  Cathedral  amid  an  immense  concourse 
of  people. 

But  Bishop  Manucy  had  spent  his  strength  on  the  missions  of  Texas,  and 
when  he  came  to  Mobile  as  its  bishop,  his  health  was  wrecked,  and  he  soon  found 
that  he  could  not  carry  the  burden  now  laid  on  his  shoulders.  On  June  17  and 
July  10,  he  wrote  to  Rome,  asking  to  be  relieved  of  his  charge,  but  his  request 
was  refused.  He  wrote  again  on  September  3,  and  this  time  his  resignation  was 
accepted.  He  was  reappointed  Vicar-Apostolic  of  Brownsville  on  February  7. 
He  remained  at  Mobile  in  order  to  transfer  the  diocese  to  his  successor,  and  his 
last  appearance  in  the  Cathedral  was  at  the  installation  of  Right  Rev.  J.  O'Sul- 
livan,  November  i,  1885.  His  strength  began  rapidly  to  fail,  and  on  December 
4,  1885,  he  calmly  expired.

Right  rev.  J.  O'SULLIVAN,  D.  D. 
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Bishop  Manucy  was  a  man  of  varied  learning,  of  unbounded  zeal  and  labor, 
of  pure  and  unsullied  life  and  character,  loyal  at  once  to  his  church  and  to  his 
country. 

He  always  manifested  a  sincere  love  tor  his  old  Alma  /Water.  On  his 
death  he  left  to  the  College  his  library  comprising  over  a  thousand  volumes. 


RIGHT   REV.   JEREMIAH    O'SULLIVAIM,   D.D.,   FOURTH    BISHOP  OF  MOBILE. 

Jeremiah  O'SulIivan  was  born  in  1844  at  Kantuik,  County  Cork,  Ireland.  At  an 
early  age  he  intended  to  devote  himself  to  the  church  and  made  his  preparatory 
studies  in  the  schools  of  his  native  place.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  came  to 
America  and  entered  St. Charles  College^  Ellicot  City,  Maryland.  The  year  follow- 
ing he  entered  St.  Mary's  Seminary,  Baltimore.  Having  completed  his  theologi- 
cal course  in  that  institution,  he  was  ordained  by  Archbishop  Spalding  in  June, 
1868,  in  the  Cathedral  of  Baltimore,  where  he  remained  as  assistant  priest  for 
one  year.  He  was  then  transferred  to  Westernport,  where  he  remained  nine 
years.  He  was  afterwards  appointed  pastor  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

On  June  16,  1885,  Father  O'SulIivan  was  named  to  fill  the  vacant  See  of 
Mobile,  and  was  consecrated  in  St.  Peter's  Church  on  September  20.  Bishop 
O'SulIivan  was  a  man  of  unbounded  zeal,  sincere  piety,  great  executive  ability 
and  busmess  acumen.  During  his  eleven  years  of  administration  the  heavy  debt 
which  burdened  the  diocese  was  paid  off,  new  churches  were  built,  the  condition 
of  the  parochial  schools  improved,  etc.  He  always  showed  great  interest  in  the 
success  of  Spring  Hill  College  and  founded  in  1890  the  Bishops'  Memorial  Medal 
for  excellence  in  Christian  Doctrine  and  Ecclesiastical  History. 

RIGHT  REV.  EDWARD   P.  ALLEN,  FIFTH   BISHOP  OF  ?«»OaiLE.  Edward    P. 

Allen  was  born  in  Lowell,  Mass.  After  attending  school  in  his  native  town  for 
some  years,  he  entered  Mount  St.  Mary's  College,  Emmitsburg,  Md.,  where,  after 
a  brilliant  course,  he  was  graduated  in  1878.  The  following  September  he  entered 
the  Seminary,  and,  after  completing  his  ecclesiastical  studies,  was  ordained  priest, 
December,  1881,  by  the  late  Bishop  Becker,  then  bishop  of  Wilmington,  DeL 
After  his  ordination  Father  Allen  labored  zealously  for  three  years  in  the  diocese 
of  Boston.

In  1884  he  was  appointed  president  of  Mount  St.  Mary's  College,  Emmits- 
burg,  Md.  When  Father  Allen  took  charge  the  institution  was  in  serious  financial 
difficulties,  but  by  his  able  administration  things  were  straightened  out  and  the 
college  was  once  more  placed  on  a  solid  financial  basis. 

On  May  16,  1897,  Right  Rev.  E.  P.  Allen  was  consecrated  Bishop  of 
Mobile  in  the  Cathedral  of  Baltimore,  by  his  Eminence  Cardinal  Gibbons. 

Shortly  after  he  arrived  at  Mobile  and  was  solemnly  installed  in  his 
cathedral. 

Under  the  zealous  administration  of  Bishop  Allen,  religion  has  made  rapid 
progress  in  the  diocese.  The  number  of  priests  has  been  considerably  increased, 
new  churches  have  been  built,  new  missions  and  parishes  established,  etc. 

Bishop  Allen  is  a  staunch  friend  of  Spring  Hill  College.  He  is  a  frequent 
visitor  at  the  college,  and  his  visits  are  always  welcomed  by  the  faculty  and  the 
pupils.  At  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  college,  he  celebrated  the  Pontifical  mass 
of  Thanksgiving  and  presided  at  the  jubilee  exercises. 


RIGHT  REV.  E.  P.  ALLEN,  D.  D. 
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DEGREES    CONFERRED. 

Spring  Hill  College  was  incorporated  in  1836,  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabama, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  University;  in  1840,  Pope  Gregory  XVI 
empowered  it  to  grant  degrees  in  Philosophy  and  Theology. 

In  1837  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  bestowed  for  thefirst  time  on  tour 
graduates.  Unfortunately  we  have  been  unable  to  discover  their  names,  as  the 
records  of  these  early  years  have  perished.  We  found,  however,  the  number  of 
graduates,  from  1837  to  1848,  which  we  give  below  :

To  various  universities,  colleges  and  schools,  Spring  Hill  has  given  as  pro- 
fessors or  teachers  such  men  as  Professors  R.  A.  Hardaway,  University  of  Ala- 
bama; Jno.  McAuley,  University  of  Louisiana;  Th.  Delia  Torre,  Charleston;  F. 
Mader^  New  Orleans;  George  D'Aquin  (viscount),  New  Orleans;  E.  Durel,  New 
Orleans;  N.  Landry,  New  Orleans;  C.  A.  Aitkens,  New  Orleans;  R.  Sevier, 
Jefferson,  La.;  M.  Quinn,  Mobile;  J.  R.  Burke,  Augusta,  Ga.,  etc. 
AUGUSTJ.  STAUB,  MUS-  D-  August  J.  Staub  was  born  at  Menzingen  in  the 
Canton  Zug,  Switzerland,  on  November  13,  1853.  His  family,  as  far  back  as  the 
fourteenth  century,  had  figured  prominently  in  the  political  history  of  that  coun- 
try;  many,  too,  of  its  members  had  won  renown  in  the  musical  world. 

From  his  tenderest  years  August  began  to  show  great  fondness  for  music, 
and  his  parents  noticing  his  talent  for  that  art,  allowed  him  to  follow  his  inclina- 
tion in  that  line.  When  scarcely  six  years  old,  they  placed  him  under  the  in- 
struction of  the  music  director  in  Zug,  where  the  family  resided  at  that  time. 
Under  his  direction  the  boy  quickly  learned  the  rudiments  of  music.     Rapid  in- 
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deed  was  the  progress  made,  and  when  only  a  stripling  of  eleven   he  was  consid- 
ered a  pianist  of  no  small  merit. 

In  1870  he  went  to  Fribourg,  Switzerland,  in  order  to  perfect  himself  in  the 
French  language  and  to  make  further  studies  in  music.  At  Fribourg,  A.  J.  Staub 
studied  harmony  under  organist  Vogt,  of  St.  Nicholas'  church,  while  Professor 
MuUer,  an  artist  of  high  repute,  gave  him  lessons  on  the  violin. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  ensuing  year  he  returned  home  for  the  vacations, 
and  encouraged  by  IWuller  and  Vogt,  he  entered  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music 
at  Stuttgart,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1872.  Here  he  spent  three  years  of 
hard  study  under  Professors  Lebert  and  Alwens.  His  last  piano  lessons  were 
given  him  by  the  court  pianist,  Bruckner.  Violin  was  taught  him  by  Professors 
MuUer  and  Debuysere.  He  studied  theory  under  Seyerlen  and  the  well-known 
Dr.  Faisst.     Prof.  Attinger  and  Dr.  Faisst  gave  him  also  lessons  on  the  organ. 

Some  months  before  finishing  his  studies,  Mr.  Staub  received  an  offer  to 
teach  the  piano  at  the  Conservatory  of  Wiesbaden.  As  soon  as  he  had  received 
his  certificate  he  set  out  for  this  aristocratic  resort  in  order  to  assume  his  position, 
which  he  held  for  about  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  an  engagement  in 
Zug  recalled  him  to  his  country. 

After  his  return  to  Switzerland,  he  filled  many  musical  engagements,  de- 
voting his  leisure  hours  to  perfecting  himself  in  his  art.  In  1877,  Prof.  Zurcher 
resigned  his  office  of  music  teacher  in  Spring  Hill  College  and  returned  to  Switzer- 
land. There  he  met  Mr.  Staub,  and  urged  him  to  apply  for  the  vacant  post. 
Encouraged  by  the  advice  of  the  Benedictine  Monks  of  Einsiedeln,  Mr.  Staub  set 
out  for  America.  He  arrived  here  in  October,  1877,  and  was  at  once  appointed 
teacher  of  music  in  Spring  Hill  College.  Here  he  has  resided  ever  since,  with  the 
exception  of  a  short  visit  he  paid  to  his  native  country  in  1889. 

Since  his  arrival  here  the  Professor  has  trained  many  excellent  pupUs  who 
have  distinguished  themselves,  not  only  in  the  amateur,  but  also  in  the  profes- 
sional line. 

Mr.  Staub  has  devoted  his  whole  life  to  his  art,  and  while  teaching  has 
been  his  principal  occupation,  he  has  still  found  time  to  compose  a  few  original 
pieces,  mainly  songs.  Lately  he  has  written  a  work  on  a  larger  scale.  It  is  an 
elegant  overture  entitled  "Festival."  This  overture  is  a  highly  finished  work. 
Everything  flows  naturally  and  follows  logically.     The  march  is   especially  fine. 

October  10,  1902,  marked  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  Prof.  Staub's  teaching 
at  Spring  Hill  College.  A  few  months  later  the  Faculty  and  students  celebrated 
the  event  with  befitting  ceremonies.  At  the  annual  commencement  of  that  year 
the  college  conferred  on  Prof.  Staub  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music.  D.  V.

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ANQELO  SUFFICH,  MUS-  B.  Professor  Angelo  Suffich  was  born  in  1874  at 
Pola,  in  Austria.  At  an  early  age  he  began  the  study  of  music  at  Rovigno,  a  city 
twenty-five  miles  from  Pola,  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Buresch,  and  subse- 
quently of  Professor  Merrigiolii,  a  graduate  of  the  Conservatory  of  Milan. 

Coming  to  America  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  he  first  located  at  Houston,  Texas. 
Three  years  later  he  came  to  Mobile,  where  he  established  himself  permanently 
in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  at  the  same  time  perfecting  himself  under  the 
distinguished  Professors  Staub  and  Schlesinger. 

Here  the  talented  young  musician  soon  became  so  prominent  in  musical 
circles  that,  in  the  year  1897,  he  was  summoned  by  the  Faculty  of  Spring  Hill 
College  to  teach  the  Flute,  Cornet  and  Mandolin  in  that  institution,  where  music 
in  all  its  fascinating  forms  has  always  held  a  high  place. 

Since  that  time  Professor  Suffich  has  not  only  identified  himself  with  all 
the  prominent  musical  organizations  of  the  College,  but  he  has  moreover  given 
such  uniform  satisfaction  as  an  accomplished  and  painstaking  teacher,  that  all  who 
have  come  under  his  direction  during  the  past  eight  years  are  unanimous  in  testi- 
fying to  his  sterling  worth. 

Professor  .Suffich  is  the  author  of  several  musical  compositions,  among 
them  we  find  the  Grand  Jubilee  March,  "White  and  Purple,"  which  was  written 
on  the  occasion  of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  the  College.  In  1905  he  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music. 

PAUL  C  BOUDOUSQUIE,  A-  M.,  D.  F-  A-  Raul  C.  Boudousquie  was  born  in 
New  Orleans  August  18,  1847,  and  was  educated  at  the  Jesuit  College  of  that 
city  and  also  at  Spring  Hill  College,  which  conferred  on  him  the  degrees  of  Bach- 
elor and  Master  of  Arts.  He  then  went  to  Paris,  entered  Chaptal  College,  the 
nursery  of  engineers,  and  returned  just  in  time  to  join  the  Confederate  army.  He 
served  during  the  last  years  of  the  war  in  the  Engineer  Corps,  which  fact  enabled 
him  to  prolong  the  studies  required  by  the  profession  he  followed,  until  he  ac- 
cepted a  responsible  position  in  1870  with  the  U.  S.  Engineer  Department.  Here 
he  rose  to  the  distinction  of  being  entrusted  with  the  supervision  of  vast  works  of 
improvement,  undertaken  by  the  general  government,  at  Mobile,  Pascagoula, 
Biloxi  and  at  Horn  and  Ship  Islands  in  Mississippi  Sound.  A  distinguished  pupil 
of  Cassagne  in  drawing,  Moise  in  painting,  Rauchenstein  in  mechanics  and  d'e 
Pouilly  in  architecture,  the  faculty  at  Spring  Hill  College  selected  him  in  1872  as 
instructor  of  drawing  and  painting.  Lately  he  has  also  accepted  the  position  of 
special  teacher  of  penmanship.  The  wide  range  of  art  work  of  Professor  Bou- 
dousquie is  well  known  in  this  section,  owing  to  his  connection  with  the  many 
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artistic  and  social  organizations  with  which  he  has  been  actively  identified  ;  as  a 
teacher  of  experience  his  method  is  as  thorough  as  the  excellence  of  the  schooling 
he  has  received.  The  beautiful  and  life-like  painting  "EcceHomo,"  which  hangs 
over  the  main  altar  in  the  Mobile  Cathedral,  is  the  work  of  the  skilful  brush  of 
this  talented  Spring  Hill  alumnus. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Iberville  Historical  Society  of  Mobile,  held  May  13, 
1902,  Professor  Boudousquie  was  unanimously  elected  a  member  of  that  organi- 
zation. 

In  1903,  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  from  his  old  Alma 
Mater. 

PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  BLOCH.  Professor  Bloch,  known  in  Mobile  as  the 
"Father  of  Music,"  was  born  in  1826  at  Wachenheim,  Germany,  and  studied 
music  at  a  well-known  University.  At  the  age  of  twenty-two  he  came  to  the 
United  States,  and  settled  in  Mobile,  where  he  resided  until  his  death,  that  is  for 
a  period  of  55  years.  He  taught  music  until  his  retirement  a  few  years  ago.  He 
acted  as  professor  of  music  at  Spring  Hill  College  for  thirty-seven  years.  Many 
a  noted  musician  graduated  under  him.  During  his  tutorship  he  secured  the 
highest  esteem  of  all  the  faculty  and  scholars,  and  was  for  years  a  close  friend  of 
Father  Holaind  and  the  lamented  Father  Yenni,  and  of  Bishop  Quinlan.  Some  of 
his  happiest  days  were  spent  in  the  college,  and  it  always  was  a  source  of  regret 
to  him  to  have  been  forced  to  resign  his  position  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  was 
one  of  the  originators  of  the  Mobile  Musical  Association,  which  gave  such  enjoy- 
able and  instructive  entertainments  in  the  sixties.  In  1849,  Professor  Bloch 
married  Miss  Hannah  Goldstucker,  and  on  September  12,  1899,  they  celebrated 
the  50th  anniversary  of  their  union.  He  was  seventy-seven  years  old  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

F.  J.  B-  ROMER,  M.  D-  Doctor  F.  J.  B.  Romer,  who  for  twenty-nme  years 
was  connected  with  Spring  Hill  College,  was  born  at  Rhinau^  in  the  department 
of  the  Lower  Rhine,  Province  of  Alsace,  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1812.  He 
was  by  birth  entitled  to  the  honor  of  being  an  officer  of  the  body-guard  of  the  King 
of  Rome. 

His  father,  the  Chevalier  George  Romer,  a  retired  officer  of  Napoleon 
Bonaparte's  body-guard,  had  been  knighted  and  decorated  on  the  field  of  Auster- 
litz  by  the  great  Napoleon  himself,  who  took  off  his  own  Cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  and  pinned  it  on  the  brave  officer's  breast. 
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The  family  belonged  to  the  old  French  nobility,  that  exquisite  flower  of 
Catholic  civilization,  their  ancestral  home  being  at  Coutances,  a  quaint  old  town 
on  the  English  Channel.  The  Seigneur  of  Coutances  was  also  Colonel  in  a  regi- 
ment of  cavalry,  and  a  master  of  the  King's  Hunt. 

Dr.  Romer  was  educated  in  Strashurg,  then  a  French  city,  for  the  French 
Navy  ;  but  owing  to  his  father's  death  and  many  troubles  resulting  therefrom,  he 
reluctantly  abandoned  the  career  mapped  out  for  him,  and  when  a  lad  of  nineteen 
bade  adieu  to  home,  friends  and  country  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the  new  world. 
He  came  to  New  Orleans  in  1832,  and  soon  left  to  attend  the  medical  lectures  of 
the  Philadelphia  school  of  medicine.  Here  he  remained  until  the  opening  of  a 
medical  college  in  New  Orleans,  in  which  he  was  proffered  a  resident  studentship. 
He  graduated  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  and  was  immediately  made  Demon- 
strator of  Anatomy  in  the  same  institution.  He  was  afterwards  appointed  resi- 
dent Assistant  Surgeon^  the  renowned  Dr.  William  Stone  being  Surgeon.  After 
the  resignation  of  the  latter.  Dr.  Romer  was  offered  the  post  of  Surgeon  of  the 
Charity  Hospital,  which  he  declined,  a  lucrative  practice  having  been  tendered 
him  in  the  Feliciana  Parishes. 

He  afterwards  located  in  Baton  Rouge,  where  his  learning  and  great  pro- 
fessional success,  united  to  a  noble,  honorable,  chivalrous  character,  secured  him 
universal  esteem  and  honor.  His  professional  acumen  was  marvellous.  His 
friend  and  confrere,  Dr.  Stone,  used  to  say  that  he  had  never  known  him  to  fail 
in  the  diagnosis  of  even  the  obscurest  case.  In  1856,  he  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor  of  Louisiana,  Surgeon  on  the  Governor's  Staff. 

Besides  being  a  devoted  student  of  medical  science,  he  was  ever  an  ardent 
lover  of  all  the  Natural  Sciences,  and  was  in  correspondence  with  many  learned 
societies  and  men.  Even  in  old  age  his  interest  in  scientific  progress  and  public 
questions  still  continued. 

A  short  time  before  the  breaking  out  of  hostilities  between  the  North  and 
South,  Dr.  Romer  was  offered  the  position  of  physician  to  Spring  Hill  College 
and  other  institutions  in  Mobile.  Contrary  to  the  wish  of  his  many  friends,  he 
accepted,  thinking  he  would  have  more  time  to  devote  to  studies  in  the  Natural 
Sciences.  Soon  after,  when  the  war  broke  out,  he  was  appointed  by  President 
Davis,  Surgeon  and  Botanist  to  the  Confederate  States,  and  ordered  to  collect 
medicinal  plants.  He  was  afterwards  appointed  to  establish  at  Mobile  a  labora- 
tory for  the  manufacture  of  medicine.  Medicines  were  contraband,  and  the  armies 
were  suffering  for  the  lack  of  antiseptics,  quinine  tinctures,  etc.  The  establish- 
ment was  eminently  successful  and  worked  day  and  night  to  fill  out  orders  till  the 
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close  of  the  war.  When  Mobile  was  evacuated,  the  Confederate  Government 
ordered  the  laboratory  and  all  its  equipments  to  be  destroyed.  Obedience  to 
these  orders  caused  his  arrest  by  the  Federal  General  in  command,  who  asked 
Dr.  Romer  how  he  dared  to  destroy  United  States  Government  property.  The 
Doctor  replied,  "I  always  dare  to  do  my  duty,  which  in  this  case  was  to  obey  my 
commanding  officer's  orders." 

He  was  attending  physician  at  Spring  Hill  Collge  from  1856  until  1885. 
He  was  as  conscientious  as  he  was  skillful,  and  during  his  twenty-nine  years'" 
connection  with  the  College,  was  ever  prompt  not  only  in  making  his  usual  vis- 
its, but  whenever  called  upon,  as  frequently  happened,  for  extra  duty. 

Dr.  Romer  died  in  1904  at  the  age  of  ninety-two. 
REV.  DOMINIC  YEIMNI,  S.  J.  Father  Yenni  was  born  at  Dornbirn,  a  market 
town  in  the  principality  of  Vorarlberg,  in  Tyrol,  on  the  first  of  January,  1810,  and 
commenced  his  stndies  at  St.  Gallen,  in  the  Swiss  canton  of  the  same  name. 
Here  along  with  his  other  studies  he  received  his  first  lessons  on  the  violin,  which 
instrument  in  after  life  gained  for  him  the  reputation,  among  those  who  were  com- 
petent to  judge,  of  an  excellent  musician. 

In  his  twenty-first  year  he  determined  to  devote  himself  to  the  service  of 
God  by  entering  the  Society  of  Jesus,  at  Gratz,  in  Styria.  Thinking,  however, 
that  he  might  better  procure  the  glory  of  God  in  America,  he  sought  and  obtained 
permission  to  devote  his  labors  and  his  talents  in  that  part  of  his  Master's  vine- 
yard, and  so  in  October,  1851,  we  find  him  a  voluntary  exile,  bidding  adieu  to 
parents,  friends  and  country. 

On  arriving  in  this  country  he  was  first  stationed  in  Cincinnati,  where  he 
diligently  appHed  himself  to  the  study  of  the  English  language.  His  stay  here, 
however,  was  not  of  long  duration,  for  in  July,  1846,  the  French  province  of  Lyon, 
accepted  the  management  of  Spring  Hill  College  from  its  founder,  Bishop  Portier, 
of  Mobile,  Ala. 

Under  these  circumstances  he  was  called  to  New  Orleans  in  February, 
1847,  and  was  immediately  sent  to  Spring  Hill,  which,  with  a  brief  interruption 
was  the  scene  of  his  labors,  teaching  young  boys  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  until  his  death. 

The  interruption  just  alluded  to  was  caused  by  the  burning  of  the  College 
on  the  night  of  February  5,  1869. 

After  this  untoward  accident  he  and  the  students  were  transferred  to  Grand 
Coteau,  La.  His  stay  there  was  only  temporary,  for  Spring  Hill  was  soon  rebuilt 
and  reopened  on  the  eighth  of  December  following,  when  he  returned  never  more 
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to  depart  from  the  loved  spot  to  which  he  had  become  so  much  attached  until 
called  to  his  true  home  above. 

He  expired  on  the  morning  of  the  eighth  of  July,  1882,  in  the  seventy-sixth 
year  of  his  age  and  the  fifty-eighth  of  his  religious  life,  leaving  this  world  of  toil 
and  care  to  receive  the  reward  of  his  long  and  laborious  life. 

REV.  A.  CORNETTE,  S.  J.  Few  priests  in  the  early  days  of  Spring  Hill  Col- 
lege were  so  well  known  as  Father  Cornette.  But  it  was  especially  as  a  scientist 
that  he  was  distinguished.  After  the  fire  there  remained  nothing  of  the  magnifi- 
cent museum  and  laboratory  he  had  formed  but  a  mass  of  cinders  and  molten  ore. 
Father  Cornette,  while  trying  to  reduce  this  mass  to  its  constituents,  inhaled  some 
poisonous  gases  and  died  the  same  day,  March,  1872.  Father  Cornette  was  a 
native  of  France,  and  was  born  at  Fleury,  Cote  d'Or,  on  the  5th  of  March,  1819. 
He  entered  the  Society  on  September  10,  1840.  Father  Cornette  had  been  twice 
in  New  Granada,  and  had  been  teacher  of  sciences  in  Sta.  Fe  de  Bogota.  Ex- 
pelled a  first  time  with  Archbishop  Mosquero,  he  spent  some  time  in  France, 
Upon  a  second  expulsion,  he  went  to  South  America,  and  after  some  time  came 
to  Spring  Hill  via  Central  America,  Mexico,  Havana,  New  York  and  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  Father  Cornette  was  the  first  buried  in  the  present  cemetery.  Four 
Fathers,  three  Brothers  and  the  scholastic,  Joseph  L'Hermite,  had  already  been 
buried  in  the  public  cemetery  beyond  the  ravine,  whence  their  bodies  were  re- 
moved to  their  present  resting  place  in  1876.

As  the  Album  was  issued  in  the  first  year  of  the  Civil  War,  we  are  not 
surprised  to  find  in  its  pages  many  a  composition  referring  to  the  stirring  events 
that  were  then  taking  place,  for  instance  :  "An  Appeal  to  Southern  Patriots  ;" 
"The  Battle  of  Manassas;"  "To  the  Memory  of  Col.  Charles  Dreux  ;"  "The 
Confederate  Flag,"  etc. 

Only  one  number  of  the  Album  was  issued.  For  thirty  years  the  publica- 
tion was  suspended,  until  it  was  resumed  in  1891.  One  number  appeared  in 
March,  1891  ;  another  in  March,  1892.  Then  there  was  again  an  interruption  of 
four  years.  In  May,  1896,  another  number  of  the  Album  saw  the  light.  Once 
more  the  publication  was  discontinued  till  1899,  when  the  title  was  changed  from 
the  "College  Album"  to  the  "Spring  Hill  Review."  Since  the  year  1900  the 
Spring  Hill  Review  has  been  issued  regularly  twice  a  year,  in  January  and  June.

DIAMOND    JUBILEE. 

In  1905  Spring  Hill  College  celebrated  the  Diamond  Jubilee  of  its  founda- 
tion. The  celebrations  began  on  Sunday,  June  18,  when  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon 
was  preached  in  the  College  Chapel  by  the  Rev.  William  J.  Tyrrell,  S.  J.,  presi- 
dent of  the  college.  The  Very  Rev.  C.  T.  O'Callaghan,  D.D.,  V.  G.,  an  old 
alumnus  of  the  college,  was  named  to  deliver  this  sermon,  but  was  prevented 
'from  doing  so  by  sickness.  After  the  sermon  a  solemn  "Te  Deum"  was  sung, 
followed  by  Benediction  of  the  Most  Blessed  Sacrament. 

On  Tuesday,  June  20,  a  solemn  Requiem  Mass  was  celebrated  in  the  Col- 
lege Chapel,  for  the  deceased  professors,  alumni  and  benefoctors  of  the  college. 
The  Rev.  D.  Savage,  D.D.,  of  Montgomery,  was  the  celebrant. 
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On  Wednesday,  June  21,  the  Right  Rev.  Edward  P.  Allen,  D.D.,  bishop 
of  Mobile,  sang  a  solemn  Pontifical  Mass  of  Thanksgiving  in  the  College  Chapel, 
at  8  A.  M.  He  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Thomas  Cassidy,  '92,  as  deacon,  and  by  the 
Rev.  E.  Shea,  an  alumnus  of  Georgetown  College,  as  subdeacon.  The  Rev. 
Edward  Kirwan,  D.D.,  was  assistant  priest.  In  the  Sanctuary  were  seated  the 
members  of  the  Faculty,  and  a  number  of  priests  from  Mobile  and  the  neighboring 
towns. 


BANQUET. 

The  Alumni  Banquet  took  place  on  June  21,  in  the  Students'  Dining-room. 
Very  many  old  students  had  come  from  all  parts  of  the  South  to  show  their  affec- 
tion for  their  alma  mater  and  to  meet  their  former  associates  and  teachers. 

Those  reaching  Spring  Hill  from  the  city  were  greeted  from  afar  by  the 
electrically  illuminated  dome  of  the  college,  on  top  of  which  was  a  cross  of  light. 
Each  entrance  to  the  college  grounds  had  an  arc  light  in  front  of  it;  and  there 
were  incandescent  lights  placed  so  as  to  illuminate  the  main  avenue  of  approach 
and  the  grounds. 

The  banquet  began  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  dining  hall,  where  tables  were 
spread  four  rows  deep  longitudinally,  with  a  table  across  the  top  of  the  room  for 
Bishop  Allen,  who  presided  at  the  banquet,  Mr.  John  P.  Kohn,  of  Montgomery, 
who  was  the  toastmaster,  Bishop  Thomas  Heslin,  of  Natchez,  Miss.,  Rev.  James 
Lonergan,  S.  J.,  who  was  president  of  the  college  until  September  i,  1896,  and 
the  several  distinguished  speakers  of  the  evening.  Rev.  William  Tyrrell,  S.  J., 
president  of  the  college,  was  seated  at  the  end  of  the  table,  and  supervised  the 
feast,  seeing  that  its  details  were  properly  attended  to. 

The  tables  were  profusely  decorated  with  flowers  and  evergreens.  The 
banquet  was  a  superb  one,  as  may  be  appreciated  by  a  glance  at  the  following 
bill  of  fare  :

After  the  excellently  prepared  viands  had  been  discussed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  all,  Mr.  Kohn  opened  the  feast  of  reason  by  reciting  the  importance  of  the 
gathering  and  welcoming  all  to  the  walls  of  the  dear  old  college.  It  was  his  privi- 
lege to  read  two  telegrams.  The  first  was  from  Pope  Pius  X,  sent  from  the  Vati- 
can, June  20.

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All  acquitted  themselves  admirably  and  were  applauded  to  the  echo  by  the 
assembled  multitude.  The  boys  then  invited  Father  Twellmeyer  to  address  them, 
but  he  reminded  them  that  there  was  a  whole  day  ahead  of  them  and  that  he 
would  not  consume  any  more  of  the  night  in  speaking.  Bishop  Allen  made  a 
short  talk  upon  the  influence  of  good  character,  and  Bishop  Heslin,  being  called 
upon,  was  very  happy  in  a  short  speech  of  congratulation. 

The  college  band  enlivened  the  occasion  with  many  well  played  pieces  of 
music.  Altogether  the  affair  was  a  great  success  and  all  who  participated  enjoyed 
it  thoroughly. 


SEVENTY-FIFTH  COMMENCEMENT  OF  SPRING  HILL  COLLEGE. 

On  June  22,  1905,  Spring  Hill  College  was  the  mecca  for  a  large  number 
of  the  citizens  of  Mobile,  as  well  as  from  other  cities,  drawn  there  by  the  exercises 
incident  to  the  closing  of  the  seventy-fifth  year  of  its  scholastic  work.  The  cars 
from  the  city  began  running  to  the  hill  at  an  early  hour  to  carry  out  the  visitors 
who  desired  to  be  there  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  day's  programme  at  8:30 
o'clock,  and  the  ride  out  in  the  morning  air  was  a  very  delightful  one. 

In  the  grounds  the  walks  from  the  entrance  gate  to  the  hall  were  lined  with 
blooming  single  and  double  hibiscus,  blue  hydrangeas  and  numbers  of  graceful 
foliage  plants,  while  in  the  basin  in  front  of  the  main  hall,  pond  lilies  in  bloom 
perfumed  the  pure  air. 

The  college  colors,  purple  and  white,  were  in  evidence  everywhere,  once 
the  confines  of  the  college  were  reached.  The  facade  of  the  main  building  was 
decorated  in  them  and  the  boys  and  their  girl  friends,  who  were  there  in  large 
numbers  in  their  airy  and  cool-looking  costumes  of  white,  wore  streamers  of  purple 
and  white  ribbons. 

One  feature  of  the  programme  this  year  was  the  omission  of  the  usual 
play,  with  its  accompaniments  of  red  fire  and  costumed  students,  and  the  substi- 
tution therefor  of  two  addresses  by  two  of  the  "old  boys"  who  have  reflected 
credit  upon  their  alma  mater,  in  the  persons  of  Mr.  Mat.  Mahorner,  Jr.,  of  Mobile, 
and  Mr.  Clarence  Hebert,  of  New  Orleans. 

Another  thing  was  noticeable  and  that  is  that  the  hall  which  has  so  long 
done  duty  for  these  annual  events  at  Spring  Hill  College  is  now  too  small  to  com- 
fortably hold  the  large  audiences  that  are  annually  attracted  to  this  renowned 
institution  of  learning.  It  was  intimated  that  steps  have  already  been  put  on  foot 
to  build  a  new  hall,  to  be  known  as  the  alumni  hall,  and  the  completion  of  this 
will  make  another  advance  in  the  educational  facilities  of  Spring  Hill  College. 

By  the  time  the   programme  was  well  under  way  the  exhibition  hall  was 
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well  crowded,  so  that  late  comers  were  compelled  to  stand  throughout  the  exer- 
cises, which  were  concluded  about  ii  o'clock  with  the  conferring  of  degrees  and 
the  distribution  of  premiums. 

As  usual  on  these  occasions  the  music  was  one  of  the  features  of  the  pro- 
gramme and  all  those  who  took  part  in  the  entertaining  programme  acquitted 
themselves  very  creditably.
